‘POINT AUSTIN’ MISSED POINT 

Dear Editor, 

Re: “Point Austin: Expiation Day” [News, March 
11]: It’s a miracle. Michael King addressed race. The 
problem is, he did it by name-calling those who name- 
called those who name-called (Randi Shade, Mike 
Martinez, and Lee Leffingwell). With his tired, shoot- 
the-messenger tactic, he has become a full-fledged 
partner in City Hall’s crime of avoiding reality. 

Akwasi Evans, at NokoaNewspaper.com, laid it 
out: The city has spent a mere $700,000 in accor- 
dance with the African-American Quality of Life initia- 
tive to date, which was supposed to be a contract for 
investment in our dwindling black population. While 
it went from 10% to 8%, we invested less than $10/ 
head (spending nothing in the past two years)! 

Besides avoiding race issues, King misses the point 
on the open meetings/open records issue. It’s not what 
e-mails have come out; it’s what emails have been 
hidden via private accounts, which the Texas attorney 
general says are subject to the Texas Public Information 
Act. See TheAustinBulldog.org for more. 


King avoids the failures of City Council by 
instead spending valuable space criticizing the 
name-game by community leaders (but not coun- 
cil), and then, of course, joins in himself. The 
NAACP-Austin letter, and the follow-up letter from 
several community organizations stating they 
“stand behind the NAACP-Austin,” both relayed 
it’s not the name-calling so much as what it rep- 
resents. It’s clear that some city leaders don’t 
value us and we measure this not in their words, 
but their deeds - or lack thereof. 

Better Austin Today’s report card (printed three 
issues ago) shows to what degree our council 
members have the community’s interests or 
the developer/police union’s interests at heart. 
It’s no coincidence that the three council name- 
callers have the worst voting record with respect 
to community interests. 

As we ask with our current city leaders: Is 
“Point Austin” fixable or replaceable?

For the sake of simplicity, I will describe, not 
as artistically as Mr. Ventura does in said col- 
umn, a sunset which occurs on any plain in the 
middle of nowhere on the cloudless evening of 
a new moon. At the moment the fiery globe of 
the sun appears to vanish beneath the horizon, 
twilight begins. At this moment, the curtain of 
night appears to lift from the east. As the sun, 
from one’s perspective, sinks lower and lower 
below the horizon, this veil of night rises higher 
and higher. The demarcation between night and 
day is quite clear as this veil rises. Although the 
color of the sky below the veil is still (a deeper) 
blue, the brightest stars are visible within it. 
Planets (and the moon) may be visible on the 
other side of the veil still lit by the sun but never 
any stars. You can watch this veil cross the twi- 
light sky quite easily. The very moment this veil 
of night reaches the western horizon, there is 
no light whatsoever from any source other than 
the stars themselves. The instant the veil sinks 
below the horizon is the instant that twilight 
ends and night begins. 

Likewise, there are two distinct stages of 
physical death. One is the moment that the 
breath abates, and the second is the moment 
that the brain and other organs cease all activity 
due to oxygen deprivation. As Ventura asserts, 
this second stage is not visible.

> City Council is off on spring break this week, and 
in the meantime a slew of council candidates

incumbents running for re-election - Chris Riley, 
Randi Shade, and Laura Morrison.

> While the world reels from the earthquake in 
Japan, energy industry watchers are questioning 
the political and economic viability of the 
planned expansion of the South Texas Project. 
Tokyo Electric Power Co., which owns the 
damaged Fukushima Daiichi power plant near 
Tokyo, is one of the planned investors in the 
Texas plant. Austin Energy currently owns 16% 
of the nuclear plant.

> Where are we going to put all the people? City 
Council last week approved the Imagine Austin 
Comprehensive Plan, which still has a way to 
go before there’s an actual road map for deter- 
mining the city’s growth corridors over the next 
few decades. 

Texans fearful of public education cuts took over 
the Capitol lawn on March 12 in a nonpartisan 
call to lawmakers to protect schools. Organizers 
Save Texas Schools used stickers to keep a 
head count of attendees, and ran out after

decisions and the ‘disastrous’ effect such 
actions pose to the classroom.” 

> State Board of Education 
Chair Gail Lowe (r) appears 
to be at risk of losing her 
leadership post on the 
board, according to recent 
news reports, which, quot- 
ing Senate Nominations 
Committee Chair Bob 
Deuell, cited a lack of votes 
for Lowe to win confirmation. 

> The budget war between Republican lawmakers 
and Gov. Rick Perry grew into a public feud over 
the Rainy Day Fund, with House Appropriations 
Committee Chair Jim Pitts, R-Waxahachie, 
threatening to press ahead with a vote to use 
$4.3 billion out of the $9 billion reserve; alas, 
the two sides reached a $3.2 billion compromise 
on Tuesday as we went to press. 

On the same state budget discussion, the Texas 
Historical Commission was given a reprieve 
this week with budget writers agreeing to provide 
funding for the agency, despite the governor’s 
proposal to withhold dollars - a move that would 
have been the death knell for the THC. 

> The Federal Transit Administration and the 

city are in the process of preparing an environ- 
mental impact statement for Austin’s pro- 
posed urban rail system, which will go before 
voters in 2012; a series of public meetings will 
be planned for April. 



We Have Just 
Begun To Fight 

The budget battles are only skirmishes in 
the long march toward democracy

At Saturday’s rally, watching the river of people 
flow around the Capitol, I ran into Louis Malfaro 
of the American Federation of Teachers as he was 
marveling at the size of the crowd (final estimate 
at 12,000) turned out in six weeks by the newly 
established Save Texas Schools volunteer network. 
Malfaro had his own AFT lobby day scheduled for 
Monday, and by comparison he cheerfully mocked 
his own efforts: “We’re expecting 4,000 people - 
but of course we’re professional organizers, and we 
had six months.” (He got closer to 10,000.) 

It was indeed truly inspiring to see so many 
people from so many communities gather together 
in Austin to defend the public schools, although 
it remains to be seen what effect it will have on 
the Legislature and Gov. Rick Perry Malfaro called 
attention to the many “cracks in the GOP” reflected 
in recent official statements. Both the Senate and 
House budget chairs - Sen. Steve Ogden, R-Bryan, 
and Rep. Jim Pitts, R-Waxahachie - and several other 
legislative veterans have made it clear they cannot 
write a rational state budget without at least using 


some of the Rainy Day Fund (aka the Economic 
Stabilization Fund, for fans of fiscal stability). But 
these rational voices are assailed on the right by 
tea party ideologues and on the campaign trail by 
Perry, who couldn’t even be bothered to have his 
staff attend a House budget meeting this week to 
respond to Pitts’ queries about the governor’s posi- 
tion. Don’t call him, he’ll call you - the governor is 
now treating elected representatives as he does the 
media and the voters. 

Nevertheless, Malfaro pointed out that this behav- 
ior, at least on public education, is alienating a cru- 
cial GOP constituency: folks from small Texas com- 
munities far and wide, who may well be accustomed 
to voting Republican but who are also well aware 
that the school district is often the only game in 
town, and that game is not football. As the Mineral 
Wells ISD superintendent told the local newspaper: 
“I feel like we’re the city council of New Orleans 
waiting for Hurricane Katrina to hit. It’s not like we 
can avert the hurricane. We’re just waiting to clean 
up the damage.”

GOT WHEELS THIS WEEKEND? Planning to use Car2Go during 
the last weekend of South by Southwest? You may want to have 
a back-up plan. Car2Go Austin replaces its entire 200-car fleet 
- while expanding it to 300 custom-made Smart cars - between 
midnight on Friday (March 18) and 5pm on Sunday (March 20). 
“During this time,” according to a company press release, “the 
Austin network of car2go will be temporarily unavailable for use.” 
Paul DeLong, Car2Go’s head of North American sales and mar- 
keting, told the Chronicle that the fleet’s new telematics system 
(which connects each car to the Car2Go satellite network) will 
require an “entire system change. ... The transition had to hap- 
pen at a synchronized time around the world.” DeLong added, 
“We are trying to limit the impact on users by starting at mid- 
night and doing the exchange as quickly and seemlessly and 
transparently as we can get up to speed - hopefully so that peo- 
ple using the program for [SXSW] can get back into those cars.” 
New, blue membership cards compatible with the new technolo- 
gy were mailed to current members last week, according to 
Car2Go. (Take note: The blue cards won’t work with the old cars, 
so don’t throw out your white card until after the weekend; con- 
versely, the white cards will not work with the new cars.) In case 
you can’t get enough of the tiny-car transition, Car2Go Austin 
intends to follow it live at www.austincar2go.com, and on Facebook 
and Twitter as well. The call center will have extended hours dur- 
ing the switch: 877/488-4224. The fleet transition coincides 
with an extension of the Car2Go “geo-fence” - aka the boundar- 
ies of its operating area.

MARTINEZ’S MEA CULPA Quoting Cesar Chavez, “Our lan- 
guage is the reflection of ourselves,” Mayor Pro Tern Mike 
Martinez wrote an open letter to the community that he 
released Friday, March 11, in yet another apology for the e-mail 
comments recently released after an open records request.

CITY RESPONDS TO ETHICS CHARGES On Wednesday, March 9, 
City Auditor Kenneth Mory notified Nelson Linder of the Austin 
NAACP that the city attorney and the auditor’s integrity officer 
had reviewed Linder’s ethics complaint against Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell and Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez concerning 
alleged violations of the City Charter, Article 2, Section 7 (prohibit- 
ing council members from interfering in personnel matters). The 
complaint addressed insulting comments (concerning city staff) 
exchanged in April 8, 2010, e-mails between Leffingwell and 
Martinez. Mory wrote that the review of the allegation found “that 
the communication in question does not violate this section of 
the City Charter.” A second allegation charged violation of the 
Code of Ordinances, Section 2.7.62 (prohibiting council members’ 
representation of a private interest - e.g., the Austin Firefighters 
Union - against the city). Mory noted that the city’s Ethics Review 
Commission, not the Auditor’s Office, has jurisdiction over viola- 
tions of that section of the city code. The NAACP can choose to 
file a new complaint with the Ethics Commission; as of Tuesday, 
March 15, the Ethics Commission had not yet received a com- 
plaint.

WIN, PLACE, AND NO-SHOW 

One race, two walkovers, and games to "be played later

When they said beware the Ides of March, they weren’t joking. 

While City Council decamps for spring break this week, 
Monday, March 14, was the last day to file for a place on this 
May’s council election ballot. While filing day was devoid of 
any big surprises, there was certainly something of a Place 3 
pileup last week, meaning at least one contest this go-round 
should be competitive. In other words: The Hustle’s horse-race 
coverage might have a couple (well, at least one) photo-finishes. 

Here’s our handicapping: 

Place 1: Funny how things work: On council for only two 
years, incumbent Chris Riley’s seat initially seemed most 
vulnerable. But while Riley drew two initial challengers, they 
don’t bring much in the realm of name awareness or fundrais- 
ing - although a late filer may bring more competition. 

You may recognize Josiah Ingalls from 2009’s mayoral 
race; in that race, he raised no money (of his own volition) 
and finished last out of a field of five. The third man in the 
Place 1 race, Norman Jacobson, we know even less about. 

However, there is a dark horse. Late Monday, Roger 
Chan filed in Place 1. Chan is a former assistant 
city manager (2000-2002). According to a report 
in the Statesman , on Nov. 23, 2010, he lost his 
leg in an automobile-motorcycle accident on 
West Cesar Chavez. 

Place 3: After many fitful stops and starts, 
the race for Randi Shade’s seat is finally on. 

Electric cab operator Chris Nielsen and pro- 
marijuana, Libertarian-aligned candidate Kris 
Bailey emerged early on as challengers. (Nielsen had 
announced, but failed to file by Monday’s deadline.) Bailey 
lacks the institutional knowledge and constituencies that 
recently announced opponents - Max Nofziger and Kathie 
Tovo - possess. As a former City Council member, Nofziger is 
well-versed in the demands of the job, but one wonders if his 
environmental credentials (being one of the founders of the 
SOS Ordinance-era “Green Council”) are in conflict with his 
avowed distrust of rail, having campaigned against light rail in 
2000 and remaining opposed - and moreover, whether the 
two issues in conflict might to some degree cancel out votes. 

Tovo represents the continuing ascent of neighborhood 
associations in grooming politicians, a path well-treaded by 
her associate, former Austin Neighborhood Council President 
Laura Morrison, who appointed Tovo to the Planning 
Commission spot from which she recently resigned. That said, 
neighborhood advocacy can be a turnoff to urbanist voters 
who (rightly or wrongly) align NAs with less dense (and ulti- 
mately less sustainable) development. However, Tovo has 
also made her mark in the Austin ISD schools debate, co- 
authoring an “Alternate Proposal for Facility Cost Savings” in 
lieu of the slate of school closures the task force originally 
floated. (Here we should note that Tovo authored this dissent

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with Susan Moffat, a local advocate who happens to be the 
wife of Chronicle Publisher Nick Barbara.) Between the experi- 
ence offered by Nofziger, the constituencies in touch with 
Tovo, and disillusioned voters receptive to Bailey’s limited- 
government message, it’s hard to see the Place 3 race avoid- 
ing a run-off. 

Place 4: Laura Morrison looked to be heading toward a 
Chris Riley-style re-election challenge - i.e., not much of one 
at all. But while still enjoying the advantages of incumbency 
and a supportive neighborhood base, Morrison’s re-election 
campaign may be a little tougher than expected. 

Announcing early was Eric J. Rangel, an energetic, pol- 
ished, and young candidate who nonetheless hasn’t really 
mounted a campaign yet. Instead, with the recent filing of for- 
mer 101X DJ Toby Ryan, Morrison has drawn a challenger 
who looks to campaign aggressively. With the help of cam- 
paign firm GNI Strategies, Ryan has begun hitting Morrison 
on his signature issue - music - playing her neighborhood 
association history against challenges to live music, 
like the recent rash of music permit appeal 
requests. Still, Morrison’s semiregular 6-1 dissent- 
ing votes continually endear her to a supportive 
constituency that sees in her a reflection of their 
issues. While any challenger has his work cut 
out for him, it will be interesting (and instructive) 
to see how the Place 4 challengers fare. 

SINGLE-MEMBER SUBMARINE 

While there’s nothing as disheartening as the city’s last 
election - where the mere presence of a former council mem- 
ber (Bill Spelman) scared off all comers for an open seat - 
the proliferation of semitoken challengers again raises ques- 
tions: Why are we Austinites, as a bunch, so seemingly termi- 
nally disinterested in our elections? 

The answers are complex, and probably involve some com- 
bination of our at-large system, voter apathy, the cyclical turn- 
over of our college population, and God knows what else. A 
hybrid single-member district system will likely help - that is, 
if it actually goes somewhere; ChangeAustin.org, fresh off 
of complaining that the mayor’s initial SMD proposal (aimed 
at November 2012) hadn’t solicited community input, is now 
formally doing the same: collecting signatures for a 14-mem- 
ber SMD scheme only it has vetted - for a charter amend- 
ment, it needs only 20,000 signatures to make the ballot this 
fall. Since SMD/charter elections can only occur every two 
years, this appears to be the quickest and most effective way 
to scuttle SMDs yet again. 

With Festival joy in the air, now is an easy time to forget 
the challenges confronting us. ■

The current draft budgets reflect a poten- 
tial 100,000 layoffs of public employees 
statewide, meaning at least that and perhaps 
a third again as many lost jobs in private 
employment. The governor may not be lis- 
tening, but GOP state reps who have to run 
for re-election next fall (some were report- 
edly in attendance Saturday) are certainly 
feeling the pressure. 

Building a Caste System 

Even under the most optimistic scenar- 
ios, under which the reactionary holdouts 
finally come to their senses, the final budget 
will extensively hollow out public services 
statewide and devastate many of the com- 
munities which, beyond jobs, rely heavily on 
public institutions for basic economic and 
social needs. (Lord knows they’re not pay- 
ing for those luxuries on minimum wages.) 
One could hear that angry desperation 
Saturday in the terrific oration (see “Keep 
Texas Smart - and on the March,” p.20) 
by John Kuhn, superinten- 
dent of the Perrin-Whitt 
Consolidated ISD, who 
has already earned nation- 
al acclaim for his “Alamo 
Schools Letter” in defense 
of the public schools. 

Saturday he gave his letter an inspira- 
tional and analytical introduction, making 
it plain that what is happening to his tiny 
district, northwest of Lort Worth in what 
is increasingly No-Texans Land, is not 
just cyclical but structural and by design: 
Business and political interests (see also: 
Wisconsin) are abandoning public educa- 
tion, the great equalizer of American life, 
and replacing it with a privatized caste 
system enforced by artificial “accountabil- 
ity” standards, under which tax cuts for 
the rich are institutionally prioritized over 
education for the rest of us. “I will never 
follow the lead of those who would exclude 
the kids who need education the most, so 
that my precious scores will rise,” declared 
Kuhn. “I will never line up with those 
whose idea of reform is the subtle segrega- 
tion of the poor and desperate. I want no 
part in the construction of this American 
caste system.” 


The Union Makes Us Strong 

All in all, although the sound system 
was uneven and the sight lines unfriendly, 
Saturday’s rally was a welcome, even heroic 
pause in the Texas juggernaut of public policy 
driving against the public interest. One of the 
marchers’ most telling signs read, “Teachers 
unions are now outlawed in Wisconsin and 
Communist China.” Of course, she could 
have added Texas, where, as Perry proudly 
declared, public employees have never had 
the basic human right to collective bargaining. 
(Corporations, on the other hand, are allowed 
to drive hard bargains with the state all the time 
- that’s why we have a failed social services 
distribution system, why we meekly hand over 
public transportation and highways to private 
interests, and why corporations just love the 
Texas nontax, free-ride way of doing business.) 

The last 40 years have meant accelerating 
inequality in American life, as the top 1% 
of the population grabs a radically greater 
and greater share of national wealth, and the 
rest of us endure steadily 
declining real incomes. It’s 
no accident that that period 
coincides with the steady 
decline of union member- 
ship and political influ- 
ence; Wisconsin Gov. Scott 
Walker’s determination to break the public 
employees unions could simply not have hap- 
pened a generation ago - worker solidarity 
would simply not have allowed it. 

We’ve forgotten a lot about solidarity, 
including in Austin, where plenty of so-called 
“progressives” only use the word “union” 
with arrogant disdain, because they don’t 
really understand what it means. It’s worth 
noting that while our Texas Capitol spring- 
time rally brought out 12,000 from a state 
of 25 million, a simultaneous cold-weather 
Madison rally - in a state of 5.6 million - 
gathered together 100,000 people ready to 
take back their government and their fun- 
damental rights to economic and political 
power. That’s quite a testimony to the power 
of unionism, solidarity, and a tradition of 
understanding that political and economic 
democracy are inseparable. It’s a lesson we 
need to learn in Texas, and to teach each 
other, together. ■

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The dots ran out at 11,000.

Proud To Be ‘Unacceptable’ 

The speeches ranged from the informative to the inspirational and back again. The highlight 
barn burner was delivered by John Kuhn , superintendent of the Perrin-Whitt Consolidated ISD, 
north of Fort Worth. Kuhn is already well-known for his “ Alamo Schools Letter ” (reprinted in 
the March 4 Chronicle). He delivered another command performance of his letter ; inspired by 
William B. Travis , the commander of the Texas forces at the Alamo , and his new introduction to it 
- on the importance and vocation of teaching - rocked the Saturday rally. - M.K. 

With his permission , here's that speech: 


“I just got a text from Rick Perry. He want- 
ed me to tell you that it’s not his fault. 

“Public school teachers, can you hear me? 
The school reformers say you are bad at 
what you do. But the secret to their success 
is simple: Keep the bad kids out. Exclude the 
children who are hardest to teach. Let them 
go to public school. 

“But we say, ‘Send them to us; we will 
take them.’ We say: ‘Send us your poor, your 
homeless, the children of your afflicted and 


addicted. Send us your kids who don’t speak 
English y nosotros les hablamos en espahol, 
send us your special needs children. We will 
not turn them away.’ 

“And I tell you today, public school teacher, 
you will fail to take the shattered children of 
poverty and turn them into the polished prod- 
ucts of the private schools. No, the most 
damaged public school children will not turn 
out as shiny and nice and new as the chil- 
dren whose applications are vetted and

approved, whose parents buy them books; 
nor will you scrub them as clean as those 
whose parents keep them wrapped in the 
snug blanket of home schooling. 

“You will be ‘unacceptable,’ public school 
teacher, and I say that is your badge of 
honor. I stand before you today bearing 
proudly the label of unacceptable, because I 
educate the children they will not. I take 
these children who have been broken by the 
failed policies of the very legislators who 
label me, and I glue their shards back togeth- 
er day after day. And those children are bet- 
ter for having passed through my classroom. 

“/ am unacceptable , and proud to be so. 

“So I say to this Legislature: ‘Go ahead 
and label me. I will march headlong into the 
teeth of your horrific blame machine and / 
will teach these kids. Millionaire senators, cut 
my pay back to minimum wage, and still I will 
march into that classroom full of children 
who need me, still I will walk proudly into that 
classroom with its broken ceiling tiles and its 
burned-out fluorescent bulbs. 

“Bail out the bankers and bankrupt the 
teachers, and we will still teach. Bloodied 
and bruised and labeled, I will educate 
these kids, because contrary to what they 
say, I’m not in it for the money, and I’m not 
in it for the benefits. I’m in it because it’s 
right. I’m in it because they need people like 
me in their lives. I’m in it for my children - 
Noah, Evan, and Liliana. I will fight to secure 
their future. 


“I will never follow the lead of those who 
would exclude the kids who need education 
the most, so that my precious scores will 
rise. I will never line up with those whose 
idea of reform is the subtle segregation of 
the poor and desperate. I want no part in the 
construction of this American caste system. 

“Public school teachers, you are the sav- 
iors of this society. You are the first 
responders standing in this rubble while 
they sit in their offices and scribble judg- 
mentally on their clipboards. You are 
heroes, and what you do isn’t worth $27 
billion; it is priceless. 

“Do not be surprised when the men and 
women who assemble in the building behind 
me fail to stand up for you, when they fail to 
stand up for the children you serve. Though 
their congressional districts may be rife with 
poverty, rife with drug abuse, rife with poor 
health care, rife with crime, they will not take 
on the label of ‘Legislatively Unacceptable,’ 
for they do not share our courage; they do 
not embrace our accountability. They will not 
lend their shoulder to one corner of this 
sacred burden. They will not sully their hands 
or let their children play in the sandbox with 
the poor. 

“But fear not. This is our eternal glory. It is 
ours to educate; it is theirs to fund or not to 
fund. Where their heart is, there will their 
treasure be also. Let history judge.”

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Department of Strange Clarifications 


In last week’s Chronicle (March 11), I inad- 
vertently helped put Austin Fire Department 
Chief Rhoda Mae Kerr in the awkward posi- 
tion of announcing (initially on the Austin- 
American Statesman news blog), “I am not a 
gay woman.” That unusual moment came 
about because I was reporting a story 
(“Council E-mails Prompt Ethics Complaint, 
Lawsuit”) about some of the fallout from the 
City Hall e-mail releases - specifically, the 
NAACP ethics complaint against Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell and Mayor Pro Tern Mike 
Martinez (along with the Public Information 
Act lawsuit filed by the Austin Bulldog) for 
e-mail comments they made during an April 8, 
2010, City Council meeting. I interviewed 
Austin NAACP President Nelson Linder (by 
phone) about the ethics complaint, and among 
several other things, asked him what he meant 
in the complaint by citing “racist and sexist 
overtones” in the comments by Leffingwell and 
Martinez: that is, Martinez criticizing City 
Manager Marc Ott and Assistant City Manager 
Mike McDonald (“jokes”) and Austin African 
American Firefighters Association President 
Bobby Johns (“bought off”), and Leffingwell 
describing Kerr as a “company man.” 

In direct response to that question, Linder 
said the following in full (excerpted in the 
published story), as transcribed from our 
recorded conversation, now posted in full 
online with this story: 

“I almost just thought - my point is one; 
clearly, and I’ve heard this from a lot of peo- 
ple. Obviously, Chief Kerr is not a ‘company 
man.’ I think that language was very inten- 
tional, personally. We know that Chief Kerr is 
gay, we know that. That’s public knowledge. 
So I think that is a little slam at her, basical- 
ly. And the other thing is, just the language 
itself, about high-ranking city officials - the 
manager, the assistant city manager, and 
Bobby Johns - these are all black people, 
and one white female. I just think that those 
comments, based on the tone, to me, convey 
that there’s something else underneath the 
language. That’s my take on that. ‘Joke’ - 
they’re talking about people’s competency, 
Bobby Johns is ‘bought and paid for’ - I just 
think it’s ugly. I think those comments are 
very seldom seen in that kind of context, it 
so happens, with three folks who are black 


and one is a white female who happens to 
be gay - that was my take on that.” 

I reported all this, including Linder’s matter- 
of-fact assertion that “Chief Kerr is gay.” I 
knew nothing of Kerr’s sexuality, but Linder 
said it so bluntly that I naively presumed he 
knew whereof he spoke. In retrospect, that 
was foolish, and I should have called Kerr 
and asked her about Linder’s statement (as 
awkward as that conversation might have 
been). But I also could not avoid reporting 
Linder’s statement, since he had made it 
expressly to explain one aspect of his formal 
ethics complaint. Early Thursday morning, 
after the Chronicle was published, I got a call 
from AFD spokesperson Michelle DeCrane, 
and after first requesting a correction (done), 
she arranged a personal interview with Kerr, 
to whom I apologized. 

On this subject, Kerr said the following: 

“I kind of think it was incumbent upon you 
to check your facts. I think Michelle had a 
conversation with you already, you could have 
called and asked that question. I think what’s 
also important, I just want to set the record 
straight: I am not a gay woman, but I am total- 
ly supportive of all of my friends, co-workers, 
and employees that are lesbian, gay, bisexual 
or transgendered. I just think it’s important 
that we do understand that everybody’s differ- 
ent. But I want to set the record straight that I 
am a straight woman - maybe [laughing] 
much to the disappointment of some ...” 

Kerr also said she had spoken with Linder, 
and she understood that he was trying to be 
supportive. From there, we moved on to a 
wide-ranging conversation about the fire 
department and its various current challeng- 
es - subjects which the Chronicle will be 
reporting in more detail in the coming weeks. 

As for Linder, he left me voice mails and 
sent me e-mails reacting to the story, and we 
spoke again by phone later that day. He vari- 
ously insisted that he had not said Kerr was 
gay; that he was only describing rumors or 
what others had said; that I had taken the 
remark out of context; that I should have real- 
ized the remark was only “gossip” not to be 
reported; or finally, that I had “created this 
whole story” myself. When I suggested that 
perhaps he had just been mistaken, he 
answered, “No, what I said, sir, and I’ve said 



it to other people before, that when I filed an 
initial complaint, I got a lot of phone calls 
from people telling me, why didn’t I include 
the other comments about her being gay. First 
of all, I don’t know that. Now I’ve had this 
interview with 13 people besides just us, sir, 
it never became an issue. It was very clear to 
me, that people were concerned about why I 
didn’t add more. First, I don’t know that.” 
Eventually, Linder further clarified his posi- 
tion, saying, “But to be very clear, sir - no, I 
have no idea what Chief Kerr’s sexuality is, 
it’s not an issue for me. I respect her as a 
female human being, and that’s been our 
relationship. My complaint has nothing to do 
with her sexuality, it has to do with her being 
a woman, and she was being disrespected. 
That was the basis of my complaint, and 
that’s how I feel.” When I suggested that he 
might have said that in the first place, he 
insisted that he had in fact done so. A bit 
further on, he added, “I created the com- 
plaint based on what we thought was rele- 
vant. Her sexuality, sir, is not relevant, for 
anybody to talk about, at all. I said that to 
Chief Kerr, she understands it, she accepted 
my apology - look, you know, if that came 
out the wrong way, well hey, I apologize. I 
think it’s out of context.” 



Re-reading the original story, I believe I sum- 
marized, reported, or quoted directly everything 
Linder told me about the ethics complaint. But 
since in our lengthy second conversation, 
Linder repeatedly and adamantly accused me 
of misrepresenting the overall content of the 
interview, I’ve transcribed both conversations 
in full (including incidental details) and posted 
them online with this story, and readers can 
make their own judgments. 

In an attempt at making some amends for 
all of this, I’ll give the last word to Kerr: 
“Certainly, I think a lot of this [e-mail] contro- 
versy has just gotten out of proportion to what 
I do as the fire chief - that really, I am here to 
serve the public. I am here to make sure that - 
in my vision, two things are important to me. 
One of those is to make sure that my firefight- 
ers go home at the end of every day; and the 
other is to continue to work towards that 
vision, that everybody [does their] part to make 
zero fire deaths. When I can assure that those 
two things happen, then I am doing my job that 
I was hired to do. Other than that, everything 
goes behind us, we move forward, and accom- 
plish those two visions.” - Michael King

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Timing Is Everything 

A week before the earthquake in Japan triggered the 
world’s worst nuclear emergency in 25 years, the nuclear 
industry had cause for celebration: The U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission announced March 2 that two pro- 
posed reactors at the South Texas Project had passed a 
final environmental impact assessment, bringing the proj- 
ect an important step closer to obtaining a construction and 
operating license. It was a milestone for the project, which 
in 2007 was the first in almost 30 years to file an application 
with the federal agency; nonetheless, it still has a way to go, 
and hopes for its success - which have hinged on whether 
utilities like Austin Energy would choose to take part - have 
now been eclipsed by events on the other side of the world. 

Austin Energy owns 16% of the nuclear power plant’s two 
reactors, which have operated at Matagorda Bay since the 
late Eighties. NRG Energy owns 40% and is behind the pro- 
posal to double the site’s number of reactors, in partnership 
with Toshiba. NRG hopes to bring the first reactor online in 
2016. First, however, the project needs the license, which is 
dependent on last week’s environmental impact statement as 
well as completion of a safety evaluation report and a ruling 
from the federal regulatory commission. NRG Energy also 
needs customers willing to buy the power. According to Juan 
Garza, NRG’s president of advanced technology, “It’s impor- 
tant to us that we get [power purchase agreements] ... to 
show the federal government that there is a market for what 
we’re trying to do.” Now, the crisis in Japan - where engi- 
neers at several reactors have been struggling to prevent 
nuclear meltdowns - could make that task difficult. As 
Reuters reported Monday, both Standard & Poor’s and 
Moody’s bond rating houses are now making gloomy predic- 
tions for U.S. nuclear projects like STF? suggesting they are at 
risk of rising costs, delays, and even cancellation. 


While Austin Energy General Manager Larry Weis said 
Monday that the crisis in Japan is not affecting his outlook on 
STP specifically, he acknowledged it is a likely setback for the 
entire industry. NRG proposed last month that Austin Energy 
enter into a power purchase agreement for energy expected to 
eventually come from the new reactors. Such a contract would 
theoretically shield AE from unknowns by allowing it to pay a 
fixed price - particularly important given the energy utilities’ 
rocky past with the South Texas Project, which has been 
plagued for years with cost overruns and delays. Over time, 
however, the nuclear power plant has become one of Austin 
Energy’s lowest-cost resources, and as NRG officials point out, 
the plant was named one of “America’s Safest Companies” 
last year. Garza also says that the new units - advanced boil- 
ing water reactors - would show vast improvements over the 
older ones because they’d feature the same modular design as 
four reactors already built within budget and on time in Japan. 

According to NRG spokesman David Knox, none of those four 
reactors are among those making headlines right now; those units 
sit farther from the earthquake’s epicenter and are younger, as 
well. Nonetheless, the events unfolding across the Pacific - the 
mass evacuation of residents around the affected power plants 
and the actions of those risking their lives to cool the reactors - 
make plain the dangers both of living near and of working in a 
nuclear plant. As pointed out over the weekend by Karen Hadden, 
executive director of the Sustainable Energy and Economic 
Development Coalition, “Any reactor can have a meltdown.” 

The SEED Coalition has joined with other environmental and 
public interest groups to oppose any Austin Energy involvement 
with the new reactors, citing both safety and financial concerns. 
The nuclear commission’s Atomic Safety and Licensing 
Board has granted hearings on three of the SEED Coalition’s 
contentions: “fire safety” (asking if the power plant can ade- 
quately manage a fire emergency); “co-location” (asking how an 
emergency at one reactor might affect three others); and “need 
for power” (the South Texas Project must explain the need for 


adding 2,700 megawatts of power when new building codes are 
likely to save nearly as much simply through energy efficiency). 
The first hearing is likely to take place this fall, says Hadden. 

The SEED Coalition is also opposing efforts to extend 
the operating licenses for the two existing reactors by 20 
years (to 2047 and 2048, respectively), citing concerns 
about a cooling reservoir leak and tritium, a radioactive 
isotope, found in nearby wells and the Colorado River. The 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission is accepting public com- 
ment on the renewal through April 1. The licensing effort 
could also be yet another potential casualty of the events 
in Japan. According to a weekend statement from 
Moody’s, “issuers that recently filed for a 20-year operat- 
ing license extension with the NRC are likely to receive 
additional scrutiny.” 

While environmental concerns loom large in arguments 
against the South Texas Project, NRG cites environmental rea- 
sons in its favor. “To me, there’s an element of emergency,” says 
Garza, “in that it’s an opportunity to build 2,700 megawatts of 
capacity that essentially are carbon-free.” With Austin Energy’s 
climate protection goals in mind, NRG has also offered to buy 
the utility’s share of the coal-burning Fayette Power Project. 

So far, AE isn’t biting. While the utility remains open to a nucle- 
ar power purchasing agreement, says Weis, it simply isn’t in the 
position to be “shopping” for baseload resources. With a goal of 
beginning construction in 2012, NRG officials have expressed 
hope of securing a deal with AE this summer. Weis, however, 
says the utility feels no such urgency. Right now, he says, Austin 
Energy is prioritizing its renewable energy goals, an effort made 
possible by the recent passage of an affordability forecast allow- 
ing the utility to move forward with its generation plan, several 
years in the making. “It’s kind of a timing thing,” says Weis. “We 
can’t add all these things at the same time.” - Nora Ankrum

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Navigating Possible MAP Detours 


If Republican lawmakers have their way at 
the Capitol, poor women in Travis County may 
no longer have equal access to reproductive 
health care. At issue is the Medical 
Assistance Program, administered by 
Central Health, which provides low-income 
and uninsured women in Travis County with 
access to counseling, family planning, birth 
control, and pregnancy termination. It’s that 
last part - access to safe and legal abortion 

- that’s raised hackles Downtown. Two bills, 
by state Reps. Wayne Christian, R-Center, 
and David Simpson, R-Longview (House Bill 
561 and HB 85, respectively) would ban local 
jurisdictions - read, Austin and Travis County 

- from using local tax money to pay for or, in 
Simpson’s bill, to “support” abortion. A hear- 
ing on Christian’s bill was held Monday in the 
House State Affairs Committee. The bill is 
straightforward; it would simply prohibit a hos- 
pital district from using district tax revenue to 
“finance the performance of an abortion.” 

Simpson’s bill, which has 61 co-authors 
(including Travis County’s GOP freshman Rep. 
Paul Workman) but has not been set for a 
committee hearing, is a bit more oblique. The 



clunky language would prohibit gov- 
ernment entities from providing 
“support to a person or facility 
that performs abortions or pro- 
vides abortion-related services.” 

The bill defines “support” as 
“directly or indirectly using state 
or local tax revenue to finance an 
[sic] the performance of an abortion 
or a service related to an abortion,” or 
“providing preferential access to assets that 
are owned or controlled by this state or a gov- 
ernmental entity in this state through a lease, 
contract, or other agreement.” In other words, 
Travis County’s Central Health MAP would no 
longer be able to contract with Planned 
Parenthood, Austin Women’s Health 
Center, and Whole Woman’s Health of 
Austin, which are the reproductive health 
care providers contracted to provide services 
for MAP clients. 

Central Health’s nine-member board of 
directors in December 2009 voted unanimous- 
ly to approve $450,000 in contracts to pro- 
vide abortion care for low-income women, over 
the noisy objections of a contingent of pro-life

Given George Lavender’s pledge of support for the Sen. Dan Patrick-led tea party 
caucus - officially, the Independent Conservative Republicans of Texas (though how 
independent they can be when their membership boasts a majority of Republican 
lawmakers is unclear) - there’s something sadly ironic about the freshman law- 
maker filing a bill that ignores the U.S. Constitution and advocates for government 
intrusion. It seems that whole government intrusion thing applies to everyone, 
except when everyone is a woman, in which case the pols down at the Capitol are 
more than happy to have government intrude whenever - and however - possible. 

Lavender’s HB 2659 would basically outlaw all abortions in Texas, with exceptions made only if a doctor 
determines the procedure to be necessary to prevent the woman’s death or physical impairment, or in 
cases of rape or incest (as long as the woman can somehow prove that’s how the fetus was conceived) - 
the current draft of the bill would eliminate “severe and irreversible [fetal] abnormality” as an exception 
to the rule. The biggest problem with this bill, of course, is that it ignores constitutional protections and 
U.S. Supreme Court rulings that firmly protect reproductive privacy and freedom. Not that a little thing like 
that should stand in the way of legislative grandstanding - after all, it’s not like state lawmakers, facing a 
$27 billion budget shortfall, have anything else really pressing to attend to, right? - J.S. 
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advocates who flooded a meeting of the board that 
month. But it’s not as though the program was 
actually new. In fact, the city of Austin previ- 
ously handled the program, which dates 
back to the 1970s. When the health 
care district was created in 2004, it 
was with voters understanding that 
these services would not only continue 
but would be expanded, City Council 
Members Laura Morrison, Sheryl 
Cole, and Ranch Shade wrote in a letter 
to the board in 2009. Travis County is the 
only political entity in Texas that directly funds 
abortion services, though the language in these bills 
that would outlaw spending taxpayer funds on abor- 
tion services would likely have impact far beyond 
Travis County. Indeed, several of the state’s public 
hospitals receive public funds and also provide 
abortion services in limited and specific circum- 
stances. How either bill would affect them isn’t 
clear. Neither bill addresses serious issues such as 
exceptions in cases of incest and rape or to protect 
the life of the mother. If these bills are to go any- 
where, these issues will have to be addressed. 

Stacy Wilson, director of government affairs for 
Central Health, says the district is monitoring the 
bills, and if either were to pass, the district would 
“have to ascertain ... what that would mean for us.” 
As it stands, however, the MAP simply holds con- 
tracts to provide low-income women with the same 
access to the “full spectrum of services that are 
available and legal” for women who are insured or 
have the means to pay for them. - Jordan Smith 


Getting Puppy Mills 
to Heel 

At press time, the Texas House Licens- 
ing and Administrative Procedures Com- 
mittee was slated to consider Houston 
Dem Rep. Senfronia Thompson’s bid to 
crack down on puppy mills. HB 1451 
would task the Texas Department of 
Licensing and Regulation with promulgat- 
ing and enforcing regulations pertaining 
to large-scale cat and dog breeding oper- 
ations. Puppy mills are unregulated large- 
scale breeding operations that submit 
animals to constant breeding in often 
unsanitary and inhumane living condi- 
tions. A similar bill failed in 2009, but 
this time the bill, supported by the Texas 
Humane Legislation Network, has also 
earned the support of the Texas Veterin- 
ary Medical Association, which previous- 
ly did not support the measure. The TVMA 
doesn’t want to put “reputable breeders 
out of business,” Elizabeth Choate, the 
group’s director of government relations 
said last month in a press release. 
Thompson has said the point of the bill is 
only to ensure that all breeding opera- 
tions are conducting business in a legiti- 
mate and humane way. For more on this,

Republicans Play Defense on Education 


From education funding to student testing, 
the Texas public school system has been 
thoroughly and repeatedly reshaped over the 
last decade by the Republican-run Legislature. 
Now, as the March 12 Save Texas Schools 
rally on the Capitol showed statewide dis- 
satisfaction with their work, Republican law- 
makers and conservative think tanks are 
scrambling to deflect criticism. First step: 
Discredit the Save Texas Schools group, 
then smear any school district position as 
an unnecessary expense. 

The organizers of Saturday’s rally went to 
great pains to keep the event nonpartisan, 
rejecting requests from state and 
federal lawmakers to speak, and 
enlisting people like noted free 
market conservative Texas 
Association of Business 
President Bill Hammond, who 
was among the confirmed speak- 
ers until a medical emergency 
forced him to cancel at the last 
minute. That did not stop Peggy 
Venable, state director for 
Americans for Prosperity, from 
firing off a press release claim- 
ing that “Save Texas Schools is a liberal 
group posing as a non-partisan, education 
advocacy organization.” 

Rather than joining with existing statewide 
education groups, Texas AFP has decided to 
launch its own website called the Red Apple 
Project. Nominally a purely factual break- 
down of school district expenditures, it is cur- 
rently promoting its Rotten Apple Award, 
whereby readers are encouraged to scour dis- 
trict expense claims in search of potentially 



embarrassing spending. The Texas AFP’s big- 
gest target is the number of nonteachers in 
the education system, whom they portray as 
overpaid administrators. The Texas Public 
Policy Foundation has echoed this drum 
beat in a slightly more measured tone; TPPF 
educational policy analyst James Golsan has 
said that teacher cuts may be necessary but 
not until “the non-instructional side of our 
education system gets a thorough pruning.” 
This all came as Rep. Dan Flynn, 

R-Canton, filed HB 2491. On the surface, this 
bill would provide financial relief to struggling 
districts by suspending all state-mandated 
testing and assessments for the 
next two years and diverting any 
savings into teacher retention; 
however, a press statement from 
Flynn suggests another agenda. 
“Teachers,” he wrote, “are the 
core of what works and what is 
good in the system.” Yet “just 
over 50% of public school 
employees are teachers. The 
other half are layer after layer of 
bureaucracy.” In fact, even the 
Red Apple Project’s numbers 
don’t back that number up. In AISD, while 
52% of the 11,570 staff members are fully 
qualified teachers, only 5% are classified as 
administration, most of whom are campus- 
based. The other 43% are either classroom 
aides, such as teaching assistants and read- 
ing specialists; essential professional sup- 
port staff, such as librarians and computer 
technicians; or poorly paid auxiliary person- 
nel like custodians, clerks, campus reception- 
ists, and bus drivers. - Richard Whittaker

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Bill Maddox died violently under bizarre circumstances 
and left a legacy of music, love, and friendship

Bill Maddox was a born musician. 

As a child growing up in Abilene in the late 
Fifties, Maddox was already well on his way to 
becoming an accomplished and respected 
musician - whom friends and associates 
describe as a true musical genius. Maddox 
started with the piano, says his childhood 
friend, composer Stephen Barber, who would 
eventually play with Maddox in several later 
ventures - including the legendary band that 
Maddox founded, the Electromagnets. The 
two shared a piano instructor and met when 
they were just 6 years old. “I know he played 
the piano first, the saxophone, and then got 
into drums later - by later, I mean before 
junior high,” Barber recently recalled. Later, 
Maddox would also learn the guitar. “It’s not 


like he played at an amateur level - he could 
play all of those instruments at a professional 
level. And he was also a good singer and song- 
writer, so he was very multitalented.” 

Maddox, who would eventually be best 
known as a drummer, was just 13 when he 
began playing drums in his first band, Maltese, 
with another of his childhood friends, Noel 
Kelton. The band - which included several 
other boys from school - lasted for about a 


year, Kelton recalls. It was 1966, Beatlemania 
was in full force, and the band played six gigs 

- birthday parties - for which they were paid 
$15 a pop to split among the band’s five 
members. “And that’s pretty good for eighth- 
graders,” Kelton said recently. Playing with 
Maltese was the first of what would become a 
string of musical successes for Maddox - 
often playing in bands with members who 
were also close friends, including, notably, 
guitarist Eric Johnson. 

That was not all that Maddox could do. 
After studying music at the University of Texas 
with renowned percussionist George Frock, 
Maddox landed at tech school, and later 
became one of the first 10 employees of the 
company now known as Dell; he battled with 

- and conquered - addiction, going on to 
counsel and act as a sponsor for scores of 
people trying to better their lives with 12-step 
help. Not long ago, friend Charlie Hatchett, 
the now-retired longtime Austin agent who 
booked one of Maddox’s early bands (and 
later played with him in Hatchett’s band the 
Fabulous Chevelles) says Maddox was proud 
to earn his Alcoholics Anonymous 24-years- 
sober chip. And although he’d had two diffi- 
cult and short-lived marriages, Maddox had 
also found the love of his life, a petite and 
striking brunette beauty named Rhonda, with 
whom he recently celebrated his 11th wed- 
ding anniversary. Life was good, the 57-year- 
old Maddox would often tell his friends. 

Abruptly, just two days after Christmas, it 
all ended. On Dec. 27, 2010, at roughly 
7:30am, Rhonda Maddox made a frantic call 
to 91 1 . Someone had broken into the couple’s 
far Southwest Austin home and had attacked 
them. Rhonda pleaded with authorities for 
help; shots were fired. Bill died at the scene. 
Three days later, on Dec. 30, 2010, Maddox’s 
attacker, John DeBrecht, a 63-year-old neigh- 
bor in the quiet Scenic Brook enclave just west 
of Oak Hill off Highway 290, also died from 
injuries sustained during the fatal incident at 
the Maddox home. The tragedy stunned the 
neighborhood and the families and friends of 
the two men. 

Eric Johnson was in Houston when Rhonda 
called him that morning to tell him what had 
happened; Johnson, stunned, immediately 
drove back to Austin. “I didn’t know what to 
think,” he said recently. “I mean, it doesn’t 
make any sense. It’s just so bizarre. [Maddox 
was] such a peace-loving guy that never got 
[into] trouble. ... He never had any problems.” 

According to Travis County Sheriff’s Office 
spokesman Roger Wade, the official inquiry 
into the incident is ongoing; when complete, 
the investigative findings will be forwarded to 
the Travis County District Attorney’s Office for 
a hearing before a grand jury. In the mean- 
time, the TCSO remains silent on the details

of what happened inside the Maddox home 
that December morning. Whatever the cold 
facts, it was a tragedy that directly claimed two 
lives and has affected many more. Two fami- 
lies and countless friends mourn; many more 
in Austin and beyond are left wondering what 
exactly happened that day, and why did these 
two people, Bill Maddox and John DeBrecht 
- who, although neighbors living just a half- 
mile from each other, did not know each other 
before their deadly encounter - have to die? 

Signs of Life 
to Electromagnetism 

Maddox became a musician by both talent 
and heritage. His father, Ray Maddox, a well- 
known dentist in Abilene, was also an accom- 
plished musician who in the Thirties had 
trained at New York’s Juilliard School of 
Music. The elder Maddox played a number of 
instruments, says Bill’s older brother - also 
named Ray - who owns an Abilene florist and 
greenhouse business. Their father was the 
longtime frontman of the Ray Maddox 
Orchestra, which played for decades all over 
town, including at the Abilene Country Club, 
where little Billy would, at times, also take the 
stage. Bill had “a very special relationship with 
Dad,” recalls his brother, Ray. Their father had 
chosen dentistry “for the money, but he was a 
musician at heart. He played six instruments: 
the sax, the clarinet, the piccolo, the flute - 
lots of wind instruments,” he said. “He was a 
musician, and Bill got that from Dad.” 

Trudy and Ray Maddox doted on their boys 
and did their best to create an idyllic child- 
hood. “We believed in Santa Claus until the 
seventh or eighth grade,” recalls Ray. “Mother 
and Daddy went to great lengths to preserve 
that” and were sorry when they finally had to 
break the news to the boys that the fat man in 
red did not exist. “We believed in the stork 
until, I don’t know, a few years back,” he jokes, 
recalling that when his parents brought little 
Billy home from the hospital, Ray, then 6, told 
them that they should call the bird and return 
the baby. “I said, ‘We don’t need him; you can 
take him back,”’ he says. The brothers devel- 
oped a tight relationship, Ray recalls, although 
the Maddox’s parenting style was decidedly 
different for each child. “[Bill] was an average 
student. I have the [family name] - I am ‘the

third’ - so I was expected to be in the honor 
society, the band. They raised me by Doctor 
Spock, and Bill [sort of] raised himself.” 

That may explain in part why it seemed so 
easy for Bill Maddox to develop his own 
expansive musical life. After his first band, 
Maltese, broke up, Maddox quickly got 
involved in a second band, the Signs of Life, 
also with his friend Noel Kelton. The band 
also featured two older schoolmates from 
Cooper High School, and the association gave 
Maddox and Kelton a broader social circle - 
and listening audience. “There might’ve been 
something that Bill was into that I don’t 
remember,” Kelton says, “but I don’t think 
you’ll find too many things in the back of the 
yearbook that listed our names. We wanted to 
be rock & roll guys - that was our goal. 

“The Beatles had come out a year or two 
before, and in Abilene there wasn’t much to 
do. ... So with the advent of that, you wanted 
to be a Beatle. . . . We both came from musical 
families, so it was pretty easy for us to do that 
kind of stuff. We didn’t do much else. We 
worked at it, so it came pretty easy - plus, it 
was a lot of fun.” That band stayed together 
nearly three years, remembers Kelton - a good 
run for a high school band - before its first 
incarnation dissolved. Although the older 
members had tried to hang on after graduating 
and moving on to college, they finally bailed. 

Kelton and Maddox then brought on anoth- 
er friend, Keith Landers. Landers, eventually 
to be known as Johnny Dee, frontman of 
Austin-based oldies group Johnny Dee & the 
Rocket 88’s (with which Kelton, known as 
T-Bone, plays bass), joined on guitar. Landers 
had also known Maddox since childhood; the 
Maddox family lived down the street from 
Landers’ grandparents, and Landers recalls 
his first experience with Maddox there - the 
two boys, side by side on riding lawn mowers, 
cutting across the lawn while singing the 
theme to Rawhide. The three, along with 
another friend, kept Signs of Life going for at 
least another six months before changing their 
name to Omaha. With that band, the young 


musicians got their first taste of the road: They 
bought a green Chevy van, painted the name 
on the side in orange psychedelic letters, and 
started playing gigs around West Texas. 
Omaha, playing popular radio music, lasted 
about a year before splitting. 

They were quickly back at it, however, with 
a new venture - Cadillac - bringing in Stephen 
Barber on keyboards. They traveled a lot, and 
the band was a hit; they caught the ear of 
Austin agent Hatchett, who began booking 
them regularly at UT fraternity parties and at 
clubs around Austin. After Maddox graduated 
from high school in 1971, the band members 
moved to Austin that July. “That was definitely 
one of my musical memory highlights,” says 
Kelton. “I thought we had a really good band. 
And, right or wrong, in some other bands I 
didn’t think we were on equal footing. But in 
the Cadillac band, I thought we were all right 
about the same quality at that point in time. 
We had so much fun. It was really a blast.” 
Landers agrees that the band was tight; 
music was quickly becoming their lives. 
Maddox, especially, was almost hyperfocused 
on his musical career. “Here’s the kind of guy 
that Bill was,” recalls Landers. One weekend 
back in Abilene when the band didn’t have a 
gig, Landers and Maddox were hanging out at 
the Maddox family home. “We were spending 
the night ... working on music ... [and] we 
had our equipment truck [parked] out front 
- we had all these big Beatles amps and stuff, 
and [Bill] goes, ‘Keith . . . let’s set our equip- 
ment up.’ I said, ‘How come?’ And he says, 
‘Just so we can look at it,”’ Landers says. The 
pair loaded into the house all of their equip- 
ment and “set the whole band up, just so we 
could sit there and look at it and dream,” he 
continues. “That’s the kind of kids we were. 
We were just so into it.” 

After moving to Austin, the band members 
played on the weekends and went to school 
during the week. At UT, Maddox made an 
impression on professor George Frock. “He 
was an excellent student,” he says, and excelled 
“beyond what I was teaching in class.” Often, 


Maddox would come to class with ideas about 
how to add to the music they were studying. 
“It’s nice when a musician has some creative 
input,” says Frock. Beyond preparing for what 
is assigned, he says, it’s “nice always if beyond 
that they’re saying, ‘I’d like to try this or try 
that.’” Maddox was that kind of student. And 
as he progressed, Maddox’s musical style 
began to move beyond the pop music and 
R&B and soul that his bands had thus far 
been playing - he liked fun and whimsical, 
says Kelton, but he also thought more seri- 
ously about music. 

“Steve [Barber] and Bill started going into a 
different area,” Kelton says. “They wanted to 
go off and play Emerson, Lake & Palmer, and 
like some other groups that were just starting 
up that some people called ‘jazz fusion’ or 
‘new electric music.’ It was kind of like Chick 
Corea - Return to Forever and Weather Report. 
And I enjoyed those groups too.” But Kelton 
and Landers were more interested in finding a 
solid, long-term revenue stream to make their 
livings playing music than they were in explor- 
ing the margins - they started Johnny Dee & 
the Rocket 88’s, a sort of Sha-Na-Na-esque 
showman band playing oldies. (With Landers 
and Kelton still on board, it remains an active 
touring band 37 years after its founding.) 

The diversion of the friends’ musical aspira- 
tions began to show more and more, and 
although their friendships remained strong, it 
wasn’t long before Maddox founded the 
Electromagnets. In 1974, Eric Johnson joined 
the band. Johnson and Maddox met when 
Maddox was still playing with Omaha. “One 
day they came out to where I was rehearsing. 
There was this place off City Park Road, a 
house out there, and I used to rent this shed 
in the back where I would practice, and they 


just came out there to jam with me one day,” 
recalls Johnson. Johnson and Maddox hit it off 
right away. So when Maddox asked Johnson to 
join the Electromagnets, it was a no-brainer. 
“It was really cool. At the time there wasn’t 
really anybody around this part of the country 
doing that kind of jazz-rock fusion. ... They 
were dabbling and doing that kind of stuff, 
and I was kind of aware of it, but it was kind 
of a departure for me.” 

The Electromagnets, although not a com- 
mercial success, became a cult favorite, and it 
solidified the long-lasting friendship and musi- 
cal kinship of Maddox and Johnson. When 
the Electromagnets broke up and the Eric 
Johnson Band took over, Maddox came on as 
Johnson’s drummer for a time; continuing 
forward, Maddox, still living in Austin, would 
play with Johnson whenever the guitarist went 
out on tour in support of a new project. But it 
wouldn’t be until the late Nineties that the 
two got together on an entirely new project. 

The Dellionaire 

At some point during the late Seventies or 
early Eighties - friends aren’t precise about the 
timing - Bill Maddox developed a substance 
abuse problem. He was drinking too much, 
friends recall, and might have been having 
other issues - friends are also circumspect 
about the details of his troubles - but agent 
Hatchett says he never realized Maddox was 
struggling. “I didn’t know he had a problem 
until I started playing with him” in the late 
Nineties, in the Fabulous Chevelles, he said. 
“Three of our guys in that band are in AA, so 
there was some talk and they made fun of 
themselves,” Hatchett says. The important 
thing to note about Maddox’s problems, his 
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friends agree, is how he “completely healed 
himself of that disease,” as Johnson puts it. 
“And what came out of that was a person 
who was many times better than he was 
before. Out of that challenge came the bless- 
ing of becoming just an amazing person who 
was just so thankful for every day he was 
alive.” Barber suggests that the stress of try- 
ing to make a living playing the music that 
he loved might have factored into Maddox’s 
substance abuse. Indeed, when Kelton and 
Landers broke off to form Johnny Dee & the 
Rocket 88’s, they say they would have loved 
to have had Maddox come on as their drum- 
mer; they never asked, however, because 
with his evolving musical interests they 
doubted he would take the job. One night, 
Kelton says, he could hear the ice cubes tin- 
kling in a glass during a phone conversation 
with Maddox, who sounded stressed; his 
dad was asking him why he hadn’t joined 
Landers and Kelton’s new band. 

It wasn’t long after that, say Kelton and 
Barber, that Maddox joined AA and enrolled 
in the Southwest School of Electronics. After 
finishing the program, he found a good job 
with a small start-up company, then called 
PCs Limited. “It really came at a time where 
he realized he had to make a move into the 
program and make a move out of music - a 
kind of new renaissance in his life, and that’s 
when he got into Dell,” recalls Barber. “And 
they really supported him a lot in that. . . . 
That got him straightened out and moving in 
a direction that was very stable for him,” he 
continues. “And then the rest is history.” 
That is, the history of the “Dellionaires” - 
the first employees of Dell who amassed 
stock options early, and when the company 
hit big, were able to cash out and either stay 
with the company (as some did) or to move 
on to finance the rest of their lives. For 
Maddox, that’s exactly what happened. He 
could return to his first love, music, without 
having to worry about how to pay the bills. 


John DeBrecht spent 
nearly 40 years as 
an engineer.

DeBrecht’s Journey 

John Joseph DeBrecht was born in St. 
Louis in 1947. He married Linda George in 
1972 and the couple moved to Texas, where 
DeBrecht landed a job as a mechanical engi- 
neer for NASA; from there he moved to 
underground engineering, designing equip- 
ment for downhole and horizontal pipeline 
exploration. In all, DeBrecht spent nearly 40 
years as an engineer. He was a voracious 
reader and extremely intelligent, friends and 
family recalled during a February memorial 
mass at the Catholic church where the fam- 
ily had reportedly been congregants since the 
late 1970s. 

Six years ago, DeBrecht took up running, 
and at age 61 finished the Boston Marathon 
in less than four hours. What drew him to 
running in the first place was a mystery, one 
of his daughters said. But it was a good 
thing, and the family was proud of him: At 
57 he could barely walk up a flight of stairs 
without being out of breath, but his time at 
Boston was good enough to qualify him to 
run the race again - he’d planned to do so 
this spring. 

In fact, in just a few short years DeBrecht 
had made a name for himself in Austin’s 
tight-knit running community, says Mac 
Allen, who coached DeBrecht as part of his 
teammac running group. Allen met DeBrecht 
roughly five years ago when Allen was work- 
ing at RunTex. DeBrecht told Allen that he’d 
been running on his own but “wanted to see 
how good he could get, and could I help 
him? I said, ‘Sure,’” Allen recalls. DeBrecht 
worked hard, he said. “He wasn’t a real bois- 
terous, gung-ho kind of guy, but he was real 
focused. He would show up all of the time 
for workouts. He was that kind of leader in 
the sense of watching him, he would have 
the work ethic.” 

DeBrecht was kind, complimentary, and 
very encouraging to the other runners in his 
group, and he was very grateful for the 
encouragement fellow runners gave him. 
“He had a competitiveness, but he was a 
gentleman competitor,” Allen recalls. “There 
is a person who will trip, kick, scratch, or 
anything to get the edge,” and there is a per- 
son who “wants to be better,” but only by 
working hard and earning it; that was 
DeBrecht, Allen says. Where the music com- 
munity has lost a favorite son in Maddox, the 
running community has lost one of its well- 
known friends too, says Allen.

DeBrecht was, by all accounts, also a devout 
Catholic. He made rosaries for his children 
and said the rosary for each of the four every 
morning without fail; the grown children used 
those same rosaries when they gathered by his 
bedside upon his death on Dec. 30, 2010, 
three days after the altercation at the Maddox 
home left the drummer dead. He was a private 
man who loved his family and was deeply 
spiritual, his family said. (His wife, Linda, did 
not respond to a request for an interview for 
this story.) When one of his daughters was 
having a bad day, she recalled at the service, 
her father gave her a bouquet of gerber daisies 

- the flowers were actually intended for Linda, 
but DeBrecht knew his daughter needed a 
pick-me-up. The flowers were her favorite vari- 
ety, she told her dad; then they were truly “a 
gift from God,” he replied. Those flowers, she 
told the mourners, lasted a seemingly impos- 
sible three weeks before wilting. She knew, 
indeed, that they were a gift from God, hand- 
ed down through her father. 

Reports in the Statesman shortly after the 
incident suggested that perhaps the fatal inci- 
dent at the Maddox home was connected to 
an illness. Rita Wright, whose son is married 
to one of DeBrecht’s children, told the daily 
that DeBrecht had been struggling with taking 
medications. “Maybe he was confused and 
thought that was his home,” she said. 

Allen says he saw DeBrecht just days before 
his death, during a hill-running workout near 
Lady Bird Lake; nothing seemed amiss. 
“Nothing was out of the ordinary,” he says. In 
fact, he says, DeBrecht’s behavior and man- 
ner were nothing if not consistent over time 

- if there were something going on with 
DeBrecht, no one in his running group saw 
any signs. He was on time for his workouts 
and focused on his goals. “He was very 
dependable,” says Allen. 

Allen said he first heard about the alterca- 
tion at the Maddox home from teammates who 


texted him that morning; he still doesn’t 
understand what happened. “It’s just unex- 
plainable,” he said. “I don’t see him having that 
violent side to him at all. ... I never saw that.” 

Speaking before the more than 200 people 
who gathered for DeBrecht’s memorial, Linda 
DeBrecht displayed a Midwestern practicality 
and strength; she wholeheartedly extended 
her prayers to Rhonda Maddox, but she did 
not discuss what might have happened the 
morning Maddox died - aside from acknowl- 
edging that DeBrecht had been facing “chal- 
lenges” over the past two years. Nonetheless, 
she noted, she and her husband were on a 
“spiritual journey.” 

Breathless Morning 

Noel Kelton was still asleep when Landers 
rang him up on the morning of Dec. 27, 2010. 
The two had a couple of things to discuss 
about a Rocket 88’s New Year’s Eve gig. “Then 
he said, ‘You know what happened this morn- 
ing?’ This was at about 8:30am,” Kelton recalls. 
“He said the sheriff had come to his door and 
asked if that’s my pickup truck” parked out- 
side. “Wow, that’s weird,” Kelton replied. “He 
said, ‘Oh well, I’ll see you,”’ and hung up. 
Kelton got up and was listening to the radio 
while going about his morning routine. 
Suddenly on the radio he heard something 
about an occurrence in the 9300 block of Rock 
Way Drive. “I said, ‘I know where that is,”’ 
Kelton recalls. “I pulled out my . . . Mapsco and 
looked, and it was right within two blocks” of 
Maddox’s house. He got on the Internet and 
saw a picture on the news of a house next door 
to Maddox’s; he got back on the phone to 
Landers. He told Landers what he’d seen and 
said, “I’m afraid somebody got shot, and it may 
be your next-door neighbor,” Kelton recalls. 
Kelton and Landers hung up, and Kelton got 
right back on the phone: “My next call was to 
Bill,” he said; he got voice mail. “I said, ‘Billy, 


this is T-Bone, and there’s something weird 
happening in your neighborhood. I sure would 
like to hear from you to make sure you’re OK,”’ 
he recalls. “I never got a call back.” 

Indeed, by that time, Maddox was already 
dead. What exactly happened that morning is 
still under investigation by the Travis County 
Sheriff’s Office, but according to a person close 
to the case, the incident apparently began when 
Maddox went out to pick up his morning 
paper. What follows is reconstructed and 
unconfirmed but is based on our conversation. 

On the driveway, DeBrecht allegedly 
approached Maddox and followed him up the 
drive, saying, “This was a safe house for drug 
users.” Maddox replied, “No, this is the 
Maddox house.” Maddox went into the kitch- 
en and shut the door behind him. DeBrecht 
picked up a large landscaping rock, threw it 
through the window, and broke into the 
house. Once inside, he threatened to attack 
Rhonda. “[DeBrecht] said, ‘I want your wife; I 
want your woman.’” Rhonda went upstairs, 
frantically calling 911; DeBrecht allegedly fol- 
lowed and tried to attack Rhonda, who’d 
picked up a small pistol: “Don’t come any 
closer or I’ll have to shoot,” she allegedly told 
DeBrecht. She fired the gun, but the shot only 
nicked DeBrecht and he fell on top of her. 

Maddox began to fight with DeBrecht in an 
effort to protect Rhonda; the two men tum- 
bled down a flight of stairs. Somehow, 
DeBrecht had retrieved the gun Rhonda had 
used and fired it at Maddox. As Maddox began 
to bleed from the fatal wound, the two contin- 
ued to struggle, and Maddox was able to ram 
DeBrecht’s head through the Sheetrock wall. 
Maddox died quickly; DeBrecht held on for 
three days before an internal head injury 
claimed his life. 

Landers, who lives on a piece of land that 
abuts the Maddox property, was stunned by 
the news. “Bill was such an incredible musi- 
cian; he’d be playing drums to a Stevie 


Wonder song and singing it and playing the 
synthesizer with one hand. No kidding. He 
was just an amazing drummer and an amazing 
musician,” Landers recalls. “And for this to 
happen in this violent way to end his life, it’s 
still taking the breath out of me.” 

Passionate Dreamer 

After Maddox cashed out his Dell stock, he 
built himself a house just behind that of 
Landers. Landers had been living in the small 
cloister of that neighborhood for years, and 
Maddox liked the land - rolling Hill Country 
punctuated by large, graceful oaks. In fact, 
Maddox bought several plots of land that were 
slated to be sold individually. He wanted to 
protect the local wildlife, especially the deer 
that roamed there. “He bought all of that land 
behind me so that nobody would build and 
the deer would have a place to eat,” Landers 
recently recalled. “That’s the kind of person 
Bill was.” 

He also was now free to play whatever 
music moved him. In the late Nineties, he and 
Eric Johnson started another band, Alien Love 
Child, and he began to play regularly with 
Charlie Hatchett’s Fabulous Chevelles. “Really, 
for the last three or four years that he played 
with us, he didn’t miss a gig,” Hatchett says. 
“Until we finally lost him. ... I don’t know if 
I’ve ever had so [many] problems with a death 
as I did with his, because he was really num- 
ber one . . . just a really good person.” 

His friends say the last 15 or so years of 
Maddox’s life were especially happy. He built 
a beautiful home - with a studio and a place 
to show off his large guitar collection; played 
music with friends; met, fell in love with, and 
married the “love of his life,” Rhonda. The 
couple liked to travel - to New York, to 
Chicago, sometimes taking a sleeper train, 
recalls Johnson. They were social, but also 
very private. Maddox was gregarious in public, 
on the road and onstage, and was always eager 
to volunteer his time to help others struggling 
with substance abuse, but he also immensely 
enjoyed just being home and walking around 
his quiet neighborhood. 

“His favorite thing to do in the neighbor- 
hood was to walk all the way around . . . with 
his pockets full of fruit to feed the horses and 
the goats,” Landers says. “Bill was an old soul. 
He just understood a little bit more, not that he 
was any smarter. He just had an insight; he had 
a spiritual insight.” Ironically, Hatchett says, 
just a week before Maddox’s death, the 
Chevelles played a gig up at the Abilene 
Country Club, taking the same stage that 
Maddox’s father had played so many times for 
so many years. “He told me this at that time, 
‘This reminds me of when I used to play . . . 
with [my] daddy,”’ he says, “which to me was 
so neat.” The world lost a great musician in 
December, Hatchett laments. “You won’t find a 
better drummer. ” Indeed, Johnson says Maddox 
had a passion for music that never faded. “He 
was as passionate about it at his age as he was 
when he was 20, which is rare to find,” he says. 
“A lot of people get jaded or they lose their 
dreams - but he never lost that.” ■

WEST OF HERE 

by Jonathan Evison 
Algonquin Books, 496 pp. T $24.95 

Where has Walt Whitman’s America 
gone? What happened to the days when an 
unworked plot of land and a strong back 
could give a man purpose, 
respect, and possibly his 
name on a landmark? Evison’s 
latest novel hops between the 
trunks of family trees in 1890 
and their branches in 2006, 
painting the maturing turn-of- 
the-last-century America in 
stark contrast to the pacified 
nation of today. 

Take West of Here’s 
Thornburgh lineage for 
example. In 1890, Ethan 
Thornburgh dives headfirst 
into settling uncharted ter- 
ritory, enthusiastically (and 
somewhat unrealistically) 
building a name for himself 
despite rolled ankles, the 
unforgiving climate of Pacific 
Northwest winters, and mangled 
digits. His descendant, Jared, is slowly 
depleting the family trust fund trying to 
keep the town’s salmon processing plant 
going. Whether it’s Evison’s intention or not, 
the older generations, despite their myriad 
foibles, come off as true pioneers flush with 
the character that comes with struggle. 


The main problem with West of Here’s 
comparison of the two distant generations is 
that the generally meandering and feckless 
inhabitants of 2006 are far more interesting 
then their rugged individualist counterparts, 
who seem pulled from central casting. Eva 
is the love interest and feminist 
firebrand; James Mather is the 
fearless explorer. There are drunk 
Indians and sage Indians and even 
a hooker with a heart of gold. It 
doesn’t take long before an ini- 
tial admiration of their struggles 
becomes an inability to care for 
these cookie-cutter personalities. 
The modern-day citizens of Port 
Bonita, Wash., may be rudderless 
whiners, but they read like real 
people with problems that perhaps 
warrant a therapist’s touch. 

The book could have used 
a more thorough edit; the many 
moments of insightful prose are 
undercut by less fortunate pas- 
sages such as a description of 
one character as a “prison of him- 
self.” But thought-provoking moments 
addressing individual and national malaise, 
along with an impressively striking and unre- 
lenting atmosphere of cold reality, permeate 
and bring the book to life. Ultimately what’s 
missing are the personalities that make the 
repeated trek back and forth though time a 
ride worth taking. -James Renovitch 
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‘AUSTIN SECRETS' 

Improvisers on a wild, cathartic 
chase for the truth 

It’s no secret that Austinites have been spilling their guts 
onstage of late. Indeed, so many people know about it that 
Austin Secrets has become the most wildly popular improv 
show ever mounted at the Hideout Theatre, and its current 
run has sold out every performance. The show taps into cur- 
rent trends toward memoir and personal confession seen in 
PostSecret, Mortified, BedPost Confessions, et al., by having 
improvisers devise scenes based on secrets submitted by 
Austinites. Austin Secrets’ popularity has been so phenome- 
nal that the Hideout extended its run with shows at 6:30pm 
on Saturdays and a special engagement Thursday, March 24, 
at the Long Center’s Rollins Theatre. 

Roy Janik, who developed the concept and chooses the 
secrets used in the show, finds the appeal of these hidden 
personal stories in their “ring of truth”: “Improv can be an 
amazingly powerful tool for unlocking the truth in our other- 
wise sheltered brains, so it’s only fitting that we add improv’s 
voice to this chorus.” 

And therein lies the secret of Austin Secrets’ success, Janik 
adds: “We’re constantly chasing the truth of the secrets we 
use. When the show is really clicking, the energy in the the- 
atre is incredible, and the space is transformed. It becomes a 
wild, cathartic ride through emotions that the audience is just 
as much a part of as the performers. The room can be deadly 
silent and tense one moment as we explore the darker side 
of human nature, then suddenly the players and the audience 
are howling with laughter as that tension is released. There’s 
no other show I’ve been involved with that breaks down the 
barriers like that.” 

Janik has also never seen a show that affects the perform- 
ers the way Austin Secrets does. “Because the source materi- 
al is all real, the performers are really putting their whole 
selves out there, to try and match and respect the pain that’s 
in some of the secrets,” he says. “I’m often shocked at how 
the more serious secrets affect the improvisers. I can see 
their faces get flush, their bodies go still, and their eyes fill 
with tears. Even after the scene is over, I’ll see them walk to 
the sidelines to be greeted by a hug from their fellow cast 
members. That never happens.”

Cast members describe how much they relate to the peo- 
ple whose secrets they’re entrusted with - Jordan T. Maxwell 
describes “a kind of instant empathy” being generated - and 
how that has pushed them to go deeper into themselves and 
make more personal connections than they have in other 
improv shows. “Sometimes the secret is like one that I know, 
and in playing it I feel I can do it justice, as well as push 
through those buried emotions I often hide,” says cast mem- 
ber Kaci Beeler. “I knew I would be sympathetic with many of 
the secrets; I didn’t know that they would teach me about the 
hidden things within myself.” 

They’ve also been surprised by the audience’s willingness 
to dive so deeply into these stories. “The audience response 
to the mixture of comic and dramatic improvisation has been 
nothing less than mind-blowing,” says improviser Andy Crouch. 
“Feeling an audience hold their breath and come along with 
you into a quiet, painful place is this thrilling, delicate thing 
that we’re just beginning to cultivate.”

ESTHER’S FOLLIES 

After 30 years, Awn is off 

This year, Kerry Awn has been able to enjoy something 
that’s been out of reach for 30 years: weekend nights at 
home. That’s because Austin’s beloved triple threat - mas- 
ter of art, comedy, and music - has finally given up his 
three-decade standing gig as a regular with Esther’s 
Follies. Yes, the man who left thousands dizzy with laugh- 
ter with his South Austin Slide Show, Buck Husky routines 
(“Dammit, I’m mad”), and side-splitting impersonations of 
Gov. Goodhair and his goober-natorial predecessor-gone- 
president, Shrub, has climbed out of the Pool at East Sixth 
and Red River and hung up his trunks. 

Awn’s departure two months ago didn’t really surprise 
Follies co-founder and leading lady Shannon Sedwick, who 
expected the comedian to have retired long ago. But con- 
sidering that his tenure stretches back to the days when 

Ronald Reagan first moved 
into the White House, the 
Follies without Awn is tough 
to imagine. “He was kind of 
the personification of old 
Austin: rough but accessi- 
ble,” Sedwick says. “He 
was his own person. He 
wasn’t putting on airs. He 
was just Mr. Everyday Guy.” 
And because his stage 
work was so rooted in 
Awn’s own down-to-earth 
sensibility, she adds, “he 
was always in touch with 
the truth of the comedy. He 
always hit the core of it.” 

Now it isn’t as if Awn has given up all his creative pur- 
suits to live, as he says, “the good life out here in 
Spicewood on my ranch growing cactus and rocks.” He 
says he works twice as much as before, and you can see 
it in his schedule, what with the Uranium Savages’ 
Valentine’s Ball at Poodie’s in February and the band’s 
Spring Wing Ding last weekend, being the featured artist 
last month at Fredericksburg Art and More, whipping up a 
new logo for the Cap City Comedy Club, and painting a 
new mural for the South Austin Popular Culture Center 
that celebrates icons of Austin comics - the underground 
and four-color kind - including the Fabulous Furry Freak 
Brothers, Fat Freddy’s Cat, Wonder Wart-Hog, Too Much 
Coffee Man, Eye Beam, Oat Willie, Opus, Hank Hill, and 
God Nose. The weekend of the Republic of Texas Biker 
Rally in June, he’ll bring back the Velveeta Pack - a team 
of local all-star stand-ups - and he’s even left the door 
open to return to the Follies on occasion. 

Still, not having Awn on every week leaves some mighty 
big boots to fill at the Follies. Sedwick knows that she 
won’t find a perfect fit for them - there’s only one Kerry 
Awn, after all - but she’d love to find a comic actor who 
is as comfortable onstage as Awn is and shares his 
sense of honesty. To that end, she’s been scouting local 
stages for seasoned comedic talent that might be ripe 
for a dip in Esther’s Pool. And Awn-abees aren’t all 
Sedwick is on the hunt for: She’s in the market for a 
replacement for Natalie Holmes, who’s leaving to join a 
band, and for new writers - preferably those who can 
craft classic comic material as well as the topical stuff. If 
you need a clue as to what that means, go hunt down 
some DVDs of Your Show of Shows with Sid Caesar and 
Imogene Coca. It was a major inspiration for Esther’s, 
which you can see in such evergreen material as the 
Seussian “Sam I Am,” the magic routines of Ray 
Anderson, and, yes, the comedy of Kerry Awn. - R.F.

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The Hand inside 
the Puppet Head 

Connor Hopkins and his friends are pleased to meat you

You’re a decent person, aren’t you? You, 
no heartless monster, don’t want to watch 
humans being treated like little more than 
piles of meat, not even if it’s done in the 
name of art, to provide a creative depiction 
of humans being treated like little more than 
piles of meat. 

Please: Let’s assume that. 

But how, then, to experience a darkly com- 
pelling live show based on The Jungle, Upton 
Sinclair’s 1906 novel about the conditions 
suffered by immigrant laborers in Chicago’s 
meatpacking industry? How to reckon the 
relentless, numbing pace of the assembly-line 
abattoir, the human disfigurements and deaths 
merely less frequent than those of the bovine 
subjects they’re paid shit wages to slaughter 
and hack to pieces? 

Trouble Puppet Theater Company has your 
answer, and it’s partly funded by a grant from 
the Jim Henson Foundation. 

Connor Hopkins started Trouble Puppet in 
2004, presenting his papier-mache creations 
in a classic puppet booth, performing at 
bars and nonprofit benefits. From the begin- 
ning, though, this wasn’t your typical kiddie 
schtick; there was nothing other than adult 
about it. Hopkins and his troupe brought 
Austin audiences the politically charged, vio- 
lence-spiked stories of The Gunpowder Plot, or 
How I Became a Catholic Suicide Bomber; The 
Cruel Circus; and The Case of the Haymarket 
Riot. In 2008, they adapted Mary Shelley’s 
Frankenstein for a production at City Theatre 
and, later, Salvage Vanguard Theater. And 
in 2009 they premiered their version of The 
Jungle. It - a workshop production, mind you 
- was one of the biggest critical and popular 
triumphs in town that year. And this year - 
this month - Trouble Puppet is presenting the 
Henson-assisted full production of Sinclair’s 
still-relevant nightmare. 

We sat down for coffee with Hopkins to ask 
a few questions about his work. 

“Puppets have an innate

Austin Chronicle: Why do you do such dark 
material ? Aren’t puppets supposed to be ... fun? 
Light? Family friendly? 

Connor Hopkins: Some people would imag- 
ine so. The funny thing to me is that I got 
started in puppets by helping out someone 
I’d just met. I just, as a way of getting to meet 
people, volunteered to help out. And that 
show was about a family-run strip club, with 
a whole lot of, like, father-murder, except he 
survives and comes back as a transgendered 
stripper and works in a club. It was dark and 
twisted and completely fucked up. So the next 
one we did was one that I wrote, and it was a 
musical about the Donner Party. And it’s been 
like that ever since: My entire experience of 
puppetry has been on the dark side. 

We’ve also made our shows funny in the 
past. But The Jungle is a departure, because 
it’s the first time I decided, “Okay, I can make 
a show that’s somber in tone, and I don’t have 
to work in jokes,” you know? When we did 
the show about the Haymarket Riots, it was 
hilarious, people laughed the whole time. And 
at the end, when all the men were executed, 
people cried. So we managed to hit both ends 
of the spectrum with that one. But I kind of 
got addicted to that formula, so it was hard 
when I got to The Jungle to let it just be grim 
and not try to lighten it up and not work in 
bits of slapstick. 

AC: People seemed impressed that such a power- 
ful thing was being done with, what, puppets? 
CH: One of the reasons I chose The Jungle is 
because it’s well-suited to the form. Because, 
to go way back to what puppets are good for, 
where they come from ... they come out of 
ritual and sacred traditions, where people 
would make vessels for gods and ancestors to 
possess. The spirits would be housed in these 
vessels and able to speak and so on - all of 
which was trickery on the part of the priests 
or the shaman, yeah, although a lot of them 
believed that that’s what they were doing: 
channeling deities. Puppets have an innate 
ability to embody things - ideas - things that 
are bigger than human. And, ironically, you 
can make those ideas real by putting them 
into these things that are less than human - 
but still maintain that power. 

The Jungle fits puppetry as a medium 
because it’s a story about people who are at 
the mercy of forces beyond their understand- 
ing. It’s also our first show where the pup- 
peteers are visible, instead of dressed in black 
with hoods over their faces: They’re dressed 
as workers in the slaughterhouse, just doing 
their job, and the puppetry is part of that job. 
Because you want to see these workers acted 
upon; you want to see that the world they’re 
in is so much bigger than they are and has 


more parts to it. It enables the audience to 
instantly extrapolate from this little puppet 
to this human being to this group of human 
beings. It sets that up from the beginning, 
when you see workers walking around with 
puppets, pulling a puppet out of a metal 
bucket, making it perform a scene, and then 
tossing it aside like it was a piece of meat. 

AC: Which I’ve been wondering - if, uh, are you 
a vegetarian? 

CH: Yeah. 

AC: Did that have anything to do with why you 
chose The Jungle? 

CH: Everyone I know has assumed that that’s 
why. But, to me, the story is more about the 
workers - and immigrant workers in particu- 
lar. Which is what Sinclair said when he wrote 
about reactions to the novel, that he was aim- 
ing for the country’s heart and ended up hit- 
ting them in the stomach. Because that’s what 
everybody reacted to, the stuff about food. 
Typical Americans: You tell a story about the 
plight of immigrant workers, and everybody 
gets up in arms about “What? You mean I’ve 
been eating cow anus?” Because, yes, you have 
been, you’ve been doing that for centuries, but 
that’s not the point. 

AC: How did you choose the cast for this show? 
CH: We’re actually getting to do a show 
where everybody who’s in it has been in 
at least two other Trouble Puppet shows 


before - which is pretty exciting for me. 
Because, ordinarily, we start out with a 
couple of weeks of puppetry boot camp, get- 
ting people familiar with the basics, to where 
they can handle the puppets well enough so 
they don’t have to think about it constantly. 
It’s like learning a piece of music: You have 
to learn how to play the puppet well enough 
so you can forget about it, because you can’t 
concentrate on the character and everything 
if you’re thinking about: “Ah, I have to 
remember to keep the proper amount of ten- 
sion between the head and the feet; I have 
to remember to put gravity in his butt when 
he sits down,” and all that kind of stuff. That 
has to be second nature. 

AC: And they’re comfortable doing such dark stuff? 
CH: They are, but it’s a kind of funny thing. In 
rehearsal, we’ll do these scenes where some- 
thing really ghastly is happening. And when 
it’s put together well and it’s working and 
you can see the moment really taking shape 
and taking weight ... of course that makes 
the director, that makes me very happy. So I’ll 
laugh; I’ll get kind of giddy. And they all tease 
me about it. Like, “Yeah, that old man just 
coughed up a lung - that’s hilarious.” 

But that’s another thing about puppetry: 
You can take on something that’s pretty hor- 
rific - and, frankly, if you were doing this play 
with just humans, it’d seem very preachy - 
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but because we’re using puppets, we have a 
little more room to go into the dark places. 
Like you can take a puppet whose character 
is, ah, being raped by the boss, and hook her 
to the crane that hoists the cow carcasses 
out, and lift her up by her foot, and just leave 
her dangling in the air while her puppeteer 
is dragged off into the dark by the guy who 
plays the boss. So you pretty effectively show 
that she’s been turned into a piece of meat, 
without having to do the literal things. But 
you can also show, literally, how these work- 
ers are treated like machines, like meat. 

It’s a jump back and forth over the line of 
literalism - and it can be done so easily, so 
gracefully with puppets. It’s one of the things 
that makes puppetry unique. 

AC: There’s a concept in robotics, the Uncanny 
Valley, that Trouble Puppet doesn’t get anywhere 
near at first because the puppets are just these 
roughly human-shaped chunks of papier-mache. 
But then the puppeteers start manipulating 
them, and it’s, it’s almost unnerving, at times. 
How do you learn to imbue these things with 
such humanity? 

CH: Well, for one thing, the puppets have 
their own personalities, and you figure out 
what that is by using it - because the pup- 
pet wants to move in certain ways; it’s better 
at certain things than it is at other things. 
Maybe it’s extremely limber, or maybe it’s 
got bad knees. So a lot of it is inherent in the 
object, like in Object Theatre. You look at 


the puppet and you ask: “What is it? What 
does it do? What do we want to see it do?” 
If something’s a teapot, you want to see it 
pour tea, you want to see steam come out of 
it. And from there, you go into, “Well, what 
can we get it to do that we wouldn’t expect 
it to do?” 

Your job as a puppeteer is to figure out 
what a puppet needs to do, how it needs to 
move, to evoke a certain emotion or idea. I 
don’t have any real theatre background at all. 
I don’t know what it’s like to direct actors or 
to be directed as an actor, so I’m just kind of 
making it up as I go. Like, I’ll tell the puppe- 
teers, “Okay, he needs to look sad,” and they 
just make the puppet look sad. You couldn’t 
explain it any more than they can. And then 
there’s others, where you say, “Make the 
puppet look sad,” and they say, “How?” And 
you say: “Okay, he’s going to turn his head 
to the left, not all the way, like three quarters 
to the left. Then he’s gonna take a breath and 
he’s gonna look down.” And they do that, 
and they’re watching the puppet they’re 
manipulating, and they’re like, “Oh my god, 
he looks so sad!” 

That’s what I find so fascinating about pup- 
pets: The union of spirit and basic mechanics 
that you need to make them work. ■

AND THE WINNER IS ... The cavernous 
Austin Studios was the most important place 
to be last Thursday night as the Austin Film 
Society presented its unofficial opening to the 
South by Southwest Film Conference, the 
11th annual Texas Film Hall of Fame 
Awards. AFS Executive Director Rebecca 
Campbell, looking tiny and drop-dead chic, had 
plenty to be proud of as her staff operated as 
smoothly as clockwork to pull off this momen- 
tous event. The red carpet was littered with 
celebs and stars - especially in the eyes of 
guests treated to glimpses of the adorable 
Renee Zellweger (Dear Renee, I know I wrote 
some really stupid, sophomoric things about

St. Patrick’s Day, March 17, is a perennial holiday 
favorite in Austin. Luckily, we have a cornucopia of 
places offering real Irish drinks and serious Irish 
music - places that understand a perfectly pulled 
Guinness and, over the last several years, have also 
demonstrated a satisfying surge of interest in Irish 
liquors. The yummy Jameson is still ubiquitous, but 
now you can also find delicious alternatives, like 
Bushmill’s Black Bush, Knappogue Castle, or, my 
favorite of all, Midleton. 

As for music, Austin’s Celtic music makers will be 
out in force. Though there are happening joints all 
over town, the best strategy for those wanting maxi- 
mally Irish charm would be to make a Downtown trek 
between Opal Divine’s Freehouse, the Ginger Man, 
Fado, B.D. Riley’s, and the Dog & Duck Pub. That 
whole agenda would give you a total of about a half- 
hour of walking, just enough time to sober up 
between locations. And remember, is glas beoir cac 
(Irish for “green beer is crap”). 


DOWNTOWN 

Opal Divine’s (www.opaldivines.com) will have free music at all three 
locations (the Freehouse, 700 W. Sixth, 477-3308; Penn Field, 

3601 S. Congress, 707-0237; Marina, 12709 MoPac, 733-5353) 
from noon until 10pm, and will focus not just on Guinness but what 
may be the largest selection of Texas craft-brewed beers in the 
state. Acts include Rich Brotherton & Ed Miller, Black Irish, Shootin’ 
Pains, Silver Thistle Pipes & Drum, Poor Man’s Fortune, Actin’ the 
Maggot, Shootin’ Pains, the Bedlam Bards, and the Robyn Ludwick 
Band. Also, owner Michael Parker is one of the smartest people 
around when it comes to Celtic liquors, so plan on finding a good 
selection at all locations, each of which will be open until 2am. 

The Ginger Man (301 Lavaca, 473-8801, aus.gingermanpub.com) is a 

great place for beer lovers to congregate. As usual, for St. Patrick’s 
Day, it will have music from 1pm to lam and a great rundown of 
musicians, including Marques Toliver, Lydia Loveless, Eatliz, Jon 
Langford & the Skull Orchard, the Waco Bros, Ha Ha Tonka, Hoots 
& Hellmouth, Kingsley Flood, Ryan Schmidt, Cliff Hillis, Mean Creek, 
McAlister Drive, and Andy Friedman. 

Fado (214 W. Fourth, 457-0172, www.fadoirishpub.com/austin) will offer 
music on its patio and on the temporarily closed Fourth Street. The 
bar will open at 6am (!), with music from 2pm to 1:45am, and a 
cover that varies from $10 to $15 based on the time of day, or $35 
for any dedicated souls who want to spend the whole day. Acts 
include Eamonn O’Connor, Emerald Exiles, Sean Orr, Mysterious 
Ways, Think Lizzy, LC Rocks, and Irish dancers. As always, they’re 
emphasizing both traditional and contemporary Irish food and drink. 


B.D. Riley’s Irish Pub (204 E. Sixth, 494-1335, www.bdrileys.com) 

serves Guinness, Harp, Smithwick’s (my fave), and Kilkenny, and 
makes fish-and-chips equal to England’s best. The free music will 
start at noon with Joe Gee, followed by Kenny Tweedy, Chuck 
Wright, Strayaway, and Jimmy Brown & the Belfast Balladeers (from 
Ireland). The evening ends with Spit & Tears with Sean Orr. 

Dog & Duck Pub (406 W. 17th, 479-0598, www.dogandduckpub.com) 

has free live music that begins at noon with the Capitol City 
Highlanders, followed by Jeenna & the Band of Brothers, the Black 
Irish, Sean Orr & Black Dagger, Ed Miller and Rich Brotherton, Pete

One of the most interesting elements of 
South by Southwest 2011 has to be the 
pop-up phenomenon - it seems there’s not a 
parking lot or empty retail or restaurant space 
that hasn’t been rented out to someone for the 
duration of the festival. Parking lots have 
become outdoor party venues complete with 
food trailer parks, retail spaces are hawking 
everything from Apple products to wine, and 
formerly empty restaurant spaces are hosting 
free food. In addition to renting out empty 
spaces, some businesses made contact with 
going concerns and bought them out for a cou- 
ple of weeks - witness the deal between CNN 
and Max’s Wine Dive (207 San Jacinto). The 
news network brought in chefs from Danny 
Meyer’s Union Square Hospitality Group in New 
York to consult with Max’s chef JP Lacoste on 
special menu items, and re-christened the 
entire space as the “CNN Grill” for the duration 
of SXSW - a concept CNN has employed at 
events such as the Republican and Democratic 
national conventions and election nights since 
2004... Once again this year, the Moonshine 
Patio Bar & Grill (303 Red River) struck a 
deal to host the “Fast Company Grill” during 
the Festival, although a portion of that restau- 
rant remains open to the public as well. 

This year’s Interactive crowd is certainly mak- 
ing use of cell phone cameras and iPhone 
apps. The folks from Foodspotting attended 
the third annual BBQ Crash Course at Emo’s 
in droves last Friday, snapping plenty of photos 
of the banana pudding as a component of their 
weekend food treasure hunt. Speaking of new 
apps, Jonathan Shapiro created one after vis- 
iting SXSW last year. “I found it cumbersome to 
navigate multiple websites/ blogs to find some 
of the best places to eat, so I surveyed locals 
in Austin about their favorite places to eat and 
what to order,” he explained via e-mail. From 
that survey, Shapiro created an Austin 
Restaurant Guide listing restaurants and 
favorite dishes at each spot. Check out the sur- 
vey at www.grubthis.com/austinrestaurantguide and 
look for the iPhone app at the iTunes App store. 

One of my favorite new restaurants is 

Foreign & Domestic (306 E. 53rd), and I’m 
very excited to know they’re opening for 
brunch starting this Sunday, March 20, from 
11am to 3pm.

Welcome to the home of the Mexican breakfast 

The quality and diversity of Mexican food in Austin is a great source of civic pride, and 
going out for a hearty plate of migas and tortillas is a time-honored local tradition. From the 
Forties through the early Seventies, the go-to Mexican breakfast spot was the venerable Cisco’s 
Restaurant in East Austin, well-loved by generations of UT football heroes and frat boys as well 
as local, state, and national power brokers. (That landmark is still open and still has a loyal 
clientele.) The mid-Seventies and early Eighties saw a rise in popularity for the original (and 
long-gone) Casita Jorge’s on Elmont as a favorite breakfast location. By the late Eighties, sisters 
Cynthia and Lidia Perez had opened a breakfast-and-lunch cafe in an old diner on the city’s main 
thoroughfare, and the Las Manitas era was born. Las Manitas became known as the de rigueur 
Downtown breakfast destination for local and state politicians, community activists, artists, 
musicians, and regular visitors to South by Southwest. It was so popular with Festival participants 
that daily lines around the block were the rule as people completed their annual pilgrimage to the 
beloved eatery. Las Manitas is just a memory now, the victim of corporate greed and a failed hotel 
deal. But the loss of a favorite restaurant hasn’t dampened folks’ ardor for Mexican breakfasts, 
and several worthy contenders fill the void. To help our out-of-town guests make some informed 
dining choices, Chronicle contributors Mick Vann, Claudia Alarcon, Kate Thomberry, Rachel Feit, 
and I disclose our nominations for pilgrimageworthy Mexican breakfast spots, and Alarcon has 
created a primer on the dishes you’re likely to find. - Virginia B. Wood

As much as it’s a beat-up neighborhood 
dive, Curra’s Grill fairly staggers under the 
weight of all the critical awards it has 
received. Consistently listed among the best 
restaurants in Texas in Texas Monthly, and 
voted “Best Cup o’ Joe on a Sunday Morning” 
and “Best All-Day Mexican Breakfast” in the 
Chronicle’s “Best of Austin” awards, Curra’s 
Grill has always stood ready to assume the 
Las Manitas mantle. 

Breakfast is served here at all times. The 
brunch menu boasts 12 fabulous and authen- 
tic egg dishes, as well as create-your-own 
breakfast tacos. In addition to the usual hue- 
vos rancheros and migas (both $4.99), there 
are such delights as huevos Motulehos (two 
eggs over refried black beans with chipotle 
sauce and a fried banana, $6.99), huevos 
Sucios (two eggs, any style, smothered with 
mole and served with rice and beans, $7.99), 
huevos Curra’s (two eggs, any style, served 
over carne guisada, $7.99), the Hungry 
Ranchero (Huevos Curra’s plus two excellent 
house-made tamales, $8.99), huevos al 
Albahil (two eggs, any style, with pasilla and 
borracho sauce, $4.99), and huevos 
Montados (two eggs, any style, on a fresh 
corn tortilla smothered in sauteed onions and 
borracho sauce, $5.99). 

Curra’s makes its own fresh tortillas, both 
corn and flour, and every breakfast dish 
comes with your choice of two. Breakfast 
tacos are $1.50 each, and fillings include 
eggs, potatoes, bacon, sausage, chorizo, 
machacado, mushrooms, beans, ham, 
cheese, and vegetarian-chorizo. Curra’s is 
also extremely vegetarian-friendly; the rich 
refried black beans, refried pinto beans, and 
whole black beans are all vegetarian, as is 
the cilantro rice. One of Curra’s strongest 
points is the reliability of the kitchen; there is 
no unevenness in execution, not in the sal- 
sas, the eggs, or the meats. Go try it out.

Whenever out-of-town guests ask me for 
recommendations about Mexican breakfasts 
in Austin, I invariably direct them to the Satur- 
day morning Downtown Farmers’ Market, 
which serves up some of the best Mexican 
breakfast treats in town. Located on Fourth 
between Guadalupe and San Antonio streets, 
this compact weekly market is one of 
Downtown’s most bustling locales on a 
Saturday morning. 

Once there, look for the tent occupied by 
the Gardener’s Feast and order one of its 
feather-light banana-leaf tamales ($4 each). 
The Gardener’s Feast is a family-owned opera- 
tion helmed by Mariana Ibanez Guerra and her 
husband, who prepare tamales from Abuela’s 
recipes using fresh, organic ingredients. The 
family sells tamales at 11 central Texas farm- 
ers’ markets. I can’t resist the luxurious 
Chiapaneco, filled with spicy chicken mole and 
prunes. But the tinga, filled with shredded 
beef and olives, is also superb, especially 
when accented by the Gardener’s Feast’s 
spicy roasted-chile salsa. The corn-husk tama- 
les ($2.50 each) are just as delectable, made 
with fluffy masa wrapped around homemade 
fillings such as stewed pork with tomatillo 
sauce. Vegetarians and carnivores alike will 
relish the bean-and-goat-cheese, spinach-and- 
onion, or poblano-and-cheese tamales. 

After sampling the Gardener’s Feast’s 
tamales, stroll over to the Tacodeli tent, 
which has been a farmers’ market fixture for 
many years now. Tacodeli has recently 
expanded its farmers’ market menu to include 
a wider variety of breakfast and lunch tacos. 
Do order the Deli Belly taco ($4), stuffed with 
crisped thick-cut pork belly, avocado, onions, 
and cilantro. I have always loved Tacodeli’s 
fundido tacos, stuffed with beef ($2.95) or 
chicken stewed with poblanos, onions, and 
cheese ($2.25), a staple of the farmers’ mar- 
ket menu since the beginning. Breakfast 
tacos are made the Mexico City way, with

In this day of famous cooks and celebrity chefs, few restaurants are as closely identi- 
fied with the persona of a noncooking restaurateur as Austin’s Taco Xpress. I mean, seri- 
ously, where else but Taco Xpress will you find a gigantic sculpture of the restaurant 
owner on the roof, welcoming you to eat with open arms? Argentine beauty Maria 
Corbalan, also affectionately known as Loca Maria, is the subject of the locally famous 
sculpture and the proprietor of Taco Xpress. In the past 20 years, she’s gone from busy 
waitress to taco-truck owner to restaurateur, building a following with hospitality, personal 
magnetism, irreverent humor, and good Tex-Mex food. Her gleefully tacky restaurant 
exudes a quintessential, funky South Austin charm paired with always reliable cooking. 

It’s an appealing combination and one well worth an annual pilgrimage. 

Though the restaurant now serves dinner and drinks five nights a week, Corbalan built 
Taco Xpress’ reputation with a busy breakfast business, and customers line up for it 
every day. Breakfast tacos are the house specialty, and they arrive in freshly made torti- 
llas if you arrive early enough. The house version of tacos al pastor, with tender, marinat- 
ed pork cubes cooked on the flat-top griddle and sprinkled with chopped onion and cilan- 
tro, is especially good doused with a spritz of fresh lime. One of your best choices will be 
the migas plate ($7.50), a huge helping of eggs scrambled with chopped tomatoes, 
onions, peppers, and tortilla pieces and topped with grated cheese, served with refried 
beans and fried potatoes. The gorditas are thick, round disks of masa split and filled with 
eggs or meat, and they are particularly good here. I’m partial to a couple of gorditas filled 
with carne guisada and a generous helping of the house red sauce, but they’ll stuff them 
with just about anything on the menu if you ask nicely. Wash it all down with a frosty 
glass of horchata or a fresh-fruit agua fresca, and you’ll be good to go all day. - V.B.W.

La Feria is a Mexican restaurant sprawled 
out on the southwest corner of Lamar and 
Hether streets (or Mary Street if you’re com- 
ing from the east), with a covered patio on the 
north side. This patio is the site of south-of- 
the-border bacchanalia every day between 3 
and 7pm, when happy hour is in full session. 
Every Thursday night, La Feria has Mariachi 
Relampago blasting away between 7 and 


9pm. Breakfast is served daily, from 9am to 
3pm (hey, they don’t want to wake up early on 
the weekends any more than you do). 

The breakfast menu is limited, but covers 
all the requirements, with pancakes too. 

Migas are topped with cheese, as all migas 
should be, and you can get them plain ($5.45) 
or with sausage, chorizo, or fajitas ($6.45- 
$8.45). They have machacado ($6.45), a per- 
sonal favorite, which is shredded carne seca 
(air-dried beef) mixed with scrambled eggs; 
ask for some cheese on top. Huevos a la 
Mexicana ($5.95) are nice, especially when 
you get them with extra jalapehos. 

Huevos rancheros (eggs any style, topped 
with spicy red-chile sauce) range from $5.99 
to $6.99 depending on the meat, with options 
including meatless, carne guisada, pork chop, 
or barbacoa. Huevos La Feria is a bed of 
black beans topped with a tortilla, eggs, ran-

Meza is an old-style restaurant 
owner and neighborhood leader 
from the same mold as Rudy 
“Cisco” Cisneros of Cisco’s 
Restaurant and Jorge Guerra, co- 
founder of El Azteca. Meza has 
expanded his corner eatery over 
the past 30 years, developing a 
loyal following and expanding his 
holdings to include much of the 
block that surrounds the restau- 
rant. Juan in a Million offers a 
solid menu of Tex-Mex standards 
and is busy for breakfast and 
lunch every day, with consistent 
lines and waits for a table on 
weekend mornings. SXSW 2011 
attendees are in luck; from 
Thursday, March 17, to Saturday, 

March 19, Juan in a Million will 
stay open until 7pm. 

The breakfast menu contains all the basic plates and tacos, with the house specialty 
being the revered Don Juan taco ($3.80), a heaping concoction of scrambled eggs, pota- 
toes, bacon, grated cheese, and jalapehos piled on a hot flour tortilla. This behemoth will 
start the day off just right, and you can even buy a souvenir T-shirt to commemorate con- 
suming your first Don Juan taco. Another reliable hunger antidote is the rib steak break- 
fast plate ($8.95), a six-ounce beef steak paired with two eggs cooked any style, fried 
potatoes, savory refried beans, the red house salsa, and flour tortillas. Carne guisada lov- 
ers will want to try my personal favorite, the Con Queso breakfast ($8.95), two eggs 
cooked perfectly to order, napped with creamy chile con queso, and paired with the won- 
derful refried beans, potatoes, and a side of the house carne guisada (tender beef tips in 
a mild chili gravy). This plate can’t be beat! - V.B.W.

Jalapeho Charlie’s and then Seis Salsas 
before Polvos got it. A polvo is a dust devil, 
and also slang for a “quickie.” It has an out- 
door patio where the music is usually too 
loud, and parents tend to let their evil spawn 
run amok. Other than that, it’s pleasant. 
Inside, a tile table is laden with the day’s 
assortment of help-yourself salsas and 
escabeche (please don’t take all the carrots). 
There is a full bar, and keep in mind that in 
Texas, drinks can be served starting at 10am 
on Sunday if you have food also. 

Polvos has all of the Mexican breakfast 
options you can think of, but there are some 


favorites to consider. The Trash Can Plate 
($8.99) offers two scrambled eggs mixed with 
bacon, ham, potatoes, cheese, pico de gallo, 
spinach, sausage, mushrooms, chipotle, 
machacado, and chorizo, served with refried 
beans and potatoes. Huevos Motulehos 
($7.99), is a Yucatecan specialty of eggs topped 
with chipotle sauce and fried bananas, all 
served on a bed of black beans with potatoes. 

Polvos also makes a nice version of migas 
($6.99); ask for extra jalapehos to get it just 
right. They also serve the coveted plate of 
machacado with eggs ($6.99), shredded, 
dried beef with scrambled eggs and ranchero 
sauce. You can order any of the regular sauc- 
es, plus it offers some exotic sauces as well 
for a little extra. I recommend a side of roast- 
ed poblano chile rajas (strips) to go with any- 
thing, and it has its own proprietary blend of 
Costa Rican coffee, also available by the 
pound. Good luck with parking, and don’t 
block the neighbors’ drives, but it’s worth the 
trouble for a great breakfast. - M.V.

Fans of its fresh take on Mexican and Tex-Mex 
dishes can count on consistent quality from 
the kitchen; the staff has remained the same 
since opening day. Another reason we love it 
is because it serves breakfast all day, and 
although it has a regular American-style 
breakfast menu, its Mexican breakfast plates 
are the main draw. Flere you’ll find standard 
items like huevos rancheros, huevos a la 
Mexicana, huevos con chorizo, migas, 
machacado con huevos, and more, all served 
with potatoes, beans, and two corn or flour 
tortillas. There are also vegetarian-friendly 
omelets served with seasonal fruit and your 
choice of corn or flour tortillas. We like the 
Omelet Eclipse ($7), filled with spinach, mush- 
room, tomato, and onion, and topped with 
jack and Cheddar cheese. 

Of course, they also serve breakfast tacos a 
la carte, including unique options like Anna’s 
Tofu Taco: stir-fried vegetables and organic tofu 


on a whole-wheat tortilla with Thai peanut sauce 
on the side. Weekend specials include posole 
and menudo (for the adventurous), both reputed 
hangover cures. Don’t be shy and try an El Sol 
mimosa made with fresh-squeezed orange juice 
and Grand Gala orange liqueur, a spicy house 
bloody Mary, or a cup of good coffee spiked 
with a shot of Baileys. - Claudia Alarcon

This should be a must on your list of Aus- 
tin’s best Interior Mexican outposts. Affordable 
prices, friendly service, and unique menu 
items are some of the reasons we love it, and 
tasty breakfast served all day, every day seals 
the deal. Aside from the ubiquitous huevos 
rancheros, huevos Motulehos, and breakfast 
tacos are interesting items like envuelto de 
huitlacoche ($11.99), a three-egg omelet filled 
with queso fresco (think Mexican mozzarella) 
and huitlacoche. Known as Mexican truffle, 
this exotic ingredient - a mushroom that grows 
on the ears of fresh corn - is an absolute deli- 
cacy used since Aztec times. For something 
less esoteric, try the Arrachera con huevo, 
($9.29), two eggs cooked to order served with 
a marinated grilled hanger steak, pico de gallo, 
and a choice of beans. Sazon’s chilaquiles 
($7.79) are smothered in your choice of a spicy 
(green) tomatillo or (red) chipotle sauce, 
accompanied by two eggs any style and tasty 
refried beans. If you can’t decide between the 
sauces, try the huevos Divorciados ($5.29), 
two eggs prepared to order, one topped with 
chipotle sauce and the other with tomatillo 
sauce, divided by a bed of black beans. 

The coolest new thing here is the Backward 
Brunch from 3 to 6pm (dates vary), featuring 
an ever-changing menu of specials created by 
chef Margarito Aranda. Try the huevos 
Benedictos, Aranda’s take on eggs Benedict, 
served atop sopes (corn dough cakes) with 
black beans, chorizo, and melted cheese or 
creamed poblano peppers. Another winner is 
the Croque Sazon, like a croque madame but 
served on a Mexican bread roll. To wash it all 
down Sazon offers $4 margaritas, $2 mimosas 
and Tecate beers, and freshly made aguas fres- 
cas in a variety of seasonal fruit flavors. - C.A.

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Mexican Breakfast 101 

Here are some of the most popular items to be found on a Mexican breakfast menu. Each restaurant 
may have its own version, but these are the basics. 


Breakfast tacos: Arguably Austin’s most 
popular option for a quick and cheap breakfast, 
these are usually flour tortillas filled with a variety 
of ingredients, most likely scrambled eggs with any 
number of additions, including potatoes, bacon, 
sausage, chorizo (spicy Mexican sausage), cheese, 
or refried beans. 

Plates: These dishes usually come with refried 
beans (either black or pinto) and/or cubed sauteed 
potatoes on the side, the equivalent of hash 
browns. Potatoes are not an authentic Mexican 
addition but have been embraced in Texas as a 
common side dish for Mexican breakfast items. 
Some places make simple plates; others like to 
season them with onion, chile peppers, bacon, or 
other additions and spices. 

Salsas: The most common are either tomato- 
based (red) ortomatillo-based (green) and are 
seasoned with a variety of chiles, including 
jalapeno, serrano, chipotle, ancho, and many 
others. Pico de gallo, known in Mexico as salsa 
picada or salsa Mexicana, is made with chopped 
fresh tomatoes, onions, cilantro (fresh coriander to 
you Europeans), green chiles, and lime juice. 

Huevos rancheros: Meaning “ranch-style,” 
these are fried eggs served atop a fried corn 
tortilla and covered in a mild-to-spicy red sauce. 

Huevos a la Mexicana: eggs scrambled with 
tomatoes, onions, and green peppers, ingredients 
that match the colors of the Mexican flag. 

Migas: A variant on huevos a la Mexicana, with 
the addition of crisp, fried tortilla strips and 
cheese, this is an incredibly popular item on 
Austin’s menus. Some places use migas as a filling 
for breakfast tacos. 

Huevos con chorizo: eggs scrambled with 
chorizo, a spicy Mexican sausage. 


Machacado con huevo: eggs scrambled with 
machacado, shredded dried beef. This dish is 
typical of the northern states of Mexico. 

Huevos Motulehos: A specialty of the 
southern state of Yucatan, traditionally these are 
fried corn tortillas smeared with refried black 
beans, topped with fried eggs, then covered with a 
warm tomato sauce and garnished with ham, fresh 
peas, and sliced plantains. Some places do not 
use tortillas; others leave out the ham and peas or 
omit the plantains. 

Chilaquiles: Crisp fried tortilla strips smothered 
in a warm, cooked sauce, either red or green, that 
varies in degree of heat. These are usually topped 
with crumbled Mexican cheese, diced fresh onion, 
and sour cream, and can be served with eggs on 
the side. 

Menudo and posole: These are two classic 
hangover cures from Interior Mexico. Both are 
hearty soups made with spicy broths. Posole is the 
milder one, usually made with hominy - dried white 
corn kernels from which the hull and germ have 
been removed - and pork or chicken. Traditionally, 
it comes with garnishes like shredded cabbage, 
sliced radishes, chopped onions, lime wedges, and 
ground chile pepper on the side to be added to 
taste. Menudo is its northern cousin, a spicier 
broth stocked with beef tripe, and definitely an 
acquired taste. 

Birria: A classic Sunday special from central 
Mexico, it’s braised lamb or goat meat, usually 
shredded and served with hot corn tortillas and a 
spicy chile guajillo sauce. Some places serve it as 
a soup in its own consomme, or with a cup of 
consomme on the side, along with chopped 
onions, cilantro, and lime wedges on the side. This 
is another popular hangover cure in Mexico.

Actress, Web series producer, geek, and 
cupcake junkie Felicia Day spoke about her 
wildly successful Web series The Guild , her 
upcoming work on another Web series, Dragon 
Age: Redemption (based on the popular video 
game), as well as how gaming culture gets 
it right when it comes to storytelling in the 
contemporary media age and how TV and film 
folks must catch up if they want to remain 
viable. Hint: “People are not just ‘metrics,’” 
she said, using the oft-used TV exec jargon. 

In 1999, Day was a SXSW Interactive volun- 
teer. Today, the University of Texas graduate with 
a degree in mathematics is an Internet success 
story. Yet, as breezily as she speaks, Day admits 
that it took an enormous DIY spirit to launch a 
Web series that she writes, performs, produces, 
and promotes. It was fans’ word-of-mouth and 
Day’s consistent respect for their time - and 
money - that built worldwide support. Donations 
of $5 and $10 a piece kept The Guild aloft in its 
first season. Sprint and Microsoft came forward 
to back it in its second and continue to do so in 
its fifth. But the hard work hasn’t ended. 


“There is no magic wand,” she said. 

Although she adopted social media early to 
promote The Guild , she also believes Internet 
communication is still not fully understood. 

“When you tweet, it’s like sending water 
through a colander,” she said. But that doesn’t 
mean it isn’t valuable. On the contrary, Day 
believes engaging the audience via social 
media requires a more direct, ongoing, and 
personal touch. 

“Your [online] campaign is not a booty 
call; it’s a long-term relationship,” she said. 
“It’s the reversal of what you find on [TV].” 
While TV and film cast their nets wide, Day 
insists that the specificity of aiming at niche 
audiences - both in content and in audience 
interaction - is a better strategy. And because 
creation tools and the Internet are increasingly 
accessible, other success stories like Day’s 
should be the norm. 

“We’re living in the Sundance of our time,” 
she said. “The Internet is a beautiful place for 
expression.” - Belinda Acosta

Big Brother on the Big Screen

If only we could put Morgan Freeman in 
charge of national security. 

That was one of the takeaways from Big Brother 
on the Big Screen, a panel looking at some seem- 
ingly far-fetched but altogether plausible surveil- 
lance capabilities, as depicted in the movies. 

That said, some of the depictions were a 
little silly - like The Dark Knight's climactic 
deus ex sonar, mapping all of Gotham City via 
cell phone signals. “We can all trust Morgan 
Freeman,” said Tim Edgar, from the Office of 
the Director of National Intelligence, referring 
to Freeman’s allowance for Batman to use the 
system once before destroying it. But back in 
the real world, “what happens when addi- 
tional agencies want access to data” beyond 
its original, trusted collector? 



Another more laughable clip was really 
anything but: a scene in The Simpsons Movie, 
where a robot funnels chatter from the on- 
the-lam Simpsons clan back to hundreds of 
drones at the NSA. “You don’t need a room of 
people to do this anymore,” said the Electronic 
Frontier Foundation’s Cindy Cohn, referring to 
the infamous AT&T “splitter box” announced

Some panels at SXSW are helped by drink. 
There aren’t many where the “hurry-up” sound 
for a slide presentation is the judge’s cocktail 
shaker. An Interactive Festival institution, 
BattleDecks does for technical presentations 
what American Idol does for guitar solos (i.e., 
not much) - and adds booze to the equation. 
Contest co-creator Erika Hall explained: “We 
get the most experienced, polished speakers to 
embarrass themselves in front of a crowd.” 

The rules are simple. Improvise a five-min- 
ute presentation out of 10 random Keynote 
slides, depicting anything from honey badgers 
to Kanye’s Twitter feed. Points are awarded on 
originality, coherence, and sexual innuendo 
and, according to 2010 BattleDecks champion 
Josh Cagan, “Judges can, will, and possibly 
already have been bribed.” 

What’s the point of competitive presen- 
tations? According to slide designer Mike 
Monteiro, “To see how close we can get to 
being asked never to come back.” The images 
at BattleDecks 2011 played heavily on such 
memes as Charlie Sheen and the AOL layoffs, 
buttressing old favorites of font snobbery and 



Hitler jokes. Like the humor, the intended 
audience is broad. Montiero said, “I’m proud 
to say that there are zero slides about the Web 
industry this year.” His advice to competitors 
was to let the oddball images speak for them- 
selves and just charm the audience. That’s 
how media strategist and blogger Anil Dash 
was cheered to victory in 2008. Monteiro said, 
“I realized after Anil’s presentation that he 
had started telling me when to change slides, 
which I never do for anybody.” 

This year saw an upset win. While the com- 
petitors tackled contentious issues like keep- 
ing Sarah Palin off Etsy, the coveted crotch 
angel award went to an audience member. 
When one hopeful blanked on a Venn diagram 
of the intersection between cheese and anger, 
Austin-based designer Chris Hunter floored 
the judges with the elegant and timely heckle:

A Conversation With Paul Reubens 


Sunday. March 13, 12:30pm, ACC Room 18ABCD 

Blame it on performance art, Paul Reubens said. “It” is the 
public outrage at his 1991 arrest in an adult movie theatre that 
put a quick end to red-hot character Pee-wee Herman. That is 
until now. More than 650 people crowded a SXSW Conference 
room to witness Pee-wee’s - and Reubens’ - second coming 
with an HBO filmed version of the Pee-wee Herman Broadway 
play premiering this month and a Pee-wee movie helmed by 
Judd Apatow (Reubens said he is sworn to secrecy as to the 
film plot) in the works. “I tried to make the public believe he 
was real,” Reubens said of man-child Pee-wee. “For many years 
I would never be photographed out of character, until one day 
. ...” He grinned at the crowd. “There was a strong juxtaposi- 
tion of my mug shot and the Pee-wee character.” 

Reubens detailed how Pee-wee Herman was created dur- 
ing a long improvisation session in the late Seventies, when 
he was a member of the Groundlings comedy troupe. Fellow 
Groundling Phil Hartman has been credited with co-creating 
the character, and Reubens said the late Hartman bristled when 


Reubens decided to focus on the one character. “He was very 
frustrated with me for throwing my other characters away,” 
Reubens said. “But the reaction was so different. I had this 
feeling I should concentrate on this.” 

Tim Burton wasn’t studio execs’ choice to direct 1985’s 
Pee-wee’s Big Adventure, but Reubens balked at their first sug- 
gestion. They gave him one week to find someone else who 
was “affordable, available, and agreeable.” A friend had seen 
Burton’s dog-as-Frankenstein short film “Frankenweenie.” 
Reuben quickly fell in love with Burton’s art direction and 
style. “He read it in one day and agreed to direct it in one day,” 
Reubens said of the Big Adventure script. “From the very begin- 
ning, we had a shorthand.” 

CBS kept out of the way of Pee-wee’s Playhouse, except for 
a handful of times prior to the 1991 arrest, Reubens said, 
including an extended urination gag and some sexual innuendo 
from Miss Yvonne. “The show was really a full-on kids’ show,” 
Reubens said. “We were aiming for something that would make 
a 6-year-old fall off the couch onto the floor.” -Joe O’Connell 


A Conversation With Todd Phillips

Herewith: a few revelations from Saturday’s conversation 
between Elvis Mitchell, the host of KCRW FM’s The Treatment 
and a former film critic for The New York Times, and Todd 
Phillips, the iibersuccessful 40-year-old director whose oeu- 
vre - from Frat House, Road Trip, and Old School to Due Date, 
The Hangover, and its upcoming sequel, The Hangover: Part II 
- explores the apparently limitless ways that young men with 
arrested social development behave badly. 

• Phillips’ infamous HBO documentary, Frat House (winner 
of the Sundance 1998 Grand Jury Prize), which was supposed 
to have been about the horrors of hazing (“Actually, it celebrates 
hazing,” Phillips said. “They misunderstood it at Sundance.”), 
was never released because of threatened legal action. “They 
actually had a case because we asked the kids to sign the con- 
sents at night when they were drunk or stoned. When we’d ask 
them during the day, they’d always want to fax them to their 
attorney dads.” 

• People always assume that in real life, Phillips is like the 
raunchy guys in his movies. In fact, he grew up in an all-female 



family and didn’t experience the gross stuff until later. Hence 
he’s always been fascinated by guys’ awkwardness with one 
another and their need to belong to a group. 

• People always ask why he doesn’t make a female take on 
Old School or The Hangover: “To that I always say: ‘Why don’t 
you ask Tyler Perry why he doesn’t work with white people?”’

“How many of you are filmmakers?” asked Catherine 
Hardwicke, director of the immensely successful Twilight and 
revelatory Thirteen, at the start of her SXSW director’s work- 
shop on Saturday. Quite a few, as it turns out. 

Hardwicke didn’t shy from questions about the (male) “nip- 
ple alerts” involved in working with teen actors or the subject 
of winning over studio heads (“Who has the best scam story 
ever?” she asked the crowd at one point. “Best not to answer 
that,” said the moderator, Hollywood Reporter s Jay Fernandez). 
But she was clearly there to work. 

Charming and disarming the crowd with a sort of shy-rock- 
star wave, Hardwicke detailed how she is able to bring in visu- 
ally engaging - often stunning - and emotionally difficult films 
within the relatively small budgets she’s been given. Her years 
as a production designer - on films like Three Kings, Vanilla 
Sky, and Laurel Canyon - make her approach to directing 
highly visual and carefully planned; she demonstrated with set 
diagrams, shot lists, and moving concept images from several 
shoots. Particularly instructive was “Thirteen in 30 Seconds,” 


which revealed how progression and regression of color satura- 
tion matched the shifting emotional tones of the film. 

Other clips focused on technically demanding sequences, 
such as the treetop scene from Twilight and a very horse-and- 
fortress-gate-in tensive one from her just-released Red Riding 
Hood. The packed room was impressed with the attention to 
detail and planning that made those giant scenes work, but it 
went dead quiet after she showed an emotionally devastating 
scene from Thirteen. 

Hardwicke, whose films focus almost exclusively on stories 
centered around teenagers and young adults (“the most dramatic 
time of life,” she says), is masterful at drawing intense perfor- 
mances in difficult scenes from her actors. There she’s done the 
work, too: taking acting classes to get some feel for the experi- 
ence, doing detailed blocking and rehearsing before shoots, and 
spending time with her actors before shoots, talking and playing 
improv games, in which she includes herself. “Most directors I’ve 
worked with just talk with you a little about the role,” testified 
Red Riding Hood’s Shiloh Fernandez (also part of the panel). “She 
has a mind that isn’t shut down yet.” - Cindy Widner

ROCK THE 'BLOCK' 

Joe Cornish on working-class angst 
and alien invaders

Don’t expect South London realtors to 
endorse Attack the Block. After all, if its gangs 
of marauding teenage street thugs don’t get 
you, then the blood-crazed alien invaders 
will. That does not stop Joe Cornish from 
calling his directorial debut “very much a 
love letter to that area.” 

Cornish’s tale of teenage bad boys real- 
izing they are not the baddest thing on the 
block is a The Warriors vs. Gremlins remix 
that he has nicknamed “ Super 8 Mile.” 

Almost unknown in the U.S., Cornish is 
a major radio broadcaster in the UK. Like 
his executive producer Edgar Wright (with 
whom he is currently collaborating on a 
fresh draft of Marvel’s Ant-Man script) and 
Four Lions director Chris Morris, Cornish 
came out of the experimental atmosphere of 
late-night TV comedy. When Cornish com- 
pared Morris’ SXSW 2010 black comedy 
about British Muslims to his movie about 
kids in high-rise flats, he realized that both 
films were “about a disenfranchised and 
demonized section of society.” The big dif- 
ference, Cornish told the Chronicle, is that 
“in Four Lions, they’re picked off one by 
one by their own explosives, and my kids 
are picked off by this creature.” 

For all its intergalactic aggression, the 
story’s inspiration is earthbound. In 
2001 Cornish was mugged, something 
he described as “this weird ritualized sit- 
uation.” When he looked at the mug- 
ger, Cornish said: “He was frightened; 
his friends looked nervous. I thought to 
myself: ‘You probably live around the cor- 
ner. We’re probably into the same music. 

We’re on the same level on Call of Duty.’” 

The attack inspired the script, which in 
turn became therapy for that experience. 

The extraterrestrial element was a natural 
addition: Growing up in the 1980s, he 
gorged himself on that decade’s cinematic 
diet of home-invasion monster movies like 
Critters and Gremlins. He said, “Like any 
kid, I would project those fantasies into 
my immediate environment, just like E.T. 
was an amazing combination of suburban 
America and a little droplet of fantasy.” 

To retain a sense of reality, Cornish sought 
out child actors with little to no stage or 
screen experience, but with the distinctive 


South London over-annunciated drawl and 
a feel for urban life. Yet those same kids 
are collateral victims of a long-running 
media scare campaign, with tabloids and 
politicians tagging a whole generation of 
inner-city youth as incorrigible criminals. 
Very few British films truly reflect inner-city 
poverty or diversity, instead peddling what 
Cornish called an “ethically questionable” 
view of some children. He said, “It weirds 
me out that society’s not only calling them 
monsters, but creating films in which they 
are monsters and expecting audiences to 
enjoy that.” 

So: social commentary, a cast of inex- 
perienced kid actors, and a lot of special 
effects, including the need for a convincing 
monster. Even Wright, who launched his 
career with zombie comedy Shaun of the 
Dead, warned Cornish about the project’s 
scale. For Cornish, that’s why he had to 
shoot for the stars. He said, “The list of 
first-time directors in the UK is very long. 
The list of second-time directors is much 
shorter. The list of third-time directors is 
very short. ... I thought, ‘If I’m going to do 
this, why not be ambitious?”’

Conan O’Brien’s Legally Prohibited From 
Being Funny on Television Tour took place in 
the months following his not-so-funny exit from 
The Tonight Show and is the subject of this 
wildly entertaining, behind-the-scenes look 
at the tour’s genesis and creation. Director 
Flender’s long relationship with O’Brien (they 
were college buddies) allows him to intimately 
capture several facets of his subject: angry 
Conan, charming Conan, mean Conan (who 
may be the funniest of them all), exhausted 
Conan, the loving father, and the frenetic 
workhorse. As concert films go, Conan O'Brien 
Can't Stop is as appealing as it is raw. 
Following its world premiere last Sunday, 
O’Brien said he thought it was important for 
audiences to see the true demands of touring 
and the anxiety he experienced. The capturing 
of unfiltered emotions ultimately catapults the 
film beyond average and brands O’Brien as the 
consummate performer. - Belinda Acosta

There are parts of Dragonslayer that look like 
Laguna Beach and others that look like Gummo. 
Either way, it’s a looker. One would have thought 
the well of Southern California skateboard cul- 
ture as film subject to be long-dry by now, but 
Patterson’s debut documentary makes room in 
the genre for an updated vision of disaffected 
suburban youth. Focusing on one Fullerton, 

Calif., skater- Josh “Skreech” Sandoval - the 
film weaves artfully composed, richly textured 
footage shot by the filmmakers with flip-cam 
video that Sandoval and friends produced them- 
selves. Combined with a throwbacky OC punk 
soundtrack, the mix of images amps up the 
visual excitement. Paradoxically, it also allows 
our affection for the charismatic Sandoval to 
develop. By the end, we admire his struggle to 
live authentically in the land of plenty even more 
than we do his skills. - Cindy Widner

Saulter returned to her native North Florida 
to shoot her first feature as writer/director, 
and it’s hard to imagine the story coming 
to life so well anywhere else. Its rural back 
roads and worn-down trailer homes loom as 
large as Nick and Joey, two teenagers also 
native to the area, with the soft, Southern 
accents to prove it. When Joey sets out to 
find his mom after she inexplicably disap- 
pears, Nick sticks by him, and their journey 
reveals how the boys cope in a world of adults 
who are either absent, tweaking, or demand- 
ing to be called “sir.” The movie is largely 
about the solace they find in their casual, 
quiet friendship, a refreshingly mellowed-out

A man works his way through the stages of 
grief in this meditative study, which is anchored 
by Lucas’ consuming performance. Onscreen 
for almost every frame of the film, Lucas (who is 
also a producer) holds our attention as we inti- 
mately observe his activities and try to compre- 
hend his journey. Screenwriter Peter Vanderwall 
has provided very few emotional markers or bio- 
graphical details for the character, who is merely 
identified in the credits as Young Mariner. The 
film opens as the man buys a ramshackle boat 
that’s too beat-up to leave the dock. We watch 
his solitary life as, week by week, he repairs the 
boat’s motor, plumbing, and sails, while also 
drinking himself to sleep and slowly letting go 
of his distance from the Waitress and Ancient 
Mariner, who keep a concerned eye on him from 
the shore. This hard-won return to seaworthi- 
ness by both man and boat is beautifully filmed 
by Elliot Davis. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Undergraduate Lena (Serratos) is having a 
very bad day.

writer/director Lagos in this story of two pairs of 
young people and the choices they make on one 
fateful night. Serratos hits her mark every time 
here, particularly in scenes with the beautifully 
tense Snow as Lena’s friend-of-a-friend Carley. 
The two are carjacked by high school boys Kevin 
(a wonderful, wretched performance by Jonathan 
Michael Trautmann) and his older cousin Dre 
(Ross), the honors senior and gangbanger who 
tries to stop the conveyor belt that Kevin has 
begun this night. Kevin and Dre’s world is bleak 


with bully cops, school-day boredom, and Kevin’s 
mother being woken to unwanted sex and beat- 
ings, and Kevin must prove himself in order to 
join Dre’s family’s gang.

All Thumbs

In case you hadn’t 
noticed, South by 
Southwest is in full swing. 

I help cover the event 
from top to bottom and 
as TV Eye, I try and make 
it to as many TV-related 
events as possible. I’ll 
share a few highlights in 
this week’s “TV Eye,” but 
more are available online 
at the Picture in Picture 
blog (austinchronicle. 
com/pip). 

Splitting my time 
between prowling the 
Festival, attending parties 
(it’s work, mind you), 
writing, and occasionally sleeping, I’ve not 
spent much time in front of an actual TV set 
this past week. I know I’m missing all the 
tsunami and earthquake televised coverage 
from Japan, but what I’m seeing and read- 
ing online is frightening. There’s something 
discombobulating about seeing those images 
of devastation and reading those reports, 
then walking through what’s become a circus 
atmosphere in Downtown Austin. Literally: 

There’s a carousel set up in the parking lot at 
Fifth and Colorado, and more outdoor stages 
are appearing in formerly empty spaces and 
parking lots as the Festival transitions from 
Interactive and Film to Music. But my 
beat is TV and media, so let me get 
to a few of my TV SXSW high- 
lights, as of press time. 

Best panel: It’s Not TV, It’s 
Social TV This lively and engag- 
ing panel on how those in the TV 
industry are using new media to 
create a richer, more viewer-centric 
TV-watching experience gives me faith 
that we’re moving beyond the “new media 
as an extension of commercials” idea of 
interactive TV A complete recap of the panel 
appears online. 

Another great panel: The @BettyDraper 
Writing Workshop. Helen Klein Ross (aka 
@BettyDraper, after the Mad Mm character) 
showed that Twitter is not for twits with her 
useful pointers on the hows, whys, and whens 
of tweeting. Read my full recap of her work- 
shop online, including her five helpful tips. 

Best brush with fame: Standing next to 
Roger Ebert at the State Theatre. We were 
both there for the screening of competi- 
tion film Happy New Year (he’s one of the 
narrative competition jurors; I was there 
as a reviewer). It’s been a long time since 
I’ve been stars truck, but I was. Standing 
near the Pulitzer Prize-winning film critic, 
watching him interact with those more dar- 
ing than me, I was instantly reminded of 
how I used to watch him back in the day, 


Christy Lemire, Roger Ebert, and Ignatiy Vishnevetsky 


when he appeared with Gene Siskel in 
Siskel & Ebert At the Movies, and on Sneak 
Preview. In retrospect, I realized that those 
TV series dedicated to film criticism - not 
film promotion, but real criticism - had a 
deep impact on how I try to approach my 
own work. I still have a long way to go to 
meet Ebert’s standard, but it’s a standard 
worth pursuing. 

In case you hadn’t heard, Ebert made a 
return to the small screen with his new PBS 
series Ebert Presents At the Movies. This 
reimagined rendition of At the Movies fea- 
tures a younger generation of film review- 
ers handpicked by Ebert, including 
co-hosts Christy Lemire of the 
Associated Press and Ignatiy 
Vishnevetsky of Mubi, with 
regular contributors like 
Sunset Gun’s Kim Morgan 
and Omar Moore, film critic 
and editor of www.popcornreel. 
com. Ebert also weighs in with 
a video essay or a review in each 
episode (with the assistance of computer- 
generated voice technology). 

Ebert Presmts At the Movies airs Saturdays 
at 5:30pm on KLRU. Go to www.klru.org/ 
schedule for additional airdates and times. 

Best “tell me more” moment: Leaving the 
screening of the new documentary feature 
Conan O’Brim Cant Stop at the Paramount 
Theatre last Sunday, I ran into Moses 
Silbiger. He’s the Austinite I interviewed last 
month regarding his experience working on 
the first crowdsourced TV series, Bar Karma 
(see “‘Karma’ Chameleon,” Feb. 25, 2011). 
Now that the episode he contributed to has 
aired, he has a much different take on his 
experience. We didn’t get deep into it, but 
when he told me he wished his name weren’t 
attached, I knew that TV Eye would have to 
do a follow-up after SXSW Can’t wait.

thrived for 25 years - a histo- 
ry chronicled in new docu- 
mentary Outside Industry, on 
display at the Austin History 
Center exhibit “5X5Y: 25 
Years of SXSW Music,” and 
hardbound in the SXSW 
Scrapbook (UT Press) - on 
one basic premise: 

“We try to not make the 
same mistakes twice,” 
laughs SXSW Creative 
Director Brent Grulke. 

Every year SXSW tweaks 
its formula and builds upon 
what works. The most nota- 
ble addition this go-round is 
Gear Alley Expo’s Speed 
Sets in the Austin 
Convention Center along- 
side the American Poster 
Institute’s Flatstock 29 
and the Texas Guitar Show. 
Imagine an entire evening 
squashed into 90 minutes, 
with no sound check or 
changes to the back line. 

The Black Lips curate 
Thursday’s edition while 
Saturday serves as an Austin 
sampler, featuring the Ripe, 


Tia Carrera, Ringo 
Deathstarr, and Ume, 

among others. 

Even celebrity blogger 
Perez Hilton joins the party 
officially, both as a panelist 
(What Would Gaga Do? 

Friday, March 18, 12:30pm, 
Room 18ABC) and the host of 
a showcase at the impecca- 
ble new ACL Live at the 
Moody Theater on Saturday. 
“It literally is the most fun I 
have every year,” says Hilton. 

“I look forward to it so much.” 

In total, 2,008 artists are 
scheduled to perform at 
SXSW 2011, spread across 
79 venues and 92 stages. 
Nearly one-third of those acts 
- 586 to be exact - repre- 
sent 61 different countries, a 
new record on both fronts. 
SXSW will also accept dona- 
tions at the Help Save 
Japan booth near Ballroom D 
in the convention center for 
the victims of the earthquake 
and tsunami.

Houses of the Holy 

Within minutes of arriving at the Blanton Museum of Art, Storm 
Thorgerson put OTR and Music Editor Raoul Hernandez to work, cut- 
ting paper stars that were later used during his lecture for a photo shoot 
he described as a “homage to the great state of Texas.” Backstage, the 
iconic graphic designer riffed on the hidden dialogue and meaning 
behind his work for the Steve Miller Band’s Bingo! and Led Zeppelin’s 
Presence, assisted by director Roddy Bogawa and photographer Rupert 
Truman. “It is possible, not that I particularly like it, that all album art 
rests on the music, literally and metaphorically, but obviously I don’t 
believe that,” offered Thorgerson with distinctly British quirk and charm. 

“I don’t think any album cover helped sell a record personally. The album 
cover is an extension to the music, an accent, but it has nothing to do 
with commerce. I kind of wished it did. Then I wouldn’t be sitting here 
with you guys.”

Phases and stages on the road to Austin’s Grammys: 
The 2010-11 Austin Music Awards

Stages change, but platforms arise at 
every level. 

Austin City Limits Music Festival 2009: The 
Sound and the Jury contest winner the Bright 
Light Social Hour takes the Zilker Park stage 
like an afterparty at high noon. The four locals 
crowd giddily onto an intimate stage setup, 
vibrating as if today’s fiesta began last May. 
Jumping, jamming, pounding (keyboards), the 
band’s performance whips by in a trail of long 
hair and bassist Jack O’Brien’s facial turf. 

Forty years earlier, Bubble Puppy also shot 
the moon. 

Top 20 strut, 1969’s “Hot Smoke & 
Sasafrass” preserves a San Antonio-birthed 
foursome that moved to Austin in the Summer 
of Love. Twin lead guitars zigzag to the 
pastoral chorus, the tune’s San Francisco- 
by-way-of-Kashmir riffs wiring psychedelic 
folk harmonies. A Gathering of Promises that 
same year, the only Bubble Puppy studio LP - 
recorded in Houston for psych rock monopoly 
International Artists - pools together the same 
open-air crackle, a rustic/progressive UK back- 
bone beginning at the radio-rung first track 
and plowing through to Southwestern hippie 
mystics “Hurry Sundown” and “Road to St. 
Stephens.” Grateful shred. 

What had previously been called an AMA 
“revue” has now become a full-fledged Bubble 
Puppy reunion with all four original members 
- Todd Potter, Rod Prince, David Fore, and Roy 
Cox - back together and smoking. 

Freshman belle Sahara Smith stepped into 
national competition last year with Myth of the 
Heart, on an Austin indie label that can and 
does, Playing in Traffic - shelter to Los Lonely 
Boys, Speak, and the Steps. Guitar mercenaries 
Marc Ribot and Greg Leisz rode in for the Myth 
after o’ brother T Bone Burnett, but Smith’s 
gifts are made in Austin. “The Real Thing,” 
lived by the young twentysomething same as 
the dozen roses on Myth of the Heart, drives all 
night to wake up in Laredo, but Smith’s sub- 
lime voice saturates an indigenousness every 
bit as local as Austin landmarks Patty Griffin, 
Shawn Colvin, and Eliza Gilkyson. 

Sahara Smith: They’re still minting ’em, 
Kenneth Threadgill.

Smith’s onstage sponsor last March at 
the Austin Music Awards - practically born 
into Threadgill’s via the Armadillo World 
Headquarters that preceded it nearby - Will 
Sexton gave his first public performances 
alongside his brother Charlie under a couple 
of chairs in the latter, long-gone landmark’s 
biergarten. Still today a segment of old 
A-town recalls the native singer-songwriter 
as a sleeping rug rat at some Armadillo rock 
& roll hoedown. Hearing Sexton’s melodic 
uptick “Let This Heartbreak Begin” open 
recent pop triangle Carter Dos ter Sexton 
will change their minds (warp). 

Monte Warden, Brent Wilson, Craig 
Pettigrew, and Tom Lewis, the Wagoneers 
- what if they’d played the Armadillo? 
Opening for the Flying Burrito Brothers, 
say - the locals’ George Strait to the L.A. 
crew’s Waylon Jennings: the Derailers 
and Dale Watson in one quartet. Warden 
and Bruce Robison wrote Mr. Strait up 
the charts with “Desperately,” but even 
as the Wagoneers’ 1988-1989 major 
label soundtrack, Stout & High and Good 
Fortune, ticks off one story, Michael 
Corcoran in an Austin Chronicle dated 
June 26, 1987, red lines another: 

“This is a real honest-to-god musical 
democracy; not Monte Warden and his 
hired hands, those goddamn ingrates. 

When it’s time to play, however, Warden 
still stands in the middle and dispenses 
that lopsided Tupelo smile that looks so 
damn phony until you meet the kid and realize 
that it could be real. He sometimes becomes 
so wrapped in the music that he swivels his 
South 40 just like Elvis on Ed Sullivan and 
then winks to let us know that he knows we 
know he got it from Elvis and he knows this 
is Austin, where obvious imitation is frowned 
upon, not Houston where it is downright 
inspiring, but he doesn’t care because Elvis 
came to him in a dream and said it was OK.” 
Joe Ely certainly blew out the Armadillo, 
and paired with Warden and the Wagoneers, 
the “Fresh Blood” Corcoran spilled on the 
latter act just prior to its New Music Seminar 
showcase in NYC saturates here. Catch Corky,

Alhambra. Nick Gregg, Tamir Kalifa, Claire 
Puckett, and okay: Laura Andrade (cello), Rita 
Andrade (viola), Kira Bordelon (violin), Clara 
Brill (violin/piano), Diana Burgess (cello), Nick 
Calvin (cello), Maurice Chammah (violin/vox/ 
piano), Yun Du (violin), Austin Harris (violin), 
Matt Krolick (trumpet), Gilman Lykken (bas- 
soon), Josh Newburger (violin), Matt Puckett 
(vox/sax/glockenspiel/piano/banjo/mando-

SXSW 2011 Keynote speaker Bob Geldof was there - 
and remembers! 


Pick a descriptive for Bob Geldof: rock star, activist, Live Aid founder, humanitarian, Knight 
Commander of the Order of the British Empire. 

If none of those, how about 2011 South by Southwest Music Festival keynote speaker and 
showcasing artist? 

Here, the preference is cheeky, nose-thumbing Irish songwriter whose newest CD is titled 
How To Compose Popular Songs That Will Sell even though Geldof “couldn’t give a fuck about 
the charts.” Outspoken, outrageous, and committed, Geldof took time from his check-in at a 
trendy Vienna, Austria, hotel to talk about his new CD, being in love at “age 58 and a half,” the 
Boomtown Rats in Texas, and rivalry among the early British punk bands - while getting in a 
lovable tweak at Bono and U2.

Bob Geldof: I’m in the worst hotel room on 
the planet. 

Austin Chronicle: Can that he true? 

BG: I just arrived and feel like I am living in 
the fucking basement of a battleship. 

AC: No portholes ? 

BG: There are, but they keep telling me it’s 
designed by Jean Nouvel. 

AC: One of those where you go into the bathroom 
and can’t find the shower knobs? 

BG: It’s the worst. It’s really hideous, and it’s 
meant to be the new, cool hotel in town. I’m 
afraid the old Austrians are really provincial. 
But . . . let’s go it. 

AC: Let’s talk about your new CD, because it was 
a surprise to me. 

BG: Consider it one half of a bookend, the 
other being the last CD I made 10 years ago. 
That was essentially the close of a horrible 
period of life. My wife [Paula Yates] had left 
me, and I was destroyed by that. I was over- 
whelmed by universes of loss and grief and 
pain. I couldn’t find a way around it. It was so 
ubiquitous and amorphous, and my head was 
crowded with pain. 

I’m Irish, so when I was home, I was in a 
pub with a novelist friend, and he said that he 
writes books “to frame his experiences,” to give 
him reference to his own world, and that struck 
me as true. A lot of my male friends would 
gather round and we’d just sit there silently. 
Maybe that’s what boys do, I don’t know, but 
that was helpful. So, How To Compose Popular 
Songs ... is the rest of that journey. 

In the middle of that, I was at a dinner in 
Paris with beautiful girl. I noticed her, but it 
made no difference to me because I was in that 


unmanned state. For some reason, at my most 
unlovable - physically, I’m not attractive anyway 
- but I was at my ugliest, spiritually, at my most 
detestable [point] , this girl who knew nothing 
about me insisted on loving me, or loving a part 
of me that she divined was still lovable. 

I hated women at that point. Really, I hated 
all of them, but when someone persists in lov- 
ing you, ultimately there’s only one response 
left. You begin to respond to that insistence, 
like the song “Dazzled by You.” At the ripe old 
age of 58 and a half, I discovered my “eureka” 
moment, what many people know in their 
teens and 20s. Perhaps John Lennon was 
naively right: Love is all you need. 

No, not maybe. It is. Because in that pro- 
cess, this extraordinary woman - I’ve been 
lucky to have two extraordinary women in 
my life; my wife was beautiful and clever 
and funny, and so is Jeanne - by piecing and 
stitching my soul back together, reconstructed 
the particular human being you are speaking 
to at the moment. The story of this record. 
AC: One of the words I chose for this album was 
“ romantic , ” like “She’s a Lover” and the cabaret 
feel of “To Live in Love. ” 

BG: I didn’ t want that song to be cabaret, but 
I know exactly what you mean. It was filmic, 
like the soundtrack to a Sixties movie. That 
song sums up the epiphany of what I spent a 
long time describing, “To Live in Love.” Life 
without love is meaningless, then repeating 
that. I bang on about it. 

Romantic. That’s an interesting word. I 
hadn’t thought about that. I don’t mean to be 
slushy, I meant to be desperate, and there’s 
hardly a romantic quality in desperation. 



AC: But desperation is part and parcel of love. 
BG: It is, but it’s part of the wooing of love, 
the enticement to love. Often, love doesn’t 
survive romance, and often romance doesn’t 
survive love. It’s a state of being. It’s not as if 
suddenly the clouds part and the sun beams. 
That’s romantic, but in a song like . . . 

[Hotel services at Geldof’s door interrupts 
the conversation.] 

Would I like a “turn-down service”? Now 
there’s three words to conjure .... 

Em ... I’ve never thought of myself as being 
a romantic, but maybe I am. 

AC: You’re Irish. 

BG: That’s true, but we’re not known for 
being romantic, are we? 

AC: Not per se, but the Irish express every condi- 
tion and emotion in song. That’s pretty romantic. 
BG: To the listener, maybe. For Sex, Age & 
Death, I didn’t set out to write an album 
about the last eight years of my life, but that’s 
what happened. When the impulse to music 
occurs, it will not be denied. I don’t look for 
it. I’m not panicky when it comes. 

Music is the peak of human ability. Language 
is an extraordinary thing. There’s jelly in my 
head that will have a moment of chemical 
electrical synapses and I can make a sound 
and you instantly hear that sound and respond 
to me, and that’s speech. It’s almost science- 
fictional, but it’s real. So we exchange ideas. 

But music is at a greater level because 
it actually transliterates emotion, inchoate 
things by definition, and it can make you feel 
real feelings. That’s extraordinary. 

Sometimes - rarely, but sometimes - I sit in 
Canterbury Cathedral. At about 9:30 the boys’ 


choir starts practicing for the weekend. It’s 
Latin or Old English, and I don’t understand 
the language, but I sit in this vast and beautiful 
building, maybe one or two other people, and I 
cry. I have no idea why. It’s just the sound that 
makes a cathartic emotional moment. I’m not 
wracked with sobs, but just listening to this .... 

I don’t know another art form that does that. 

People cry with country songs or rock 
songs or laugh, whatever. I’m lucky that the 
impulse, the urge to music, occurs infre- 
quently, but when it does, it comes in a rush. 
I walk up and down the living room with a 
phone clapped on my ear, noodling away on 
guitar, nervously playing because it relaxes me. 
Suddenly, there’s a musical logic, or some sort 
of sense, and I put down the phone and follow 
that logic, and there’s a song there. Something 
going on. Making [a record] is like sending a 
self-addressed postcard from your psyche. 

Sometimes it never arrives because the mail 
is shit. Often, you don’t understand what it is 
you’re talking about, why you want a sound. 
Then you’re playing live a year later, and bang! 
You realize what it was about. That’s the intel- 
lectual pleasure of playing live. As my novelist 
friend said, it puts a frame of reference around 
your experience. Until I made this record, I had 
no idea I was happy. I had no idea love had done 
that. Maybe I would have been embarrassed to 
admit that when I was a kid in the Boomtown 
Rats. The boy of 20 could not have written this 
record, and the man of 59 could not have writ- 
ten “Rat Trap,” but I’m very glad I did. 

AC: Do you remember touring through Texas with 
the Boomtown Rats and playing the Armadillo 
World Headquarters here in Austin? 

BG: I do! I remember the Armadillo. I remember 
Texas. I remember the girls! Were you there? 
AC: We were all backstage. 

BG: Did I fuck you? 

AC: Not me, one of my girlfriends. 

BG: Was I any good? 

AC: She thought you were a sweetheart and stole 
a T-shirt. 

BG: Texas girls. It’s a fucking cliche, but 
they blew us away. I don’t mean that liter- 
ally . . . well, I do, but they were just so great. 
Refreshing. Really on, great fun. You’re touring 
around this endless, vast country, and sud- 
denly there are people who are great fun to be 
with. Thank God for Texas. 

People over the years say, “What about group- 
ies?” And I say, “God bless ’em!” I wrote in my 
book that you’ve got to imagine it - marooned 
in this alien landscape. Out on the ocean for 
weeks, the same waves day after day. Suddenly 
you arrive in a place and there are kids. Women. 
And they like you, and they’re gonna fuck you. 

If you’re lucky, you stay two days and move 
on, but they’re the girls who take you to 
the movies, down to the local bar for a beer, 
or bring you home for meal, and that’s the 
best. You’re with real people from the town 
- slightly wilder, which is interesting. They’re 
hospitable, and they take care of you. What’s 
there not to like? 

AC: Ask Bono and Edge - one of the Texas 
Blondes famously took them to church when U2 
first played here. 


AC: Do you remember touring through Texas 
with the Boomtown Rats and playing the 

Armadillo World Headquarters here in Austin? 

BG: I do! I remember the Armadillo. I remember Texas. 

I remember the girls! Were you there? 

AC: We were all backstage. 

BG: Did I f**k you? 

AC: Not me, one of my girlfriends . 

BG: Was I any good? 
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BG: Fucking hell! Did he shag you? 

AC: It was the first tour when they were 
good hoys. 

BG: [laughs] That’s so tragic. I’m going to 
call them and take the piss! This is the clear 
difference in those generations! 

AC: That week you played the Armadillo 
was extraordinary, a turning point for Austin 
musically because suddenly this cosmic cowboy 
venue was taking on new life as a punk palace. 
The Boomtown Rats, John Cole’s Sabotage tour, 
and Robert Gordon with Link Wray all played 
in just a few days’ time. It was clear that some- 
thing had changed, a harbinger, even though 
the local rock radio wouldn’t play the B-52s. 
BG: There were so few places to play! 
You were there but trying to find places 
to accept us - it was pre-MTV There were 
like-minded spirits like you and your gang 
and whoever was there that got it, but there 
were so few of us. It really didn’t go beyond 
the Armadillo. The reviews the next days 
never understood what was happening. 

The Pistols, the Clash, Elvis Costello 

- all of us from the UK trundled around 
endlessly. Then MTV came, but we were a 
little too early for that. I’ve always thought 
if MTV had been there early, the Clash and 
the Pistols would have broken through 
straightaway. They had style, and that’s 
what MTV introduced to America. 

I don’t regret it. It was the secret club, the 
one place you could go and the kids who 
would come and hear this stuff. A harbinger of 
what was to come, as you said, but ultimately 

- for me - it was very soul-destroying. 

AC: But it was a good time? 

BG: It was a good time, but it’s not a good 
time being endlessly on the bus, endlessly 
being tired, endlessly just for two hours 
playing to like-minded people. Then, an 
empty hotel again. That’s why I say, when 
you and your friends came along and 
befriended us, it was a bit of fun. Even 
then, a couple of hours and you’re off. 

I don’t look back on those days with 
intense fondness. There were intense rival- 
ries between those bands, with the Clash 
and the Pistols. Were we selling faster? Were 
our tickets more expensive? Where were we 
in the charts, and all that stuff. It sounds 
fun, but it’s quite careerist. You kind of 
think, “That isn’t what I got into this for.” 

So this period of my life is far better. I 
couldn’t give a fuck about the charts. It 
doesn’t enter my head. If I was number one, 
great, thanks. Would I have a level of excite- 
ment? Not really. 

This record is doing very well in Europe, 
and it’s a bit odd. Where I got pleasure was 
that I had the radio on and they played me, 
a contemporary song. When they back- 
announced, they said, “ . . . That was such- 
and-such, and that was Bob Geldof, and 
that was so-and-so . . . .” 

I was like, normal again! Fuck me! I’m a 
pop singer! ■

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Move On Fast 

Decades dancing with Yoko Ono

The Chronicle compiled these three excerpts below from my three decades of Yoko Ono con- 
versations (www.a-i-u.net/jody.html). They remind me that Yoko is always a forthright and fearless 
interview subject, and I’m anxious to see what direction our South by Southwest interview will 
take on Friday 

My most recent conversation with Yoko, who earlier this month notched her sixth consecutive 
No. 1 on Billboard's Hot Dance Club Play Chart with “Move On Fast,” was videotaped in an 
NYC studio last August to discuss the CD releases coinciding with John Lennon’s 70th birthday. 
Imagine my amazement when she emerged for the shoot in a long, black wig and white pajamas 
and took her place in a bed with a backdrop re-creating the couple’s historic 1969 Bed-In. By the 
pillow where her late husband would have been was a plant - his 2010 reincarnation! Talking 
to her in that setting was fun and beyond surreal. 

On Oct. 9, 2010, I joined Yoko and more than 100 of her invitees (including Ringo Starr, 
Olivia Harrison, and photographer Bob Gruen) in Reykjavik, Iceland, where the Imagine Peace 
Tower was lit in honor of Lennon’s 70th. The hostess’ Plastic Ono Band with musical director 
Sean Lennon played a masterful, sold-out concert. That day was Sean’s 35th birthday as well, 
and at his aftershow surprise party, Yoko demonstrated her expertise on a dance floor. 

Expect Yoko to sit in on Sean’s Chimera Music SXSW showcase Saturday, March 19, at 
Elysium. Sean knows his way around Austin, having performed at his first SXSW in 1998 - and 
at last year’s as well. He played the Cactus Cafe in January as a member of the Ghost of a Saber 
Tooth Tiger. Yoko Ono has never been to Austin before. 

Yoko? In Austin? That will be fun and beyond surreal.

Jody Denberg: When you listen to artists today, or 
even back in 1980, could you hear your in fluence? 
I know I could hear the in fluence of Yoko Ono on 
some newer artists like the B-52s or Lene Lovich. 
Yoko Ono: That’s what John used to say. Now 
I’m very glad he heard all that in 1980, and he 
was very, very happy about it all. He was the 
one who reported to me: “Listen to this!” And 
I was very happy about that. But you know 
most people say, “Well, aren’t you overjoyed?” 
and all that. It was such a long time ago when 
we were doing those things, and at the time 
that you do something, if you get a response, 
it’s great! But it was almost around the time 
that I’d forgotten about it. ... 

JD: I know that right across the street from 

where you live is Strawberry Fields. What is that 
exactly, and what’s there? 

YO: [They’re] in the process of really making 
Strawberry Fields come true. They’re planting 
trees and doing the groundwork, and I think 
it’ll be ready by next spring. 

JD: So it’s not fully realized yet, but it’ll continue 
to grow forever like the rest of us. 

YO: Yes, and one of the things I’m very thankful 
of is that this is a place that an incredibly negative 
thing happened in our life. And negative things 
continue to happen since then, too. But at the 
time, everybody was saying, “Why don’t you 
just leave because it must be terrible, why don’t 
you leave New York City, why don’t you leave the 
United States?” ... I did consider that, of course. 
But I stuck [it] out here, and part of the reason 
was some kind of continuation in Sean’s life. And 
somehow, by sticking [it] out, and really sitting 
here and trying to do things, we are just in the 
process of mining the table around and making 
the negative into positive. It still hasn’t happened 
yet, in a big way, but I’m hoping that it would.

JD Yoko, your earlier free-form singing style, 
which is most evident on Onobox on the first 
disc, London Jam, was as influential as it was 
controversial. How did it develop? 

YO: Well, you know how it developed. John 
and I met, and sort of like two cars crashing, 
we just did it. But of course I was doing that 
kind of stuff before, but doing it with John was 
a different experience. Hear “Why” and how 
he plays his guitar. . . . His guitar and my voice 
[are] having a dialogue. That’s something that 
I’d never done before. That intensity was not 
there before, even when I did it with John 
Cage or Ornette Coleman. Not to minimize 
what happened with them - they’re brilliant 
people, too - but it was a different texture 
with John. John was right out there. His dar- 
ing spirit matched mine. It was more like a 
music fight, us trying to top each other and 
trying to say something. It was like that. 

JD: Is that why you think his playing is so 
inspired on songs like “Why” and “Midsummer 
New York”? Because his guitar playing is so 
inspired, as much as anything he’d ever done in 
his career. 

YO: Well, he was trying to point out that 
fact to everybody at the time, saying, “If you 
can’t listen to Yoko’s songs, at least can’t 
you just listen to my guitar playing?” And 
he was right. What he did with his guitar is 
incredible. It was a departure from what he 
had done with the Beatles, of course, but 
in those days I don’t think they went that 
far. Well, Jimi Hendrix was great, but it’s 
a totally different style, a different style of 
heaviness. And Lennon was up there, you 
know, with it. ... 

JD: Robert Palmer, in the Onobox book, talks 
about the fact that in so many of your songs 


there’s almost a premonition, at least in retro- 
spect, “Walking on Thin Ice,” “It Happened,” 
“O’ Oh,” “Now or Never” - they all had a 
premonition of what would happen in some 
way. Is it only because we’re looking at it now 
with the benefit of knowing that it seems that 
way? How do you feel when you hear those 
songs, the firecrackers in “ O’ Oh ” or “Walking 
on Thin Ice”? 

YO: I don’t know. I don’t know how to feel 
about it. “Walking on Thin Ice” was the most 
painful one, of course. Because I didn’t think 
it was going to happen just like that, instant 
karma, or whatever you call it; I 
don’t know. It almost seems like 
John knew about it, too, the way 
he’s playing and all that. But it’s 
a very strange thing. Part of us 
probably on a deep subconscious 
level might have known. But John 
was still talking about “from now 
on let’s do it like this,” so we 
were still talking about the future 
too. We were talking about going 
on tour, you know. 

JD: What songs do you think you would 
have played? 

YO: Well, John was saying, “Let’s do ‘I Wanna 
Hold Your Hand,”’ and saying “I’m gonna just 
kneel and hold your hand, and everybody’s 
gonna get really upset” - he didn’t mind 
upsetting people. Then he was saying: “The 
rest of it, let’s do the freak stuff. Let’s go back 
to Yoko Ono Plastic Ono Band.” I’m thinking, 
“This tour is not going to be very popular.” “I 
Wanna Hold Your Hand” - nobody’s going to 
like the fact that we’re doing it, and then on 
top of it the freak stuff [laughs] . So I thought, 
“Hmm, let’s think about it.”

JD: Yoko, John Lennon/Plastic Ono Band was 
recorded at EMI Studios. Imagine was recorded 
at your Tittenhurst Park home studio in Ascot. 
How did recording at home affect Imagine? 

YO: Well, a beautiful warm feeling. I think that 
John Lennon/Plastic Ono Band is a very artistic 
album, but it’s kind of gritty, and it certainly is 
not a very warm album. Almost sad in a way. 
Imagine just turned out to be a very warm kind 
of beautiful album because we were together 
at home and he felt relaxed, you know. . . . 

JD: The utopian idealism of the song “Imagine”: 
John claimed that this vision had its roots in your 
book, Grapefruit. How do you think 
that you influenced it? 

YO: Well, we were close together, 
and you know two artists living 
together, of course we’re going 
to influence each other. Some of 
the things that I did rubbed off 
on him. And that was “Imagine” 
I think. 

JD: Do you remember the first time 
you heard “Imagine”? 

YO: Well yes, I was there [laughs] . We were in 
the bedroom, in our bedroom in Ascot. 

JD: Did you have an inkling of how the song was 
going to affect people? 

YO: I knew it was a very important song, 
and we were both hoping that people would 
understand it and it would communicate 
widely. But we didn’t believe it, you know. I 
mean, part of us didn’t believe that it’s going 
to be a big song. ■

New York University assistant arts profes- 
sor Wafaa Bilal had his camera surgically 
removed in February - the one that was 
implanted in the back of his skull in 
November to record, at 60-second intervals, 
the places he had left behind (beamed to 
and archived by a museum in Qatar). The 
camera had been mounted under his skin 
and braced by three titanium posts, but his 
body very painfully rejected one of the posts, 
and his temporary solution is to merely tie 
the camera to the back of his neck (even 
though that work-around is unsatisfactory to 
him because it represents a less-personal 
“commitment” to the art). In the future, he 
said, communication devices like his will rou- 
tinely be part of our bodies. 

THE ENTREPRENEURIAL SPIRIT 

Sell What You Know: In December, a com- 
pany in eastern Ukraine (a country known for 
hard drinking) announced a “drinking buddy” 
service in which, for the equivalent of about 
$18, it would supply a barroom companion 
for the evening, “qualified” to discuss poli- 
tics, sports, women, etc., and even to offer 
psychological counseling if appropriate. 

Not Your Father’s Scotch: 1) The Panamanian 
company Scottish Spirits recently introduced a 
straight Scotch whisky in 12-ounce cans, for a 
market of mobile drinkers who prefer not to 


invest in a whole bottle. The international 
Scotch whisky trade association expressed 
alarm. 2) At Clive’s, of Victoria, British 
Columbia, Glenfiddich Scotch whisky is only one 
ingredient in the signature cocktail “Cold Night 
In,” which, according to a January New York 
Times review, combines “molecular mixology” 
and comfort food. An especially buttery grilled- 
cheese sandwich is soaked overnight in Mt. 

Gay rum. Following a brief freeze to congeal any 
remaining fat, double-straining, and some Lillet 
Blanc wine and the Scotch, it is ready to serve 
- with a celery stick and other garnishments. 

SCIENCE ON THE CUTTING EDGE 

“You’re not going to like this,” warned NPR’s 
Robert Krulwich, about to deliver a February 
story about visionary robotics developers 
James Auger and Jimmy Loizeau, who created 
a carnivorous clock, supposedly able to power 
itself for 12 days merely on the carcasses of 
8 dead houseflies (which the clock traps with 
fly paper and then mechanically scrapes off 
with a razor). The pair also showed a proto- 
type of a coffee table that catches mice by 
luring them up the table legs with cheese into 
a hole in the center, where they are guillo- 
tined. Auger and Loizeau said their creations 
are just extensions of TV nature programs 
showing animals hunting in the wild, but 
Krulwich fretted about the dangers inherent in 
“giving robots a taste for [meat].” 


Scientists have long observed male capu- 
chin monkeys urinating on their hands and 
then rubbing down their bodies, but research- 
ers were unclear about the purpose (whether 
for identification, threat-prevention, or mating) 
- until a recent issue of the American Journal 
of Primatology. Dr. Kimberly Phillips and col- 
leagues found that the practice helps clarify 
mating priorities, in that, first, males rub dowr 
promptly after being solicited by females in 
heat, and second, based on MR I scans of 
capuchins’ brains, female mating activity is 
triggered only by adults’ urine. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

In May 2008, classroom disrupter Alex 
Barton, 5, was finally made by his teacher at 
Morningside Elementary kindergarten in St. 
Lucie County, Fla., to sit down and listen to 
the accumulated complaints of his class- 
mates, who then were asked to vote on asking 
Alex to leave the class. (He lost, 14-2.) Shortly 
afterward, Alex was diagnosed with a form of 
autism, and his mother filed a federal disabili- 
ty discrimination lawsuit, citing Alex’s “humilia- 
tion” by the voting incident. A settlement was 
reached in February when the school district 
agreed to pay Alex $350,000 (which included 
legal expenses). Said his mom, Melissa 
Barton, “Money can’t take care of what [the 
school district] did to my family.” 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

Lawyer Terry Watkins admitted to a judge in 
Faribault, Minn., in February that his client 
William Melchert-Dinkel did things that were 
“abhorrent,” “sick,” and “creepy,” but that 
doesn’t make him a criminal. Melchert-Dinkel 
has been charged with two felonies for allegedly 
counseling depressed people online on the 
techniques and virtues of suicide (for example, 
recommending positioning for a noose to a 
Briton who hanged himself three days later). 

A judge’s decision was pending at press time.

Big Bend Ranch State Park includes some of the most rugged 
and scenic country in the state. Getting to see it is not easy. Once 
you do, it’s unforgettable. 

There are several ways to take in the 
park - hiking, mountain biking, horseback 
riding. I chose a guided tour in a four-wheel- 
drive Suburban with Ranger Blaine Hall and 
six others. Raised in Fort Davis, Blaine 
returned to his family home after a career 
traveling the world as a geologist for a large 
oil company. 

We started our daylong journey at a bluff 
near the end of the road overlooking El 
Solitario, the park’s signature feature. Keep 
in mind that the term “road” is used very 
loosely out here - loose rocks and loose 
wildlife. Just to get to the park headquar- 
ters, visitors endure 27 miles of washboard 
roads that will rattle your teeth. 

El Solitario was a giant volcanic blister 
formed thousands of years ago. When the 
dome collapsed, erosion and the uplift of 
limestone plates formed a distinctive geo- 
logical formation. Although you can hike 
into the rugged interior of the cauldron, it is 
best appreciated from a distance. From the 
air the view is even better. 

We descended slowly into Fresno 
Canyon. The mostly dry Fresno Creek cut 
this deep valley. Much of the rough jeep 
track we followed is part of the 60-plus 
miles of the Epic bike ride, the only trail 
ride in Texas so designated by the 
International Mountain Biking Association. 

“Those guys and gals are animals,” Blaine said. The trek is a brutal day of steep climbs, screaming 
down hills, and trudging through deep sand. 

Much of our trail ride and the Epic bike ride follow the old Marfa-to-Terlingua stage road. It took 
wagons three days to make the journey a car on the highway can do in less than four hours. 

Besides the stories of the natural history of the park, Blaine clued us into the history of its past 
human residents. Under a limestone outcropping Blaine showed us ancient pictographs left on the 
rock shelter’s roof. At the end of the road, we walked around the ruins of the Crawford-Smith Ranch 
house. This is where Big Bend legend Hallie Crawford Stillwell spent her youth. 

Over nearly a century, more than 28 ranches tried and failed to tame the desert that is now the 
330,000-acre state park. These men and women of steel fought more than just bandits and screw- 
worm. Blaine explained that the weather patterns changed from winter rains that favored grasses 
to summer rains that encouraged the growth of bushes like creosote and ocotillo that punctuated 
the landscape. 

Big Bend Ranch State Park is southeast of Presidio and about an 11-hour drive from Austin. 
Besides camping, the state’s largest state park also has a group bunkhouse and a three-bedroom 
main house. For information or reservations, go to www.tpwd.state.tx.us or call the park at 
432/356-4444.

Fiction 



Fiction is a play about writers. Linda (Meredith McCall) and 
Michael (Robert Gomes) are two writers who are married. They 
face a sudden and terrible illness, and in the midst of their 


fears and sadness, they agree to share their 
private journals with each other. Until now, 
they have appeared perfectly matched and 
powerfully in love. Now, at the end, they dis- 
cover terrible secrets about each other. 

It began with a writer’s retreat they both 
visited at separate times years before. 

There they each met Abby (Sydney Andrews), 
a young woman who impacted their lives in 
different but equally crucial ways. From their 
relationships with Abby, the question arises 
of what in their lives together has been true 
and what was simply fabricated, in the way 
that writers love to imagine their way into 
the dark corners of human experience. 

The language of the play by Austin-based 
Steven Dietz is terrifically smart, and not 
just in the sense that its characters are 
smart people. Listening to the characters 
speak, particularly Michael, it’s almost as 
though the play ought to be read instead of 
heard. Typically, that’s a criticism of a script; 
it’s a live event, so it ought to be performed, 
not left on the page. But with two such liter- 
ary characters as these, it’s a strong choice 
to allow them to wrestle their way through 
their own words as they speak to the audi- 
ence and to each other. These are people 
who tangle themselves up in their own 
expressions, stumbling through their own 


best efforts to explain their feelings instead 
of just feeling them. 

At the same time, this play made me not 
like writers very much. I would submit this 
review as evidence that I am also a writer, 
which makes that a complicated statement. 
However, many people before me have 
observed that writers tend to be self-centered, 
and spending a whole evening in the company 
of two (perhaps three) such personalities is 
taxing. To believe in the tragedy of the play, 
we must believe that Michael and Linda love 
each other and are worth loving. Yet as per- 
formed here, neither of them come off very 
well in the initial scene, in which the audience 
watches their first meeting. It’s also difficult 
to understand why Michael especially would 
consent to let his journals be read, given what 
must follow - especially with so little effort at 
avoiding the confrontation at this no-turning- 
back stage in their lives. Ultimately, too many 
other options are available for this turn of 
events to be believable. 

Under the direction of Charles Otte, the 
actors perform the play gracefully, with no 
dull moments. The production’s design is 
minimal but effective. It is a thoughtful, 
language-loving play with enough twists and 
turns to cause one to slow down and con- 
sider what makes a story. - Elizabeth Cob be

There are many paths to Funny. You can get there by the high 
road or the low road, by being big and broad or slyly witty, with 
withering sarcasm or leering innuendo, by dropping an F-bomb or 
dropping your pants. 


We see a delightful range of these 
approaches in Laughter on the 23rd Floor, 
because the characters who inhabit the 
high-rise locale of the title are in the Funny 
Business. They have the job of cranking out 
comedy for a weekly variety program in the 
early days of television, and playwright Neil 
Simon shows how each comes to the task 
of crafting laughs from a different angle. 

This is Simon in the vein of Broadway 
Bound and Brighton Beach Memoirs, nostalgi- 
cally recalling his formative years - here turn- 
ing a fond eye on his mid-1950s stint writing 
for Sid Caesar on Your Show of Shows and 
Caesar's Hour. Among enthusiasts of humor, 
the writers’ rooms of those programs is the 
stuff of legend, joining together as if at the 
Round Table (King Arthur’s or the Algonquin) 
the gifted Simon and his equally jokewise 
brother Danny, Mel Brooks, Carl Reiner, Larry 
Gelbart, Mel Tolkin, and Selma Diamond. 
Simon bases the characters here on his old 
colleagues, exaggerating their foibles for 
comic effect, but never without affection - 
and obvious affection at that. 

But as much as this play is a valentine 
to the comedic geniuses with whom Simon 
worked in that golden era, it’s a valentine, 
too, to comedy itself, as calling and as craft. 

Its characters have funny in their bones, and 
every event, every act, every observation is 
an opportunity to crack wise, to make light, to 
give life a comic spin (or kick in the keister, 
as the case may be). Simon’s trademark one- 
liners have never felt so organic, since virtually 
all the characters here are driven to spout 
such zingers. And because laughs are their 
livelihood, they’re also bound to criticize the 
comic efficacy of one another’s quips. They 
wrangle over what word would make a com- 
ment more comical and who can concoct the 
silliest name. And each such challenge reveals 
not only the degree to which these figures 
comprehend comedy on a fundamental level 
and can shape it like a potter at his wheel, but 
also the distinctive comedic sensibilities of 
the characters - their peculiar paths to Funny. 


And one of the chief pleasures of the Austin 
Playhouse production that Don Toner has 
directed is watching its actors, whose grasp 
of comedy mirrors their characters’, stick the 
landing on a punch line or nail a gag while fol- 
lowing their own paths to Funny. There’s Huck 
Huckaby, selling the zingers of his character, 
Milt, with a Borscht Belt lilt. There’s Steve 
Shearer, playing the amiable Russian-born 
Val with so much of a straight man’s restraint 
that you never see the gag coming before 
it smacks your funny bone. There’s Jason 
Newman, keeping his Kenny in a perpetual 
state of understated ness that masks the char- 
acter’s deadly aim with sarcastic remarks - 
which are made all the funnier by his bone-dry 
delivery. There’s Brian Coughlin as wannabe 
screenwriter Brian, and Blake Adam Smith as 
Simon’s stand-in for his younger self, Lucas, 
both easygoing presences who demonstrate 
how to score heavy laughs with a light touch. 
And in contrast, there’s David Stahl and Jenny 
Larson, neither of whom is afraid to carry a big 
schtick; both mine hilarity from larger-than-life 
characterizations, she with a double-shot of 
Noo-Yawk attitoode delivered in a nasal voice 
that pierces like a diamond-tipped drill, he with 
an overblown case of hypochondria perfectly 
pitched to the edge of hysteria. Finally, there’s 
David Stokey, who plays Max Prince, the star 
of the show for whom these writers work and 
a human typhoon, blowing into the writers’ 
room, making random demands, and leaving 
chaos in his wake. It’s a monumental role, 
and Stokey just steps into it and expands 
himself to fill it, creating a Max who’s unself- 
consciously loud and brash and impetuous but 
compelling and inspiring, too. Perhaps most 
impressively, Stokey shows us Max’s haunted 
side; there’s a spot just behind his eyes where 
it’s as if a seed of fear has taken root and 
can’t be dislodged. It adds an unexpected 
depth to this emperor of comedy, and reminds 
us that for many comics, the path to Funny 
goes through pain. Stokey’s gutsy performance 
provides the emotional anchor for this enjoy- 
able comedy about comedy. - Robert Faires

There are many ways of making prints and many kinds of ink 
and many kinds of material to print upon, of course. And there 
are several artists represented in this new show from Women 


Printmakers of Austin. We’re going to focus, 
albeit briefly, on just a few here, but rest 
assured that the whole show - elegantly 
arranged on the Pump Project’s accommo- 
dating walls - is well worth your time. 

Unlike most of the other printmakers, 
Amanda Mclnerney has only one work on 
display, but its eerie beauty has the impact of 
a roomful of art. It’s called Constituo, and it’s 
an etching. It’s a color etching on fine hand- 
made paper, depicting what appears to be a 
bloodstream with leukocytes rampant, part of 
the artist’s series of magnified biological cells. 
(You can see those on the WPOA website.) In 
fact, there are three etchings like this, hanging 
side by side in the same simple wooden frame 
- like a trio of enlarged microscope slides col- 
laborated on by Albrecht Durer and Showtime’s 
Dexter. Small, quiet as the movement of blood 
through your veins, but powerful. 

Jo Lagattuta’s Captured in Time is a mixed- 
media piece with found objects, grounded 
by a multicolored paper monotype cut and 
complexly braided to form a circle like a 
clockface. In the sunken center of that face 
sits a bright metal watch and, at the cardi- 


nal points, bits of polished mother-of-pearl. 
It’s like discovering some hybrid of abstract 
horology and bright paper craft capable of 
rendering an aesthetic djam karet. 

Kelly Tankersley’s prints are most often 
multilayered and taken directly from nature - 
not just the subject matter but also the mate- 
rials used. Her sublime Cathedral of Flight, for 
instance, features paper made from plants 
in her personal garden, upon which images 
are lavished (the silhouette of birds flocking 
around a tree, an arcane symbol above) ren- 
dered via polymer gravure solar plate, pronto 
plate, carborundum collograph, and painting 
by hand. Look at any of her works for a while, 
and the ghostly visuals seem almost like a 
lagniappe: The paper itself is so lovely, so 
carefully crafted, it’d be compelling with an 
accidental blotch of ink on it. 

The whole show, in fact, is lovely and care- 
fully crafted; not an exhibition that screams 
in your face or tries to make you flinch, but 
an exhibition of ancient techniques that 
invites contemplation and appreciation of 
textures not to be found on the surface of a 
computer screen. - Wayne Alan Brenner

THE LAST LIONS D: Dereck Joubert; 

narrated by Jeremy Irons. (PG, 88 min.) 

This nature documentary about the vanish- 
ing lions of Africa is not your children’s Lion 
King. The film opens by informing us that 50 
years ago there were approximately 450,000 
lions in Africa; today that number is closer to 
20,000. Apart from those cold statistics, The 
Last Lions doesn’t wear its heart on its sleeve. 
Joubert lets his footage speak for itself: The 
majesty and intelligence of these creatures 
is on full display and serves as a constant 
reminder of what is being lost as popula- 
tion growth encroaches on the lions’ hunting 
grounds and habitat. Joubert’s camerawork 
in Botswana’s Okavango Delta is astonish- 
ingly up-close and vivid as he shapes a story 
around the lives of a lioness named Ma di Tau 
and her three cubs. As we’re told by narrator 
Irons, life here is “harsh” and “violent but 
never malicious.” That last part about malice 
is important because The Last Lions is the rare 
nature documentary that doesn’t completely 
anthropomorphize its animals (but neither is it 
completely free of that tendency). Despite this, 
the film still manages to make us understand 
the lions’ instinctive behaviors and learned 
experiences, while also allowing us to feel 
deeply for this particular lion family. And when 
we learn things about animals, we also learn 
things about the human species. It calls to 
mind those images of Tony Soprano parked 
on his living room sofa lost in watching nature 
documentaries and discovering certain truths 
about the laws of the wild. I think Tony would 
have liked this movie. - Marjorie Baumgarten

author who, as the story commences, is 
dumped by his up-and-coming publishing- 
house girlfriend, Lindy (Cornish). They’re 
a pair who are meant to be together - it’s 
obvious straightaway - but Eddie’s writer’s 
block and propensity for barroom shenani- 
gans have driven his true love to distraction 
and beyond. Wandering the streets of New 
York City, he sidelines into a dive bar after 
a random encounter with his ex’s brother, 
a former (and possibly current) drug dealer, 
who, taking pity on this literary wretch, offers 
Eddie a free sample of NZT. Once ingested, 
NZT streamlines Eddie’s brain to the point of 
perfection, artistic and otherwise. Suddenly 


he has finished his stillborn novel, but just 
as suddenly, his pharmacy suffers a slit 
throat. With his existing stash, Eddie makes 
moves to game Wall Street, attracting the 
attention of De Niro’s high-stakes shark. 

But paranoia and blackouts infiltrate his 
days, and all is not - insert Rod Serling 
wherever you like - as it appears to be. 
Limitless riffs boundlessly on what it means 
to be creative and how chemical stimula- 
tion (speed, booze, whatever) can tamp and 
temper the willpower necessary to achieve 
greatness. It’s all fun and games until you 
start seeing stalkers and wondering if you’ve 
slain a supermodel in a drug-induced fugue. 
Cunningly assembled in flashback, and using 
not-too-intrusive narration, Limitless is, at its 
core, an anti-laziness polemic arriving from a 
society that has come to rely more and more 
on quick fixes and little pills that promise 
the world but usually result in smaller bank 
accounts and larger physical or mental ills 
(not to mention those freaky blackouts). 

The ability to use 100% of your brainpower? 
It’s every artist’s dream. But, as Limitless 
eventually gets around to pointing out, noth- 
ing can replace the muse in your heart or 
head. Blood, sweat, and tears don’t come 
in a capsule, but they do, eventually, render 
the Sistine Chapel, or Egon Schiele’s nudes. 
Either way, the endless struggle to create 
is what makes our creations so magisterial, 
and so magic. Hit a brick wall and got a 
headache? Try Tylenol. - Marc Savlov

Werewolves. Vampires. What’s the diff as 
long as they make the young girls quiver? 

Why else would Hardwicke, the director of the 
first film in the Twilight trilogy that has helped 
catapult vampires into the new symbol of 
sex appeal, be making this overwrought and 
overstuffed film rendition of the famous fairy 
tale? To her credit, Hardwicke in her work has 
shown a rare sensitivity to the lives of young 
women, as evidenced by Twilight, Thirteen, 
and The Nativity Story. But David Johnson’s 
script for Red Riding Hood is so ludicrous 
and packed with nonsensical strands that 
Hardwicke should have seen the giant pitfalls 
before wading in. The Red Riding Hood fairy 
tale has always served as a useful parable 
about a girl’s awakening sexuality. (For the 
quintessential film treatment of the story, 
see Neil Jordan’s 1984 film The Company of 
Wolves, which is based on the short story by 
Angela Carter.) Hardwicke’s Red is named 
Valerie (Seyfried), and she has a whole 
host of problems in addition to her desire 
to run away and marry her true love, Peter 
(Fernandez), instead of sticking around her 
village to marry the richer prospect (Irons) 
with whom her mother (Madsen) has set her 
up. There’s the wolf that preys on her village 
during full moons, the death by wolf attack 
of Valerie’s sister, the werewolf-hunting priest 
(Oldman) who declares her a witch, the inde- 
scribable metal elephant into which the priest 
tosses sinners to be cooked, the burden of 
a secret Valerie’s mother has shared with 
her, and more. More problematic than the 
abundance of dour story strands, however, 
is the sometimes half-baked and sometimes 
overbaked look of the production design. 

Even though Thomas E. Sanders is credited 
with the design, this area was Hardwicke’s 
film specialty before she moved into direct- 
ing, and it’s impossible to believe that she 
did not have an overriding say in the film’s 
final appearance. The characters all bear 
contemporary faces, although the story is set 
in medieval times; the village appears to be 
indigenous of nowhere in particular and with 
its white coating of perfectly packed snow, 
the setting somewhat resembles an artificial 
snow globe. This Red Riding Hood loses 
sight of the forest for the trees on its way to 
Grandma’s house. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Leigh never spells out the relationship 
dynamics that drive the film. But it’s all there, in the 
intimacy with which Tom and Gerri read the newspa- 
per, their shorthand language, and the pointed looks 
they share when their friend and frequent guest Mary 
(Manville) refills her wine glass for the umpteenth 
time. Without sermonizing, Leigh and Manville create 
a portrait of how casual drinking can corrode into 
something essential and isolating.

Despite his crude manners, disheveled appear- 
ance, and paunchy gut, Barney’s zest for life attracts 
friends and wives. With a verve that rivals Giamatti ’s, 
Hoffman plays Barney’s father, Izzy Panofsky, a retired 
Montreal cop who still has an eye for the ladies. 
Barney's Version is loosely structured as a reflection 
that’s meant to resolve a question regarding the dis- 
appearance of Barney’s friend, Boogie (Speedman). 
Barney might be spooked by the sleuthing, but his 
memory is starting to be attacked by Alzheimer’s. All 
this is a lot for one movie, and that’s precisely what 
bedevils the project. Barney's Version is a little too 
long and windy. Nevertheless, the performances are 
superlative, as is much of the film’s Jewish flavor.

Gondry’s update of vigilante crime fighter the 
Green Hornet’s escapades is above all an exercise 
in frustration. Tonally, this is about as far as one can 
get from Gondry’s usual darkly fanciful milieu. Rogen, 
slightly miscast, plays Britt Reid, the spoiled, party- 
happy scion of a big-city newspaper publisher. He is, 
in effect, a buffoon, and the script piles on unfunny 
comedy throughout, even after Britt’s father dies and 
Britt lassoes Dad’s mechanic and latte-expert Kato 
(Chou), with the intention of becoming a masked 
master of menace, seemingly out of sheer boredom. 
Britt and Kato manage to upset the criminal balance 
of power and attract the attention of Russian kingpin 
Chudnofsky (Waltz). I fear that more mediocre hero- 
ics may be headed our way now that Marvel and 
DC have cornered the Awesome Market. Even so-so 
Hornet forerunners like The Phantom are more enter- 
taining than this cheesy and borderline-boring cream 
puff of a vigilante.

Speech, whether in the form of eloquent diplomacy, 
familial comfort, or prewar leadership, is ostensibly the 
stiff upper lip of The King's Speech. In 1936, Prince 
Albert (Firth) was forced to become King George VI 
when his brother, King Edward VIII (Pearce), scandal- 
ously abdicated the throne for the love of an American 
divorcee. Bad enough, yes, but this royal disaster was 
followed by the first gambits in “Mr. Hitler’s” war. Worse 
still, the new king is a stutterer. His savior arrives in 
the form of Rush’s genius speech therapist, Lionel 
Logue, whose methods counter the king’s self-doubt in 
ways that take on new weight as war looms. This is a 
knowing, sincere, and beautifully shot film that takes 
on the meatiest slabs of history and renders these 
Balmoralians as something other than mere figure- 
heads. The King's Speech brings a country’s fear of war 
and a sudden king’s dread of supremacy into perfect, 
uncommon focus.

In this animated film based on a children’s book by 
Berkeley Breathed ( Bloom County ), Martians capture 
earthling mothers to harness their disciplinary power, 
a quality that seems totally lacking in the nannybots 
that raise the Martian hatchlings. Milo’s mom (Cusack) 
becomes this season’s unlucky abductee due, but 
Milo (whose motion-capture performance is by Green, 
while Milo’s voice is provided by young Dusky) stows 
away on the Martian spaceship in order to rescue his 
mom. Once on Mars, the action gets a lot noisier and 
more disturbingly illogical. Mars is a planet run by 
giant-hipped females under the rule of the cronelike 
Supervisor (Sterling). Male hatchlings are sent down 
the garbage chute, and the female Martians are a 
mass of obedient automatons. (Indeed, these ideas 
regarding sex roles and body image seem very odd 
in a movie that ostensibly venerates motherhood.) 
What’s missing in the film is the human element, 
especially during all the rambunctious activity on Mars.

He is 
on full autopilot throughout as Arthur Bishop, a New 
Orleans-based assassin who, in a fit of conscience, 
agrees to mentor his own mentor’s son not long after 
killing said mentor the elder. As elder mentor Harry 
McKenna, Sutherland brings the only spark of honest 
emotion to a relentlessly uninvolving film. Foster’s 
Steve McKenna, the kid who apparently needs only 
one montage of automatic weapons training to 
become an elite killing machine, is equally loveless 
and drifting, although at least his character has rea- 
son to be vacant. West saturates his imagery in a 
sickly stew of rotten-egg yellows and oranges, making 
this mediocre picture, at times, downright repellent.

The classic 
hallmarks of Disney animation are all here: stun- 
ning attention to the details of nature and the 
inclusion of an evil mother figure as a trigger for 
the storyline. Rapunzel’s hair should be listed as 
one of the story’s main characters, so intrinsic 
is it to the film’s appeal. As voiced by Moore, 
Rapunzel is a spunky gal, capable of defending 
herself and singing sturdily. Tony Award-winner 
Murphy brings stage showmanship to her musi- 
cal interludes as Mother Gothel, which drip 
with sarcasm and biting wit.

TRUE GRIT D: Joel Coen, Ethan Coen; with Jeff 
Bridges, Matt Damon, Josh Brolin, Hailee Steinfeld, Barry 
Pepper, Elizabeth Marvel. (PG-13, 110 min.) 

The Coens’ version of True Grit remains faith- 
ful to Charles Portis’ novel, which was also the 
source material for the 1969 John Wayne film. 
Fourteen-year-old Mattie Ross (Steinfeld, a ter- 
rific young newcomer) hires Rooster Cogburn 
(Bridges) to capture the man who killed her 
father, but much of the story’s humor fails to 
connect. Only Damon, as Texas Ranger LaBoeuf, 
captures the boneheadedness of his character’s 
grandiloquent language and self-importance. 
Bridges plays it straight, abandoning all senti- 
mentality and giving the role a lived-in feeling. Yet 
whatever led the actor to deliver his lines in a 
mumbling growl is a true mystery. True Grit (much 
of which was filmed here in Austin and in nearby 
Granger) has some handsome sequences but 
overall lacks these filmmakers’ usually precise 
eye and craftsmanship. All this is not to say that 
True Grit is an awful film; it’s just that the Coens 
have set their own standards for excellence, and 
this film falls short.

Surely Unknown is never better than in its 
early stages when the audience still hopes the 
little gray cells may get a workout alongside 
the adrenal gland. This thriller from Collet-Serra 
( Orphan ) swiftly establishes the facts - an aca- 
demic named Martin Harris (Neeson) arrives in 
Berlin with his wife, Elizabeth (Jones), to deliver 
a speech at a biotechnology conference - and 
then immediately calls those facts into question 
when Martin suffers a head injury and wakes to 
discover his colleagues branding him an impos- 
tor, another man (Quinn) sporting his name 
tag at the conference, and Elizabeth denying 
all knowledge of him. The gray cells leap into 
action - Is Martin crazy? Is this all some wind- 
ing conspiracy? But, long before the big reveal, 
a deadening realization sets in: This is no more 
than what we have come to expect from Neeson 
of late - not quite a riddle wrapped in an enig- 
ma, just a paycheck gig cloaked in an actioner.

THE INS AND OUTS OF 
LOW-PROFILE TIRES 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

I bought a used 2007 Nissan Maxima SE last June. I 
love my car! The problem is the tires. I knew nothing about 
“low-profile” tires until after I bought the car, and now that 
they have been brought to my attention, I have done a little 
research. Among other problems with the low profiles, they 
handle poorly in snow and ice. I live in the Boston area, so 
snow and ice are a common occurrence in the winter. I was 
wondering if there is a way to replace my wheels and tires 
to be able to put regular tires on the car. Could it be as 
simple as switching to the tires that run on the SL model? 
Thank you for any input. - Leigh 

TOM: Well, first we should explain to everyone else 
what a “profile” is on a tire. It doesn’t have a beak, like 
my brother’s profile does. 

RAY: No, a tire’s profile refers to the height of the 
sidewall. On a tire with an aspect ratio (profile) of 65, 
the sidewall’s height is 65% of the tire’s width. Sixty or 
65 is a normal tire. Fifty and 45 would be considered 
low-profile, and would have a shorter sidewall. 

TOM: And, like you, Leigh, most people never 
consider tire profile when buying a car. On the 
buyer’s checklist, it’s just below “quality of the trunk 
carpeting.” But it does have repercussions, as you’re 
learning. 

RAY: Low-profile tires have certain advantages. They 
improve the car’s handling, under most conditions. 
Because low-profile tires have a shorter sidewall, the 
sidewall is stiffer. The suffer it is, the less it bends and 
flexes when you turn. 

TOM: But, in our opinion, the disadvantages of 
low-profile tires generally outweigh the advantages. 
Low-profile tires give you a harder and noisier ride. And 
because there’s less sidewall between the road and the 
wheel, they lead to lots of bent wheels - expensive alloy 
bent wheels. 

RAY: But you’re in a difficult spot. You’ve got the 
Maxima SE. That’s already got the smallest wheels 
and highest-profile tires available on that car (17-inch 
wheels, 55 aspect ratio). Switching to the SLs wheel/ 
tire package would make things worse, since that’s 
a lower-profile package (18-inch wheels, 45 aspect 
ratio). 

TOM: You could experiment with a higher-aspect- 
ratio tire on your 17-inch wheels, but once you start 
doing that, there’s no guarantee that the tires wouldn’t 
rub against your fender liners and cause interference. 
That’s why we recommend that you stick with one 
of the wheel/tire size options offered by the manufac- 
turer. 

RAY: But since winter driving is your greatest con- 
cern, our advice would be to buy yourself four good 
snow tires and four new wheels to go with them, and 
use those in the winter. They’ll have to be the same size 
as the wheels and tires you have now, but since they’re 
designed for snow and ice, they’ll give you much, much 
better handling in winter weather. 

TOM: And then in the spring (when is that in 
Boston - late June?), you can switch back to your sum- 
mer tires and drive them until you bend the rims. Good 
luck, Leigh.

Gerard Cosloy could vouch for that. The Matador Records co- 
owner cited the group’s Beerland gigs as the main impetus for his 
Red River compilation, last year’s Casual Victim Pile, which was 
followed up on vinyl last month with volume two.

With song credits divided evenly across the board, the record jolts 
around every corner, as if chasing shadows down some murky, 
midnight alley. There’s a no-wave intensity carried over from 
their former instrumental noise-rock act Fire vs. Extinguisher. 
They’ve all lived together for several years and self-record all of 
the band’s material.

Nigeria’s Beautiful Nubia & the Roots Renaissance Band, Tunisian mystic Chiha, and the soulful Afro-pop of Kenya’s Sauti

Merrill Garbus is walking through her 
Oakland, Calif., neighborhood this Fat 
Tuesday morning, telling me how good 
she feels after having just returned from 
Europe the night before: 

“I hear horror stories about jet lag, 
people getting in accidents. But there’s 
certain tricks I can do with my body.” 

That’s definitely true. As Tune-Yards, 
she’s a one-woman generator, adept 
at looping her soulful voice to accom- 
pany ukulele or drums, veering from 
hand-stitched folk to African chant on 
self-recorded 2009 debut Bird-Brains. 

Sophomore album Whokill, out next 
month on 4AD, ups the ante, Garbus’ 
layered sound more fully realized within 
beats and structure. 

It’s also a meditation on violence, 
something Garbus saw more frequently 
after moving from Montreal to Oakland 
in late 2009. On “Gangsta,” she uses 
a looped chorus of her voice to mimic 
the sound of a siren. On “Riotriot,” she 
belts out a line that gives goose bumps, 
especially as delivered by a woman: 

“There is a freedom in violence that I don’t understand, and like 
I’ve never felt before.” 

“I had my doubts about it,” explains Garbus. “[Eli Crews and 
I] worked on the album for six to eight months, and people hear 
different things. I tend to look outside of myself, and I live in 
a community where violence is out in the open, whether Oscar 
Grant being shot or the threat of being robbed or mugged. The 
song ‘Riotriot’ is about the riots in Montreal. We live with that 
fear; it’s happening everywhere. I wanted to dive into it instead of 
shying away.” 

I ask about “Es-So,” which on the surface seems to be about 
body image. 


“That song changed themes a lot - it was my state of mind in 
Oakland, walking around neighborhoods. It tends towards self 
flagellating - about food, relationships, what I said at dinner last 
night. ‘Es-So’ is that - about a feeling rather than a topic.” 

I ask about the shift from the DIY feel of Bird-Brains to 
the more collaborative clamor of Whokill. It marks a musical 
maturation, and as an artist she recognizes the need to keep her 
vision clear. 

“I get threatened a lot, people asking to produce my next 
album,” she laughs. “I understand people want a part of this 
music, but as a woman, I have to maintain ownership over it.”

Channeling dubstep’s eerie minimal- 
ism through his own take on modern-day soul, 
Woon stands out in a crowded industry. His 
new single, “Lady Luck,” sounds like Maxwell 
remixed by Mount Kimbie, all finger-click 
beats, sampled breaths, and vocal harmonies 
to make you sWoon (sorry). 

UNICORN KID 

10pm , the Phoenix Oliver Sabin, aka 
Unicorn Kid, is a 19-year-old electronic 
wunderkind who briefly became the face of 
“chiptune,” a catch-all term for music made 
using fairly basic, early computers. Signed 
to respected dance label Ministry of Sound, 
Sabin has remixed songs by the likes of Pet 
Shop Boys, Gorillaz, and Japayork, and also 
released the excellent “Dream Catcher” and 
“Wild Life” singles as free downloads last 
year. His debut album is out at some point 
this year, although he’s the first to admit 
he’s not too good with deadlines.

Franz Ferdinand to the Drums (all three are 
featured on his latest solo album, Losing 
Sleep), while Collins’ own 1994 hit, “A Girl 
Like You,” was further evidence of his innate 
way with melody. In 2005, Collins suffered 
two massive brain hemorrhages, which left 
him unable to speak or write. Following 
years of rehabilitation, he’s returned not 
only to the live circuit but to something 
close to his best.

For Bradley, whose hard-earned debut, No Time for Dreaming, 
was released in January, the right people were Daptone 
Records’ Gabe Roth and Thomas Brenneck, the same crew 
that helped vault Sharon Jones from wedding singer to near- 
household name. Bradley first came to the label’s attention 
impersonating James Brown in a Brooklyn nightclub under the 
name Black Velvet. The soul survivor saw James Brown at the 
Apollo Theatre as a teenager and has dreamed of being a singer 
ever since. 

Brenneck - who splits 
time on guitar with the 
Dap-Kings, Budos Band, 
and Menahan Street Band 
- took a special interest 
in helping Bradley real- 
ize his dream, but as the 
autobiographical tunes of 
Dreaming suggest, the road’s been rocky. Bradley spent much of his 
childhood living on the streets and as an adult trekked across the 
continent to make ends meet as a cook, handyman, shoe shiner, 
and factory worker.

Chronicling the murder of his brother, album closer “Heartaches 
and Pain” is particularly devastating.

Ladies of a certain age are no doubt squealing about Wild 
Flag, the “supergroup” of Mary Timony, Sleater-Kinney’s Carrie 
Brownstein and Janet Weiss, and the Minders’ Rebecca Cole. 
They don’t have an album just yet, but trust in the punk pedi- 
gree. They’re the cherry atop Merge’s showcase showdown, 
and the rest of the sundae ain’t bad either. Baltimore duo 
Wye Oak’s third and latest, Civilian, melts sweet, dreamy 
folk and offers a sugar high to 1990s guitar heroes Versus, 
which reawakened after a 10-year hiatus with last year’s 
dark-hued On the Ones and Threes.

If the thrill of eclectic discovery is what you’re after, the 
WFMU/Free Music Archive showcase is a no-brainer.

Though proto-hardcore in spirit, the 
band’s reissued recordings on Drag City are delineated by 
vocalist Steve Rigot’s singularly mutant elan. There’s a special 
guest at midnight, followed by Australian demolition metal 
collective Whitehorse, whose exquisite, slow-grind sensory 
assault is the perfect soundtrack for fleeing into the night at 
closing time.

Twin Cities native Prof 
brandishes otherworldly weirdness on “Animal” and recently got the ultimate 
call-up when he guested on Atmosphere’s new single, “Minnesota Nice.”

In case you’re wondering, this is where the party is. Colombia’s Diva Gash brings it old- 
school with its mash-up of funk, disco, electronic back beats, and hip-hop rhymes. Chile’s 
Gepe can go clean and simple or surprisingly energetic, as in “Samoriserva,” which has a 
classic U.S. -country-music feel. The rest of the time, they entice with a seamless fusion 
of Chilean folkloric percussion and electronica. Mexico City singer-songwriter Ximena 
Sarinanas limber voice plays well with smart, often humorous lyrics. From Colombia by 
way of Miami comes energetic Locos Por Juana, whose reggae-influenced funk over Latin 
rhythms is just what the doctor ordered. They’re a nice pairing with the superheroes of 
cumbia, Chico Trujillo (Chile). With heavy doses of ska, this one-time side project of La 
Floripondio makes good use of rough-hewn horns and throaty group vocals. And, as if that’s 
not enough, the delightful Afro-Colombian fusion known as Profetas will hip-hop you into 
the wee hours of the night. - Belinda Acosta 



SOUNDS FROM SPAIN 8pm, Red Eyed Fly 

Texas’ topography parallels that of Spain, but be careful this sure-bet showcase doesn’t 
topple the Red Eyed Fly backward into Waller Creek. Valencia fivepiece Polock (8pm) plies 
transcontinental cosmo pop in the mold of Phoenix, which is airtight on August debut 
Getting Down From the Trees. The Warholian rock panache of Bilbao trio Capsula (9pm) 
made global inroads at SXSW 2010, while Barcelona’s Mujeres (10pm) span everything 
from a Big Star name check (“Right On”) to Bostonian garage rock from Nuggets and flat- 
out spank (“Blood Meridian”).

Springfield via this spring’s sophomore effort, Home Tonight. Spanish nu-funk then crowns 
the bill as Telephunken (lam) gives all Latin-American Nortec Collectives a run for their 
pesos with a Spanish sloganeering shot through break beats and cantina strum. All save for 
Polock & Russian Red have another SX Festival showcase slot, including the Sounds of 
Spain day party Thursday at Brush Square Park, 11:30am. - Raoul Hernandez

And it really is a 
legend by definition,” laughs Gurf Morlix of his former compadre, 

Austin songwriter Blaze Foley “There’s a lot of stuff that may be 
not true, but it makes a good story It’s larger than life, and Blaze 
has become that. He’s become a hero to people who weren’t even 
alive when he was alive, so that’s remarkable to me.” 

Morlix’s marveling is cut in good faith and with appreciation 
for the recognition that Foley has achieved since he was shot and 
killed in Austin in 1989. Foley’s posthumous success extends to 
his songs being covered by Merle Haggard (“If I Could Only Fly”), 

John Prine (“Clay Pigeons”), and Lyle Lovett (“Election Day”), 
as well as famously providing inspiration for Lucinda Williams’ 

“Drunken Angel.” 

And yet, the embattled songwriter may have found his greatest 
champion in Morlix, whose new album, Blaze Foley’s 113th Wet 
Dream, captures the complex balance of humor and heartbreak that 
defined Foley’s songs and life. The album coincides with the release 
of the long-awaited Foley documentary Duct Tape Messiah, which 
Morlix is currently helping tour around the country and will take 
to Europe in the fall. 

“I hope that it just spreads the songs out a little bit further,” 
says Morlix. “I fell in love with his songs, and I fell in love with his 
sense of humor and the twinkle in his eye, all of that. This was a 
really long time before he became a bad alcoholic, and he had his 
demons, and I sort of watched that long slide over the 15 years or 
so that I knew him. 

“But Blaze was one-of-a-kind for all time, and you don’t come 
across that many people that are just complete originals like that.”

Can’t afford airfare to Lollapalooza Chile next month? This Chilean 
showcase by Plutopia presents the next best thing, with two of the festi- 
val’s marquee bookings. Trade Inverness, modern alt-rock en Espahol, for 
Fernando Milagros, a romantic balladeer with an impressionistic ease 
and a cinematic streak, previously featured on La Blogotheque’s Take 
Away Shows. Lolla-bound Francisca Valenzuela, a sparkling 23-year-old 
pop songstress, could almost pass as a Spanish version of Feist on her 
second album, Buen Soldado. Intimate Stranger made such a splash 
last year at SXSW that the Anglo-Chilean quartet relocated locally and 
signed to Austin’s Fringecore Records for Under, a lustrous, Warped Tour- 
ready collection of upbeat guitar-rock softened by Croatian singer/bass- 
ist Tessie S-Woodgate and subtle synths. Gepe, the project of designer 
Daniel Riveros, weaves digital folklore and indie pop with a tropical twist, 
but the real catch here is Chico Trujillo, a mischievous big band that’s 
cited as the main exponent of New Cumbia Chilena. The ninepiece ensem- 
ble issued its first stateside release last year, Chico de Oro (Barbes 
Records), a boiling pot of pan-Latin grooves that’s spiced with ska and 
surf, but swings like Fania Records in the late 1960s. - Austin Powell 


GOLDEN BEAR 

9pm, the Marq Austin’s Golden Bear burst 
forth with a gloriously epic and fantastical 
barrage of guitar-driven pop, a self-branded 
“Galactic Forest Rock” coursing anthemic 
behind the raw enthusiasm and warmly tem- 
pered vocals of frontman Chris Gregory.

AMPLIFIED HEAT 

On the Hunt (Gonzolandia) 

LOS LONELY BOYS 

Rockpango 
(Playing in Traffic) 

Three brothers, two sets: Texas 
Latinate in triplicate. Amplified 
Heat’s third LP, On the Hunt, 
shotguns the culmination of the 
little ol’ local trio’s decade of dues. Houston natives of Colombian decent, Jim (guitar), Chris 
(drums), and Gian Ortiz (bass) bleed the amps and drum mics open on an early ZZ Top-like 
dirt warble, the big rusty riffs of “Give It to Me” rising up from some humid metropolis in 
tempo-quaking destabilization. Bar rock of the basest kind, its back-molar blues and pool 
cue-cracking rhythms thump ’til eyes turn red. Blackout. Piston boogie “Lost” bundles 
1960s/1970s psych blues into a mescaline capsule, while the abrupt gear jam of “What’s 
It Gonna Be Will Be” shifts into Jim Ortiz’s Cream-y leads, cutting through a coagulated pool 
of water moccasins. A vintage tube-amp solo fuses the song’s gumbo of Gulf Coast soul 
exfoliation, “Louisiana Hobo Blues” then slumming in NOLA on an acoustic bang and twang, 
Jim’s gut-string pluck a six-string and vocal garrote. Successor “Ain’t Trying To Deny” snorts 
a rock & roll rail as produced by two-thirds of another local Latin brand, Omar and AJ Vallejo. 
“Stop, Drop, and Roll” and “Strong Arm” race neck and neck to the closing title track. Blood 
sport. In San Angelo, my three sons of a career musico - Henry (Strat), Jojo (bass), and Ringo 
Garza (red bandana) - triangulate a familiar vocal that went platinum on Sony in 2003, and 
on fourth studio platter Rockpango, lock down their most honest disc since. Starts slow, 
with the chunky stutter step of “American Idle” leading into the acoustic-weighted shuffle 
of “Fly Away,” but on the Clapton-esque ease of dance-floor clutch “Road to Nowhere,” the 
harmonies sell it. The stoney funk strut of “16 Monkeys” doesn’t hurt either, loosening into 
the 1960s-embroidered title cut, whose organ-ground Woodstock fries. In the seemingly 
throwaway Tex-Mex bump and grind of “Baby Girl” resides the heart of Rockpango, low-rider 
rock as eternal as quitting time, while Henry’s steel sway and Austin’s Tosca String Quartet 
on “Change the World” pave the way for Jojo’s flawless vocals, a rich wood grain of cantina 
soul that glides into the guitarist’s fiery detailing. “Porn Star” does “Baby Girl” one less, but 
Rockpango won’t take no for an answer. Blood is thicker when blues are brown. (Amplified

Last of the Country 
Gentlemen (Mute) 

In 2001, Denton’s 
Lift to Experience 
took off overseas with 
its debut double LP, 

The Texas-Jerusalem 
Crossroads, a Lone 
Star classic of Pentecostal space rock that 
netted three John Peel sessions in less 
than six months. Frontman Josh T. Pearson 
spent the next decade culling his mystique, 
literally living in the wilderness and releas- 
ing only a split single with the Dirty Three. 

His long-awaited solo debut, Last of the 
Country Gentlemen, is the sound of Old 
Weird America exported to London and then 
recorded in Berlin. In standouts like “Woman, 
When I’ve Raised Hell” and the 11-minute 
“Sweetheart, I Ain’t Your Christ,” Pearson 
rambles like a lone cowboy poet who’s been 
out to pasture too long, mixing visceral reli- 
gious and sexual imagery in a manner that 
suggests early Leonard Cohen. This gentle- 
man’s utterly unique though, his finger-picked 
acoustic guitar proceeding in a drunkard’s 
step with crooked narratives, most notably in 
“Honeymoon’s Great! Wish You Were Her,” a 
13-minute remorseful ode to “another woman 
who simply ain’t my wife,” accented with 
subtle, aching violin. These are stone-cold 
peyote visions of biblical proportions, offbeat 
and occasionally stunning.

Such outbursts come with deft

1982 (Brisk) 

The East Coast’s cold- 
est rappers flocked to Statik 
Selektah’s crisp production 
after 2008’s Stick 2 the Script, 
but the Lawrence, Mass., native 
found a partner in Termanology, 
a sly, dexterous Lawrence rap- 
per who’s long shown promise 
but never had the proper platform to pop. On 1982, the duo 
flies off the handle from the tip, “The World Renown” flowing a 
slinky string production that thrusts Termanology’s ever-chang- 
ing flow onto the main stage. Things get grimy shortly thereafter 
with “People Are Running” and “Things I Dream,” boosted by 
some filthy slop from M.O.P.’s Lil’ Fame. 1982 starts to sound 
like a showcase for the sake of showcase by the time of the 
Sunday afternoon chorus croons on “Wedding Bells,” with the 
sped-up soul of “Tell Me Lies,” street-hop sampling “The Street 
Life,” and boom-bap’d “The Radio” demonstrating little sem- 
blance of continuity.

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LUCINDA WILLIAMS 

Blessed (Lost Highway) 

Some of the six years between Lucinda Williams’ 
twin catalog pillars, 1992 ’s Sweet Old World and 
1998’s Car Wheels on a Gravel Road, could have 
been spared to pad out the intermission between 
Blessed and its predecessor, 2008’s Little Honey. In 
the aftermath of Car Wheels, Williams rambled for 
a decade with Essence (2001), World Without Tears 
(’03), and West (’07). Blessed doesn’t sting like Little 
Honey, but if opener “Buttercup” sloshes frivolously 
first as an excuse for Williams to suck on its title 
with thick-tongued relish, that bottles Little Honey's 
loose fun. Messed could title “I Don’t Know How You’re Livin’” landing second in the lineup 
with a too-long run-time and a follow-the-groove groove, while “Copenhagen” next barely ral- 
lies more. “To Be Loved,” then, blesses Blessed, a 1950s hotel room next to the neon sign 
outside, tube amps lit for love and heartbreak. Again following a vocal and musical vamp, 
this time the song’s juju pulps 100%. And it’s here that Blessed rallies. “Seeing Black” rocks 
loose and free, its guitars rough and ready and rustling touches of Sticky Fingers-e ra Stones 
on the succeeding “Soldiers Song,” axed in part by Elvis Costello. Blessed guitars give ’til it 
hurts, such as the title track projecting “Moonlight Mile.” Middle-class misfits “Sweet Love,” 
“Ugly Truth,” and “Convince Me” could take a powder, but the rapture of “Awakening” stirs a 
dragon. This goes on the mixtape with “Born To Be Loved.” Closer “Kiss Like Your Kiss” book- 
ends “Buttercup,” another tree sap tongue smack and dillydally as unconcerned as the one at 
the start, but again, that’s the point. The controlled recklessness of Little Honey was a long- 
awaited antidote to Car Wheels' strong medicine, and now Blessed basks in its older sibling’s 
afterglow. A deluxe edition bonuses the whole album in demo mode from Lucinda Williams’ 
kitchen table.

“Since I Met You Baby.” “You Been Lyin’” lays 
down the bottom with Dallas gospel discover- 
ies the Relatives, contrasting the hilariously 
raunchy “Mustang Ranch,” while “Messin”' 
is Lewis channeling Robert Johnson the right 
way. Getting sounds this authentic - without 
being slavish - becomes a bottom line in 
these genre pools, but once again Spoon’s Jim 
Eno pulls a rabbit out of the proverbial hat.

Unlearn (Hardly Art) 

From scene-sucker 
report (“Wanna Know 
What I Would Do?”) to 
closing title track, this Denton, Texas-bred 
duo is heavy on ideas and opinions - right 
down to its actual CD, which questions why 
you still buy CDs. Pranksters Andrew Savage 
and Jason Kelly pull out threads of the sweat- 
er throughout, with “Unlearn” the centerpiece, 
an anti-establishment screed masked as 
1960s doo-wah-diddy. Is the monotone “1-2- 
3” count-off on opener “Girls With English 
Accents” a nod to the Modern Lovers? F&G 
has obvious influences, and early 1990s ode 
“Michael Kelly” puts them in a hat and asks 
you to pick. Flute and sax make the grab 
bag more interesting, though the dizzying 
range across 11 songs renders Unlearn a bit 
unfocused. Opinions are like CDs: Everybody 
has them, but how to recycle them? (Fri.,

THE ENDTABLES 

(Drag City) 

“I pledge allegiance to 
the flag of any country 
that will accept me,” 
sang husky, cross-dress- 
ing Endtables vocalist Steve Rigot some 32 
years ago. Years before hardcore conventions 
were set in stone, the Louisville, Ky., quartet 
bear-hugged the mantle of outsiderdom to 
create a fleeting firestorm that still sounds 
singular today. This reissue collects all seven 
of the band’s studio recordings along with 
six previously unreleased live cuts. “Process 
of Elimination,” lead-off on the Endtables’ 
long-sought-after 1979 7-inch single, groans 
to life with the band already playing at full 
volume. This ham-fisted attempt to excise the 
intro would’ve been rejected by a million other 
bands, but it’s a spot-on stroke of genius 
here. Between Rigot’s anxious, monotone 
vocals; Steven Jan Humphrey’s perfectly slop- 
py drum fills; and guitarist Alex Durig’s failed 
attempt to emulate Ted Nugent (he got James 
Williamson instead), everything coalesces into 
one big happy accident that’s a force unto 
itself.

MOTHER FALCON 

Alhambra 

The secret is out. Mother Falcon’s five-song 
EP last year, Still Life - even at the time - was 
merely a dress rehearsal for the neo-classical tour 
de force performance that is Alhambra. Evoking 
the grandeur of Spain’s Moorish palace, Austin’s 
wunderkind chamber orchestra soars into its full- 
length debut on confident wings fully extended. 

“Overture” rises first, naturally, the listener 
entering a chamber of musicians stirring to life. 

As “Fireflies” exhales with its layered vocals - 
Nick Gregg, Claire Puckett, Tamir Kalifa - the 18 
instruments become airborne. “I’m off in another 
place,” Gregg repeats in “Sanctuary,” the group filling the ear with the acoustic glory of 
its recording site - Austin’s Central Presbyterian Church - as the strings pluck, lure. Such 
is Alhambra’ s emotional rush, lifted on orchestral swells and instrumental crescendos 
amid ethereal vocals. Its many moods - “For Papa,” “Serpent Tongues,” “Drown Me in the 
River,” “These Things,” “Just To See Her Smile” - are romantic, thrilling in their unexpect- 
ed pleasures; “Rabbit Run” builds for two minutes before Gregg and Puckett chime in; 
“Kathryn” and the wordless “Waltz” are pure and utter romanticism; and “Alligator Teeth” 
makes Puckett one of Austin’s most intriguing female artists of 2011. Even on this grand 
scale, Alhambra is simple proof that the whole is greater than the sum of its parts. Even 
when the parts are excellent. (Sat., 10:30pm, Austin Music Hall)

Portland, Ore.’s 
Dirtanp Records cer- 
tainly has its eyes upon 
Texas. These CenTex

Men on guitar, and members of Bad Sports 
(also just signed to Dirtnap) in the rhythm pit

chorus sounds like Devo’s “Uncontrollable 
Urge.” Much like lablemate Ryan’s new Mind 
Spiders, there’s a focus on whoa-oh-oh vocals 
and power-pop-punk riffs as exemplified by 
“Backbone,” perhaps the first punk song ever 
to reference worker drones and queen bees. 
HTW does under-three-minute blasts well 
enough, love songs (“Handicapped Hearts”) 
included. A party album for the impending 
robot takeover.

WE WERE 
THE STATES 

Rasa (Chicken Ranch) 

Despite floods that 
left their Nashville 
recording studio under 
two feet of water last 
summer, We Were the 
States persevered to 
deliver an imperfect but intriguing follow-up 
to their auspicious 2008 debut, Believe the 
Thieves. Standouts on Rasa are songs where 
the Murfreesboro, Tenn., quintet doubles 
down on hook-laden modern rock with just 
enough quick right turns to keep it interest- 
ing. Case in point, “Gold” is a tweaked-out, 
stagger-stepping pop force that makes liking 
someone more than God and cocaine sound 




like a state of grace. “Daft Since 77” is a 
high-volume colossus looking for a coliseum. 
Flashes of glam and hard rock reminiscent of 
latter-day Sweet bolster Justin Webb’s dramat- 
ic vocal growl. After coming unhinged one last 
time with “Don’t Ask Why,” the album loses 
steam due to a surfeit of overcontemplative, 
underdeveloped songs that run too long. 
Sometimes it’s best to say more with less.

Funstyle (Rocket

Chicago’s potty- 
mouthed girl has come 
a long way since her 
Exile in Guyville, and 
she’s lost acolytes on

skelter barrage of bhangra, blues, and bile 
toward the music industry. The old Phair is 
still there: Scrape the overproduced garnish 
off “You Should Know Me,” and it’s as sweetly 
laden with Beatles love as any bite from her 
Whitechocolatespaceegg era. Slipping her 
vintage Girlysound recordings into the digipak 
may scream “fan service,” but truth is that 
1998 disc was the last time she experiment- 
ed this much. Hunted by cryptomusicologists 
with a zeal once reserved for Zimmerman’s 
Basement musings and the Pixies’ purple 
phase, this addition is alluring. (Sat., TBD,

SARAH LEE GUTHRIE 
& JOHNNY IRION 

Bright Examples (Ninth Street Opus) 

Six years have passed since Sarah Lee 
Guthrie & Johhny Irion had a proper duo 
album, so it makes sense that there’s been 



some changes. Bright 
Examples doesn’t 
explode their folk 
background so much 
as push it to the side 
in favor of a dreamy 
roots pop that falls 
somewhere between 
She & Him and Neil 
Young’s Harvest. Co-produced by Andy Cabic 
of psych-folk disciples Vetiver and Thom 
Monahan of Pernice Brothers, Bright Examples 
also features guest turns by Jayhawks Gary 
Louris and Mark Olson. With all that, it’s still 
the close harmonies of the husband-and-wife 
duo that make the disc float. Irion’s songwrit- 
ing again allows them each their own space, 
whether on the countryfied “Target on Your 
Heart,” the airy “Ahead of Myself,” or the 
uplifting “Cry Quieter,” inspired by the trag- 
edy in Darfur. Bright Examples is a bold step 
forward for Guthrie and Irion, but one soundly 
tethered to their folk roots.

CARRIE ELKIN 

Call It My Garden 
(Red House) 

Carrie Elkin revels 
in being a folkie, and 
that’s what makes 
her fourth disc, Call 
It My Garden, such a 
bracing listen. Reminiscent of the winsome 
beauty created by a young Nanci Griffith, the 
local singer-songwriter creates a space that’s 
ragged, lively, and warm, with production 
assistance from the Band of Heathens’ Colin 
Brooks and her beau, Danny Schmidt. Never 
resorting to cliche, she manages to travel 
from a cold, windy “Berlin” to creaky, old “St. 
Louis,” even managing to lure Sam Baker into 
joining in on “Dear Sam,” a song ostensibly 
about the reclusive singer-songwriter. There’s 
also a cover of Dar Williams’ “Iowa,” which 
manages to outdo the original, primarily 
because of Elkin’s vocals, an earthy combina- 
tion of strength and compassion. It’s telling 
that the disc begins and ends with audible 
chuckles. Elkin wants you to love her music 
as much as she does, and Call It My Garden 
is easy to love. (Sat., 9pm, Victorian Room

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KURT VILE 

Smoke Ring for My 
Halo (Matador) 

With last year’s 
Square Shells EP, Kurt 
Vile raised already high 
expectations for his 
follow-up to 2009’s 
Childish Prodigy, and the lo-fi Philadelphia 
songwriter’s fourth album continues apace. 
Vile refuses to sit in a single sonic mold, but 
Smoke Ring is more striking for its permeat- 
ing sense of lingering. The album doesn’t 
rush, and songs pop in their perfected grainy 
intricacies. In fact, where Vile could most 
easily drive with aggressive energy, he finds 
better bite by slowing down into shoegazing 


lulls, especially in the vicious triumvirate of 
“Puppet to the Man,” “On Tour,” and “Society 
Is My Friend,” which spit in slo-mo, the lat- 
ter drawing out “Society is my friend, he 
makes me lie down in a cold bloodbath.” The 
success, and devil, of Smoke Ring is in the 
details, however, as the tunes prove intricate- 
ly textured while still retaining an inherently 
garage feel, unraveling new elements as they 
sink in with lethargic weight. (Sat., 3:30pm,

MIDDLE BROTHER 

(Partisan) 

Debuting at last 
year’s SXSW as MG&V, 

Middle Brother is basi- 
cally a mini Monsters of 
Folk behind Deer Tick’s 
John McCauley, Dawes’ 

Taylor Goldsmith, and Delta Spirit’s Matthew 
Vasquez. While all three songwriters shine, 
the most compelling aspect of these record- 
ings lies in the effectiveness of the shading 
that each adds to the others’ tunes, espe- 
cially in how McCauley’s caustic growl gets 
softened by the smoother tenors of Goldsmith 
and Vasquez. Of those latter two, Vasquez’s 
“Theater” rings with a lustrous Gram Parsons 
feel, while Goldsmith strikes best with the pal- 
lor of “Blood and Guts.” Though there’s little 
feel of actual collaboration, the traded verses 
of closer “Million Dollar Bill” and the fan- 
tastically shaggy co-written romp of “Middle 
Brother” display the inherent affinity among 
the songwriters, as does the slightly rootsier- 
tinged take on the Replacements’ “Portland.” 
Even if nothing more becomes of the group, 
this album alone justifies the effort.

HA HA TONKA 

Death of a Decade 
(Bloodshot) 

Named after Ha 
Ha Tonka State Park, 
located near their 
Missouri home base, 
this quartet reflects 
life in the Ozarks with a modern twist. Its first 
two discs were energetic and organic, a breed 
of indie rock with rootsy underpinnings that’s 
come to public fruition lately with the suc- 
cess of bands like Mumford & Sons and Delta 
Spirit. On Death of a Decade, Ha Ha Tonka 
takes the harmonies and anthemic melodies 
one step further. With the group’s refined sto- 
rytelling, it’s as if Mark Twain spent a couple 
of days listening to the Old 97’s. The progres- 
sive-rock-leaning title track is one soaring 
hook after another, “Usual Suspects” stam- 
pedes a spinning mandolin riff, and “Dead 
Man’s Hand” recalls the naivete of early Neil 
Young. HHT blends many bits of Americana 
past - and don’t forget Paul Westerberg - but 
Death of a Decade sounds more like the birth 
of an important band.

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BRIGHT EYES 

The People’s Key 
(Saddle Creek) 

Conor Oberst 
has suggested 
that Bright Eyes’ 
seventh album, 
the first under 
the moniker since 
2007’s Cassadaga, will be the last as 
his most famous incarnation. It would 
be a shame to go out on such a disap- 
pointing note. Even those willing to follow 
Oberst’s recent spiritual wanderings and 
ruminations exploring his own brand of 
voodoo-Castanedaisms or those forgiving 
enough to ignore this album’s fruit-loops 
of found sound (mostly the ridiculous 
musings of Denny Brewer) have to balk 
at the synth-heavy compositions overly 
shot through with sonic shrapnel serving 
no purpose like “Approximate Sunlight,” 
“Jejune Stars,” and “Beginner’s Mind.” 
Oberst’s voice trembles with the emotion 
of his youth, only ripped with spite instead 
of vulnerability. That solipsism has shifted 
to an even more detached universalism, 
which leaves little for the listener to con- 
nect with. “Shell Games” and the har- 
rowing, stripped “Ladder Song” provide 
the LP’s only high points. (Sat., 7:30pm,
